• dinand*s collecting his detachments, and to cut oflf 
his retreat after a general battle, which was like- 
wife determined. Prince Ferdinand detached M. 
de Schlieflfer, his aid de camp, wtfh 40 huffars 
and 200 dragoons, to the relief of Vcchte ; which 
was effeded : and thefe, being reinforced by the 
garrifon of Bremen, proceeded to Ofnabruck, gar- 
rifoned by the voluntiers of Clermont, and made 
themfelves mailers of it by a coop de main. M. 
Contades had alfo occupied the pafs of Lubeke^ 
Againft which the Hereditary Prince was detached 
with 6000 men, and diflodged the enemy on the 
28th, the fame day that Ofnabruck was fur-> 
prized. 

PrinceFer- From this time Prince Ferdinand laid a fnare 

maftcriy for his French antagonift ; and to draw him into 
ttie toil. For this purpofe he, on the 29th, made 
a (hort march, of the grand army on his right, 
towards Hille ; left General Wangenheim with a 
body of troops in his camp at Thornhaufen, and 
the troops entrenched near the river, to obferve 
the army under M. Duke de Broglio 5 he alfo fent 
orders to the Hereditary Prince, in conjundlion 
with the troops that could be fpared from Ofna- 
bruck, to take the rout of Hervorden, and fo to 
poft themfelves at Kirchlinniger, as to intercept 
or prevent the coming of the enemy's convoys 
from Paderborn, on which their immediate fub*

M. Contades was hourly convinced of the dan- m. Con- 
ger of procraftination* As foon as he was ac- f^f^" *^^ 
quainted with thefe advantages gained by the Jittackhim- 
enemy, he fummoned his generals, at fix in the 
evening of the 3 ift of July, he held a grand coun- 
cil of war, otmpofcd of all his general officers •, 
who agreed to march that very night againft the 
allies, and to attack them at break of day ; and 
the marfhal ordered that the army (hould march 
in eight columns to the ground, on which they 
were to be formed in battle array. There was 
alfo a referve formed, under the Duke de Broglio j 
which, augmented with eight battalions of the 
grenadiers of France, and the royal grenadiers, 
were ordered to make a ninth column, and to 
keep on the right, proceeding on the left bank of 
the Wefcr. 

This plan of aSion was formed by the French why. 
marlhal upon a vague fuppofition, taken from 
artful difpoGtions made by Prince Ferdinand ; 
whofe motions, on the 29th, had induced him 
to believe, that his Serene Highnefs had carried 
bis principal force to his right, and that the corps 
at the brink of the Wefcr was neither very nu- 
merous, nor in a fituation capable of beiag fup- 
pOrted by the army, that was encamped at Hille. 
The Duke de Broglio was particularly appointed 
to attack this corps : and it was fo looked upon, 
as impofliblc for him to. mifcarry j infomuch, that 
his orders borci That after over-whelming and

PrinceFcr- Prince Ferdinand, that fame evening, gave or- 
prec^u-^ ders for his army to be ready to march at one 
tion^. o'clock next morning, and required the ad- 
vanced pofts to be very attentive, and to tranfmit 
an account of the leaft motion they fhould ob- 
fervc in that night. Two deferters, that fame 
evening, arrived in the camp, with intelligence that 
the enemy was advancing to attack General Wan- 
genheim, and had already pafled the Marfli. This 
mod important news was delivered to M. de Ra- 
dan, the adjutant-general, at Hadim at ten o'clock : 
but was not conveyed to Prince Ferdinand till al-

The* left wing of the French army was committeld 
to the command of Lieutenant General de Guef- 
chi, and joined to a rivulet, which formed a 
kind of morafs. The Center of the MarlhaPs army 
confided of fixty fquadrons of horfe, without any 
other fupport than the infantry, which formed the 
line on their right and left. • 

This difpofition of the enemy was well in- 
tended, and might probably have fucceededno cut 
off Prince Ferdinand's communication with the 
Wefer, coujd they hs^ve furprifed the allies. Bur, 
as his Serene Highnefs was meditating an attack 
upon their, camp, his army was prepared againfl: 
all .events, and tl^ refolution of the enemy to ad- 
vance and to attack his camp, was an advantage lie 
could not expeft, and enabled him with little 
trouble and lofs to prevent the execution of their 

Halts, pUn at this time. Befides the efFeds of Broglio's 
attack of Wangenheim's corps might have fuc- 
ceeded more to his favour, had he not baited, 
and fufpended the attack till Lieutenant General

It is true ; when the French began the attack, they *^^^* 
^ere very briflc. As foon as the fcveral divifions Advances 
^ere arrived at their f)ofts, Brogno caufcd fome the guards, 
platoons of foot to advance, and charge the allied 
grand guards, and under favotir of thefe pla- 
toons, he himfelf advanced to the fummit of the 
eminence, which ran along his whole front, and. 
- entirely hid the difpofitions of the allies. The 
unconcern with which the allies in this poft re- 
ceived this primary attack, and his whole difpofi- 
tion, confirmed the fuppofition, upon which the 
marflial had fornied his plan of the attack. The 
pofts on that fide appeared to be filled only with 
fmall parties. But how was he ftruck with fur- Surprized 
prize, when, from the fummit of the hills, he dif- of *S!e^2^^ 
covered the main body of the allied army ranged i»«*- 
in order of battle, and extending from the bank 
of the Wefer to the wood, and to the morafs, in 
front of the late French camp, with the farm- 
houfe of Toftenhaufen, of which they had made 
an entrenched poft, in their line. A difpofition, 
which difcouraged M. Broglio, and does great ho- 
nour to the abilities of the Prince, who difplayed 
his generalfhip in fo mafterly a manner on xhis oc- 
cafion. For, though the Duke de Broglio made His mef- 
his cannon advance, which began to play about S^e to M. 
five in the morning, he could not forbear cxpref- 
fing his doubts to his general officers, and fent an 
account of the difpofition and fituation, in which he 
difcovered the allies, fo contrary to that, on which 
the plan of attack had been formed : and receiv- 
ing .

A. D.' ing no fatisfadlory anfwer, the Duke, at laft, dif-- 
'7S9' pofed his wing in the beft order he could, and 
Goes him- ^.^^^ himfelf to the M. Contades, in the center, 
for frefh orders. But it was too late now to 
change the plan% The Duke de Broglio had 
trifled away three hours in cannonading to no 
purpofe againft an army, he acknowledged too 
powerful for him to encounter, and Prince Fer- 
dinand had advanced fo far, as to threaten the 
center. 
Allied ar- The allied army was, at this time, formed as 
n^yform- fQ^Q^s. General Wangenheim's corps had im- 
proved the opportunity given by the halt of the 
Duke de Broglio, waiting for the troops under 
General Nicolai, and quitting their camp, paflfed 
through the dyke of Landwehr, and formed in 
order of battle, at the fame time, with the reft of 
the army : in fuch a manner, that Wangenheim's 
grenadiers took poft at the right of the batteries 
of Thornhaufen ; the eight battalions of infantry, 
in the hedges of Keutenhaufen, upon the right of 
the grenadiers, and his eighteen fquadrons of 
horfe in the open fields, upon the right of the foot. 
This corps, with fome German cavalry, compofed 
the left, under the Prince of Holftein. The right 
confifted of cavalry, under Lord George Sack- 
yille, and extended towards the village of Har- 
tum : and the center was compofed of infantry. 
In the fituation of thefe troops there happened an 
unavoidable misfortune. The wood on the left of 
the right wing, though thin and open, inter- 
cepted the fight of the infantry in the center. 

How- 
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However, the reft of the country covered by this A, D. 
army was very open. That in front was divided *^^^* 
into corn fields for forhe diftance, which termi^ 
nated with an open plain ; whereon the piquets 
of the army, under the Prince of Anhalt, were 
drawn up: a detachment, of whom, with two 
howitzers, drove out two battalions of the enemy 
from the adjacent village of Hahlen. 

By this difpofition the French found themfelves The 
cooped up in a moft difagreeable and dangerous ^/^"^^jjj 
fituation, between the Wefer, a morafs and theai'nare. 
Hanoverian army. Yet there was no receding : 
they muft fight at all adventures. The allies obliged to 
prefled forjvard in eight columns : the French ^'^^^' 
put on the beft countenance their circumftances 
required: and the Duke de Broglio attempted 
with great vigour, to penetrate between Wangen- 
heim's corps and the main body of the allies.. 
For which purpofe he maintained for fome time 
a fmart fire from a battery erefted on the front of 
his left wing. But the Count de Buckebourg^ 
grand matter of the artillery under the allies, was 
prepared with a battery of 30 pieces of cannon, 
in the front of the right wing, that in lefs than 
ten minutes, filenced the French, and made great 
havock amongft the grenadiers and the Swifs. 

This fo checked the motions of the French, Attacked, 
that not advancing as expeded. Prince Ferdi- 
nand comnoanded his infantry in the center to 
advance againft the center of the enemy, in 
which was placed the floWer of their cavalry. 
This body confifted of no more than fix regiments 

of 
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A. D. of Englifh infantry, and two battalions ofHa- 
^ noverian guards, who marched about 1 500 paces, 
through an extreme fmart cannonade from two 
French batteries, erefted at fome diftance from 
each other, and played on them obliquely. There 
now remained no refource for the French cavalry, 
in the center^ but to advance and to anticipate the 
approaching fhock. But notwithftanding the brifk- 
ncfs of their charge, they were repulfed. The 
brigades of foot of Tourainc and Roqerge, which 
were on the fame line on the right ; though they 
kept up for awhile the fire of their mufquetry, 
were not able to (land their ground. And the 
enemy, in their own account of this adlion, con- 
fcfs that from the moment the enemy's foot fell 
upon the cavalry in the center, the day might 
Broglio re- have been fuppofed to be loft. The Duke de 
l>uhcd. groglio, and the generals of his corps, being re- 
pulfed by the left wing, immediately determined 
what to do. The referve 'quickly joined Nico- 
lai's divifion ; and thofe two corps were conduced, 
Rcpalas to by the Duke in perfon, to mafk the center in con- 
body"^**" fufion, and to make a fort of rampart to it. This 
was the critical minute for the total deftruftion of 
the French army. But that was not to be done 
without cavalry to fupport the brave corps of in- 
fantry % which, with unfliaken firmnefe, and with 
a refolution arid expcrtnefs in their manoeuvre 
fcarce to be equalled, had driven the whole French'

But inftcad of fulfilling this or* Hi$ dclayi 
der witfa that exaAneis, prednon and expedition, 
which the immediate fervice required, Lord George 
is fuppofed to mifunderftand the rout his troops 
were to take ; and inftead of taking the road 
through the thin of the trees on the left, he pre- 
pared to move in a direA line forwards ; ordered 
Captain Hugo, his aid de catnp» to clear his front 
of the Saxe Gotha .regiment of foot, which had 
been pofted before him-, fent Captain Broonie 
another of his aid de cannrps, to reconnoitre the 
pofition of the enemy ; and difpatched Captain 
Lloyd, a third aid de camp, to find out and to 
bring him an account of the fituation of the 
Hanoverian infantry. This delay, in about eight 
minutes occafioned another order, by Captain 
Ligonier, from the commander in chief, to ad- 
vance with the cavalry to feize the advantage, 
which then offered by the confufion of the enemy's 
cavalry- His lordfliip then drew his fword, gav^ 
the word of command to march, and moved a 
few paces forward : but was told by Captain 
Ligonier, that he was to march to the left. At 
this inftant, Lieutenant- Colonel Fitzroy^ a third

After much altercation about 
ihc confiftehcy and propriety of the order,' his 
lordfhip perfifting in his being diffatisfied with the 
Hides to Order, rcfolved to leave his divifion and to ride in 
Pr^ce*^ queft of the Prince to have it explained.

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Gceded to put in execution ; came up with his di- -A. D 
vifion and placed himfelf at the head, after it had ^^^^' 
got through the wood, and condufted it to the 
rear of the infantry : but now it was too late for 
the purpofes intended. Broglio availed himfclfFavourable 
of thefe delays. He covered th^ir retreat under French. 
favour of the good countenance of the right, the w^^ re- 
center repafled the rivulet, and went and formed ^*^*^' 
in order of battle in their old camp. The left 
followed it, as did hkewife the. cavalry of the* 
right.- The infantry of . the right remained in the 
hedges, under the cannon of Minden ; breaking 
down the bridges to prevent a purfuit over the 
marfh. 

The French account adds, " There was nothing prcncH 
*' to oblige us to retire further : and the battlc*^^®"'**' 
*' would have been nothing but an attack, for 
" which we were to make reprifads. But juft as 
*' the enemy thrcatned the center, the marlhal 
*' received advice from M. de Brifac, who was 
*' pofted at Cocsfeldt with a body of troops to fe- 
•* cure the communication with Hcrvorden, that 
" the hereditary Prince of Brunfwick had attacked 
" him at half an hour after five in the morning, 
*' with 10,000 men and forced him to retire to 
** Minden. This blow rendering the Prince ma- 
*' fter of the paflcs, the marlhal refolved to place 

his army on the other fide of the Wcfer. And 

the moft furprizing thing of this day*s aftioa 
*' was. Prince Ferdinand's judgment and bold- 

nefs in fending out a detachment of 10,000 

men.

Prince Ferdinand in his account of this battle, 
t^kes no praife to himfelf, but highly extols the 
courage and conduft of thgfc, that bore the lieat 
of the aftion, " The Britifli infantry, who were. 
•• there, fays that account, as well as the Han- 
" overian guards, performed wonders. Every 
*/ x^^ment that was engaged diftinguilhed itfclf 
^* highly^ and not a platoon in the whole army 
*• gave way one fmgle. . flcp, during the whole 
*' adion." In which commendations that Prince^ 
coaimander in chief,, was more particular the 
PnnceFcr- day after the battle : when he ordered his grcateffc 
blanks to ^^^^^l^^. tQ be givett the whole army for thrir 
fhearmy. bravefy and good behaviour ycfterday, particu- 
larly to the Britt(h infantry, and the two battalionsr 
of Hanoverian guards ; to all the cavalry df the 
left wing, and to General Wangenheim's corps, 
particularly the regiment of Holftein, the Hcffian 
cavalry, the Hanoverian regiment du Corps and 
Hamerftin's ; . i\\t fame to all the brigades of heavy 
^rtillery^ His Serene Htghnefs declared publick-- 
ly, that next to God he attributfed the glory of the 
day to the intrepidity and extraordinary good be- 
haviour of thefe troops, which he aflfured them 
he ihould retain the ftrongeft fenfe of, as long a& 
he lived ; and if ever upon any occafion he Ihoiild 
be able to ferve thefe brave troops, or any of them 
in particular^ it would give him the utmoft plea'- 
fure. His Serene Highncfs ordered his particu- 
lar thanks to be likewife given to General Spore- 
ken, 
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ken, the Duke of Holftein, Lieutenant-Generals ^:^^* 
ImhofP and Urrif. His Serene Highnefs expreffed 
his extreme obligaiioh to the Count de Buckeburg> 
for his extraordinary care and trouble in the ma- 
nagement of the artillery, which was ferved with 
great efFeft 5 likewifc to the commanding officers 
of the feveral brigades of artillery, viz. Colonel 
Browne, Lieu tenant- Colonel Hutte, Major Hafle, 
and the t^reie Englilh Captains, Phillips, Drum- 
morid, and Foy. ttis Serene Highnefs declarecl 
himFelf infinitely' obliged to Majbr-Generals Wal- 
dcgrave and Kingfley, for their great courage and 
good order, in which they conduced their bri- 
gades. His Serene Highnefs further ordered it to bt 
declared to Ueutenant-General the Marquis of Gran- 
hy^ that he was perfuaded^ that if he had had thi 
good fortune to have had him at the bead of the ca* 
ualry of the right wingj his frefence would have 
greatly contributed io make the decifion of that day 
inore complete and more brilliant. In Ihort, his Se- 
rene Highnefs ordered, that thofe of his Suite,, 
whofe behaviour he mod admired, be named, as 
the Duke of Richmohd, Colonel Fitzroy, Captaia

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. A.T>, A confiderable number of prifoners were taken, 
*^^^' both in the field of battle and in the purfuit; be* 

both fides, fides deferters, who came in by whole columns. 
The killed and wounded did not amount to lefs 
than 8000 men. The Prince de Chimai, or Ca- 
mille, was killed : the Duke de Montmorenci, 
the Marquis de Monti, and many other general 
officers and perfons of diftinftion were wounded. 
They were obliged to leave 30 pieces of cannon 
in the field, and loft ten pair of colours and feven 
ftandards. Afterwards, on the 5th, General UrfF 
took at Detmold all the heavy baggage of the 
enemy, with an efcort of 800 men, part horfc, 
part foot. An immenfe . booty, in which wai 
found 40,000 florins, belonging to the Saxon mi- 
litary cheft : the baggage of M. Contades, of the 
Prince of Conde, of Count de St. Germain, of 
the Duke of Brifac ; and the archieves and fomc 
papers of great importance. To thcfe lofles were 
added fome others not lefs felt by the enemy, as 
the magazines . at Ofnaburg, Minden, Bielfeldt, 
Paderborn, &c. 

On the part of the allies, the killed and wound* 
cd did not exceed 1000, amongft whom was not 
found one officer of diftinftion* In, this number

not provided a fufficient communicatibn to fupport 
the detached camp on • the bank of the river, and 
that General Wangenheiqi's corps muft have there*' 
been cut off, and his whole army furprized, had 
the Duke de Brogiio obeyed his orders with vi- Duke of 
gour and pundtu^ity.

— It 
is not my bufinefs to a(k, what the difpoiition originally was, 
or to find fault with any thing.**— *-Ail I infift upon is, that I 
obeyed the orders I received, as punftually as I was able ; and 
If it was td do over again, I do not think I would have ex- 
ecuted them ten minutes fooner than I did, now I know the 
ground, and what was e^pc6led ; but indeed we were abovd 
an hour too late, if it was the Duke's intention to have made 
the cavalry pafe before our infantry and artillery, and charge 
the enemy*s line. — ^I cannot think that was his meaning, as 
^l the orders ran to fuftain our infantry : — and it appears, that 
bodi Lord Granby and I underHood we were at our polls, by 
our halcing, when we got to the rear of Our foot. 

1 hope I have ftated impartially the part of this tranfadlion^ 
diat comes within your knowledge. — If I have, I muff beg 
you would declare it, fo as I may make ufe of it in your ab- 
sence : for it is* impcffiblt to fit iiletit under fuch reproach, 
when I am cohfcious of having dotie the beft that was in my 
power.— For God*s fake, let me fee yon, before you go for 
England.

IKnt to rejcnn his Serene Hi£^nef««T-^^On coming opon th« 
^e^th behind our infantry, which waa.then fully engaged with 
|he enemy, he faw Lieutenant Colonel Fitzroy coming to- 
wards him /ulY gallop, who afked him, why the cavalry of 
die ri^t wing did nOt advance, and gave him to nnderlfamd^

which the cavahy was to pafs, was an open wood^ without 
any buflies, as he reme;nbered. That when he delivered his 
orders. Lord George was accompa^nied by feveral aid de camps 
and other officers, among whom, he thought, he faw Colo- 
nel Hoiham, Captain Hugo ; and he thought. Lieutenant Co- 
lonel Sloper was there.-^That he did not obferve any of the 
enemy*s baturies upon the right, where the cavalry Was to 
pafs.— That when he came to Lord Granby the fecond time, 
he told him to march diredly with the fecond line, as he 
knew, that the Duke waited with impadence the coming up 
of the cavalry ; and Lord Granby followed »hm immediately^ 
with the fecond line, which he led through the trees to the 
heath, where it was to form, in order to advance. As to 
the firft line, be canno.t fpe^ of his own knowledge, bein{ 
employed in leading the fecpnd.

— That he and Lieutenant Colonel 
Fitzroy did not leave the Prince at the fame time ; for he 
believed he left Colonel Fitzroy with his Serene Highnefs.— «

words to that tStd:. His lordfliip anfwered, that 
in conifeqpence of the information, he had re* 
ceivod from him, when he told his lordfliip he

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A. D. orderly ht had (as he had thdn txild him, he would 
*^*'* do) put the iccond line of the cavalry in tnocion ; 
but that he had recciVedl no orders from Lord 
George SackviQe :—*That General Elliot had been 
ttm for by Lord George, and came back and in-^ 
formed him, (Lord Granby) that ILoid George' 
Sackvillc would immediately, or foon, (he cannot' 
be fare which) fend him orders ; and in tfte mean 
time, that he (hould remain there : ^nd that Ge- 
neral EUtot went in confequence^ and halted the 
fecond line.-*»But that immediately, upon Wint- 
ztngerode's (aying, that it was abiblutely necefla* 
ry, that the cavalry fhould march to form a line* 
tofupportthe foot, his lordfhip marched to the 
left through the wood, and defired Ca|jtain Wint-' 
zingcrode to inform Lord George Sackville, that' 
he had marched in confequence of his (Wintzinge- 
rode's) information^ That Lieutenant-Colonel 
Fitzroy came up to him, juft as the cavalry of the 
fecond line, of which he was at the head,- had got 
to the place, where the a6lion had firft begun.

^here the deponent .was. He itnmediatdly rode 
tip to Lord Geor^ SackviUe and acquamtcd him 
(With his neafons for having mardied, witbottt^faar- 
4ng received any particular order from htm ; and 
diat he was inarching on, when he received his 
?orders to halt with the firft line. Lord Georges 
J&id, he only did it in order to brifig up the firft 
Jine, to form the line of tl^ whole. Pre&ntif 
<aft£r, the firft line came up to them,, and they 
•marched on again. When they came up to the 
£[rr«tree grove, there was an order to march to 
the left, in order to make room for two regiments^ 
which weije in the firft line, which, it was fakl, 
iiAd not room to come up and form with the reft 
of the line. — After Lieutenant-Colonel Fitzroy 
•had delivered him (Lord Granby) his orders, his

he was only forming the troops into a line. The 
deponent faid, . as the orders were to advance, he 
would ^ve orders for the fecond line to march on :

galklped up about 50 or 60 yards in their front.-— 
After they had gone about three or 400 yards,

A. D. (Callis) with orders for them to advance, as faft 
*^*^* as poffible, and to know, how they came to halt 
without his orders : who came up and informed 
him, that they were halted from the right by 
Lord George Sackville's orders: the deponent 
gave them immediately orders to advance and not 
halt, unlefs by his own orders, or by General 
Elliot, in confequencc of orders from him.— 
That from the time the cavalry were drawn up in 
two lines, to the time of his giving orders to the 
iecond line to march, there was, he fuppofed, 
about 20 or 25 minutes ; that in marching from 
thence to the place, where the aftion appeared to 
have firft begun, took up about 25 minutes, or 
<half an hour -, but it might have been done foon* 
cr •, arid that from their encampment in the morn- 
ing, to the place, where they were drawn up in 
two lines, they might have marched fafter, had 
it been thought neceffary. — That they . would have 
had time to have formed a third line behind the 
fecond line of the infantry, and to have covered 
them, if when Captain Wintzingerode came firft 
up, the infantry was then drawn up at the firr- 
grove, which was diftant only about a mile, or 
three quarters from their right :~— That he did not 
know the pofition of the infantry, when the ca- 
valry was firft formed ; as neither he, nor any 
other general to his knowledge, had any difpofi- 
tion communicated to them, or any general in- 
ftruftibns relating to that day : — And that when 
Colonel Fitzroy came to him, he believed, he 
was vexed, and might have found fault with Lord 

George's 
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George's manoeuvres, thinking time was loft A.D. 
thereby- . '^^^ 

Lord George Sackville in his defence difcovered Lord 
great abilities; He began with a fhort fpeech to^/^^^* 
the court, in which he ftated the feveral articles 
of the charge againft him ; made {bme remarks 
on the evidence brought in fupport of that charge ; 
gave a fhort account of the fort of evidence he 
intended for his defence, and concluded thus: 
V This defence is intended not for the world, but 
for the information of the court. All I at prcfent 
delire, is, that mankind would fufpend their judg- 
ments of my conduct, till the evidence is clofed ; 
dien I truft in the goodnefs of my caufe, which 
has fupported me under a load of caluhiny, and 
emboldened me to afk for this trial, that, under 
your favourable judgment, the candid will, with 
pleafure, acquit me, the prejudiced be obliged to 
retradt their paft cenfures, and I (hall once more 
be reftored to the good opinion of my country, 
and of my fovereign." 

His lordfliip then called his witneffes. The His wit- 
firft was Colonel Hotham, who depofed, thatcaU^. 
having received orders, about fix in the evening 
of the 31ft, for faddling the horfes, which had 
been frequently fent for a fortnight before the 
^ftion, he fent them immediately to the line, and 
reported to Lord George what he had done ; That 
tiie Britilh troops were ordered in the morning of 
the 31ft of Auguft, to hold themfelves in readi- 
nefs to march, [it was thought to the right] the 
cavalry to faddle immediately, and the infantry

•7$9- orders : That about fix he received order? from 
Major Stubs for the army to get under arms and 
inarch immediately : TMt he repaired immedi*- 
ately to the line, and there found Ijotd Ge<M'ge at 
die bead of the line of cavalry. He further iaid,* 
That Lord George's firft orders were to form inW 
fi{uadrons, and then he was ordered to form into 
a line : and that he did ^not obferve any thing in 
Lord George's looks, manner, cm* behaviour, 
during the whole day, different from what it was 
at any other time. 

Lieutenant Robert Biflet, affifbuit quarter^nuu 
fter-general ws^s called, to fhew the impra£ticabi- 
lity of Lord George's marching to the left : who 
depofed. That Captain Roy and himfelf riding to 
the left of the line of cavalry » and proceeding tor 
the front by the windmill, were told by one of 
the gunners of the battery, attached to the pi* 
quets, that they could not proceed that way ; ber 
caufe the enemy was fo near. That they both 
returned to she left, paffed a little wood* that di- 
vided the corq fields from the heath, and con- 
tinued till th^y had, pafled the firr- wood, which 
opened a viewbf the enemy. That they returned 
immediately : and in the way faw the infantry de- 
bouching into the plain of Minden : and found, 
at their return, the cavalry in the fame ficuation 
this deponent had left them, about 12 or 140a 
yards, or fomewhat more than an Engliih mile 
from the enemy.

the enemy retreated at about 20 minutes rftcr

Colonel Hotham was called again, to inform 
the court about the order delivered by Captaia 
Wintzingerode ; and he depofed further. That he 
' underftood it to be for the cavalry to form in one 
line, as a third line, to fuflain the infantry, and to 
advance : That the cavalry could not be formed 
in one on the ground where they were, but that 
they had been formed in two lines about half an 
hour before Captain Wintzingerode brought the 
orders ; and that he did not hear the faid capuin 
explain his order, or fpeak to Captain Hxigp in 
German, or to Lord George in Englifli ; neither 
did he fee Colonel Sloper there at that time, or 
hear any words pafs between him and Lord George: 
though he acknowledged that the colonel migjit 
have been there^ without his obferving or hearing 
of him. 

Captain Hugo confirmed the evidence of Colo- 
nel Hotham in regard to Captain Wintzingerode 
and Colonel Sloper ; and further depofed. That 
he himfelf was difpatched by Lord George,, with

Tear, towards our left.* I cannot fey what the 

Hirords werejfomcthing about the way runs in

'cwr left. Colonel Fitzroy faid he was no guide-: 

** but, fays he, I will endeavour to fliew you the 

wiy I came :** Then I rccoUedl there wcrefoiir 

or five more wdirds paflcd about the way. The 

next thing that I heard was. Lord George, with 

aloud voice, fay, " Where is the Prince? is he 

*far off?'* Captain Fitzroy anfwered, " My lord, 

'I left him juft on the other fide of the wood, 

iioming this way.'* My Lord George faid, 

" How far ? Colonel Fitzroy faid, ** About one 

or two brigades.** 

We then went, all three, towards the Prince 5 
and as we ^rode along. Colonel Fitzroy repeated 
his orders to me, and pcrfifired' in them very 
ftrongly, fb ftrongly, that he convinced me fo 
much I could not help telling Lord Georgewhat 
he faid to me : Lord George's anfwer to me was, 
•' Mr. Ligonier's was to the full as ftrong :** But 
the ground appearing to open on the other fide of 
the trees, that feemed to me to weigh with his 
Jordfliip ; and he fent me. back for the Britifh ca- 
valry juft as we had pafied through the trees.

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As I returned back, I faw the fccond line of ^^P* 
cavalry jufl: coming into the open part of the trees : 
I was furprized at feeing them come there, know- 
ing that my order muft be the lateft. I went up 
to my Lord Granby, and afked him where he was 
coming, and what brought him there : he told me 
he was ordered by Mr. Wintzingcrodc to advance 
to form one line. I, knowing nothing of thefe 
orders, told him that I was fure they were chang- 
ed then : for it was for the Britifh only, and that 
I Was then going to fetch General Moftyn, and 
the Britifh of the firfl line; fo begged he would 
go Cn with his Britifh, and that I would fetch 
General Moftyn as faft as poffiblc. I went oh 
immediately to General Moflyn : he was flanding 
about the center of the Britifh troops; and, that 
no time might be loft, as IpafTcd the bluest I 
told the officers to wheel to the left by quarter- 
ranks. General Moflyn faw me corning, and ad*' 
vanced to me. - 1 told him I was come to fetch 
them -, that the blues were already wheeled ; and, 
if he would put them in motion, I'^would con- 
du6t him, as Lord George's orders were to move* 
with all pofTible expedition ; which we did : and, 
jufl as we came near the wood, there was a little 
bit of quicklet hedge : we left it upon our left : 
then we came among fome foreft trees, and were 
obliged to incline a little to our left, on account 
of fome hollies and black-thorns, and a couple of 
carriages, artillery waggons. The men divided 
to let them through thefe trees, without any other 
interruption : we foon got upon heathy ground.

Li«uteaanc- 
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A. D. Lieutcnant-Colonel Sloper told the deponent, that 
'^^^* an aid dc camp of the Prince's had delivered or- 
ders to Lord George for a movement of the ca- 
valry to be made to the left, in order to fuftain 
the infantry. That, on an hefitati6n to the obe* 
* dicnce of this order, he had Kimfelf faid to Lor<J 
George Sackville; that the order received could 
foean nothing, but a movement to the left; that 
he obferved perfonal confufion-, and that, inftead 
of the order being complied with, time was trifled 
iway. 

Lieutenant- Colonel Ligoriier depofed,—- -That 
he delivered his orders at the head of Bland's re- 
giment ; and inimediately afterh* ddivered his or- 
ders, he not only faw but fpoke to Lieutenant- 
Colonel Sloper. That Colonel Sloper defiredhim, 
♦' Repeat your orders to Lord George, that he 
may riot pretend' not to underftand you : he has 
received the fame order half an hour ago from 
Wintzingerode ;" or words to that effeft. Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Sloper farther faid to him, " You 
fee the condition he is in."— And it being then 
alked, (by defire of Lord George) what he thought 
was meant by the condition he is in ? He anfwercd, 
t— That Lord'George was perplexed— he cian't lay 
why ; — confufed, but he could not tell from what 
morive he judged. ' 

Lord 'George Sackville then fummed up his de- 
fence, in a' very long but clear and diftinft fpeech 
to the court ; and then the judge-advocate pro- 
ceeded ^tei lSie"iexamination' of witncjSes, in order

Major George Marriot, who commanded the

It appears now, therefore, that Captain Ugooier did not 

ijpeak with Colonel Sloper immediately after delivering Ui 

order, as this, laft witnefs repr^entedit; bat after the troopa 

bad advanced, and were even halted, npon Colond Fitaooy^ 

coming up— which is not inconiiftent with. Captain Sniith*t 

evidence; for the circomilance of Colonel Sloper*sdefiriag me 

to ftop, till his men had thrown away their picket-poles, mot 

have happened before this.— And it alfo appears, that when 

Captain Ligonier fpoke with Colonel Sloper, he was at feme 

diftance from me. It is no contradiAion to Captain Smithy 

that Captain Ligonier does not remember to have feen or 

heard him deliver his meflageto me : That is eafily accounted 

for by the general hurry when a march is begun : and Captain 

.Smith fays. Captain Ligonier might poflibly not hear him, as 

the drums were then beating. 

Two officers of the Inniikilllngs have Ipen examined, to 

' fliew that I was not at the right fquadron of the Innifkillingt 

when the order was delivered. None of them faw nor heard 

Captain Ligonier deliver bis order; and, unlefs they had, 

they could in no degree contradi^ the evidence of thofe, who 

. were prefent, when it was delivered.— Major Harriot fays. 

Captain Ligonier told Mm, he brought orders for the firitiih 

cavalry to advance. And Major Hepburn, who commanded 

the right fquadron of the InniikilUngs, fays, ** That, as he 

was frequently in thp rear, he cannot but fay, that, if Captain 

Ligonier had delivered his orders to me in the front, he thinks 

he ihould have feen him."— -Both thefe officers, tpo, have a 

vcjry 
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tlic; witneflfes againft me, who have behaved with A. p. 
candour, I coqld not pay Icfs attention to the wit- '^^* 
n€0es in my behalf.

very I'mperfed memory of thie ctrcumftances they fpeak to« 
They both feem to place the cavalry's advancing after Captain 
Ligonict:*^ return from delivering his order; whereas it is 
mgiceed, thatimmediately.upon the order die troops advanced ; 
and after that, Captain Ligonier went to the right to Colonel 
Sloper, before he could return towards the Innifkillings. 

An officer of the right fquadron of Bland*s was lilcewifis 
callied, and he proves very little: — He ikys, that, foon aftei^ 
we halted^ I was -at the head of Bland's, and that I was there 
alfo when Captain ligonier came up i bat then he £iys, that 
he cannot recoiled where I Was when the fquadron advanced. 
Now it is certain^ from Captain Ligonier's evidence, that I 
advanced immediately, atid from the fame place^ where he de- 
livered the order ; and this, together with what he fays,' that 
he was at too great a dfftance to perceive Captain Ligonier 
and me talk together, ihews the very imperfedl reooUe^km 
the witnefs has of this circumilaitce. In regard to Captaia 
Smith, this witnefs confirms his evidence in one refped: he 
)provcs, that the fquadron had not thrown away their picket- 
poles before it began to move: he fays, indeed, they did it 
•while they were moving i but Captain Smith does not fay that 
lie faw them halt,, only that he heard the word given to halt» 
and after that he left them. 

Colonel Johnllon proves nothing, but that he faw Captain 
Ijgonier pafs along the front of the bines; but he did not fee 
* him deliver his order. 

- * The, foismer evidence, then, on this artide, feems tome 
rather weakened by this nnfuccefsful attempt to flrengthen it. 

The three officers, who did not fee Captain Ligonier deli* 
ver his orders, I may venture to lay afidc entirely. Captain 
Ligonier's fecond examination, as I have already fliewn, has 
weikened'his evidence. If Colonel Sloper is to be believed—

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Jcaft the appearance of it. At prefent they can *• ^• 
have no temptation, but the force of truth ; and^ ^^^' 
by their appearing in that caufe, and on thefe mo- 
tives, they deferve as great a degree of credibility, 
as any witnefs at any bar. In juftice to them; I 
have troubled the coiirt thus far : I (hall trouble 
them no longer ; but exprcfs my acknowlcdg- 
ments, not'only for their patience in hearing nje, 
but for the many inftances of their indulgence. I 
can expert no better fecurity for my caufe, than 
their uninfluenced determination. I have men-', 
tioned already, that I have the fecurity of their 
oath ; I have a ftronger ftill, their honour : Upon 
that I rely. — If I am guilty, let me be declared 
fo : If I am not guilty, let the court fhew, by 
their fcntence, that they will with pleafure proteft 
the innocent.** 

The court having duly weighed the evidence on 
both fides, found Lord George Sackville guilty 
of the charge laid againft him, and pafled the fol- 
lowing fentencc, publiflied on the 26th of April 
1760 in the London Gazette. 

•' This court, upon due confideration of the 
whole matter before them, is of opinion, That, 
Lord George Sackville is guilty of having dif- 
obeyed the orders of Prince Ferdinand of Brunf- 
wick, whom he was by his commiffion and in- 
ftru£tionsdire£ted to obey, as commander in chief, 
according to the rules of war 5 and it is the far- 
ther opinion of this court, that the faid Lord 
George Sackville ii, and he is hereby adjudged, 

yoL.lv. F unfit 
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A. D. unfit to ferve his Majefty in any nrilitary capacity^ 
'759- whatever." 

Which fcntcncc his Majefty was pleafed to con- 
6rm, with this addition : 

^' It is his Majefty's pleafure, that the above 
fentence be given out in public - orders, that of- 
ficers being convinced that neither high birth, noi^ 
great employments, can fhelter ofiences of fuch a 
nature ; and that feeing they are fubjeft to cen- 
fures much worfe than death, to a man, who has 
any fenfe of honour, they may avoid the fiital 
con&quences arifing from difobedience of orders." 
Progrcft of How far this employment of the French in 
N^rthA- Germany, which, by exhaufting their treafure, 
merica. and draining their country of the flower of their 
growing generation of military men, difabled 
their miniftry to provide for the defence of their 
pofTefiions in North America, is not to be debated 
by an hiftorian. The reader will be beft able to 
judge in fuch a political controverfy, from the 
fa£ts already ftated in our account of the German 
war ; and from thofe advantages, we were reaping 
over the arms of France, at the fame time, both 
on the continent and in the idands of America. 
The obfti- xbe conqueft of Cape Breton, and its appen-» 
of the ' dages, had opened a way for the entire extirpa-^ 
tion of the French from their poflefiions upon 
the bay and river of St. Lawrence : and their ex- 
pulGon from the Ohio, by the lofs of Fort du 
Quefne, deprived them of the friendlbip and af-^ 
fiftance of thofe Indians, they were not able to 
proteft, and without whom the French were in

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no condition to prefervc their communication with A. D. 
Louifiana. Yet, fuch is the obftinacy and ambi- 
tion of that nation, that, rather than fubmit to 
the juft and equitable conditions of leaving Great 
Pricain in quiet pofleifion of thofe limits of her 
American dominions, to whieh (he had a righc 
by prcoccupancy or difcovery, confirmed by trea* 
ties, and now ready to fall by conqueft ) they re-^ 
fotved to continue the war, and to rifle the lofs of 
Canac^a alfoj rather than abandon their ufurpa* 
tions and encroachments upon the lakes. £ng* 
)and would have been content with the acquifi- 
tion of her own right, and convhiced the world 
of the uprightnefs of his Majcfty's intentions in 
the conferences, before the war, for afcertain- 
)ng the limits of the poffeflions of the refpeftivq 
crowns in North America ; and the whole tenor 
of the French operations, efpecially their obftinate 
continuation of the war, after they were routed 
from fome encroachments ; and unable to main^ 
tain their footing in the reft ; and nothing but 
total ruin appeared in their future operations oii 
that continent, cxpofed their perfidy during thofc 
conferences, and their refolution never to give up 
«ny encroachment, fo long as they are able to 
kfiep an army in the field, or a garrifon within a 
fortification, Quebec and Canada might have 
been faved, had they acquiefced in our juft tide 
and right to the antient limits of Acadia or Nova 
Swtia : and been content with the limits of that 
territory allowed them by former treaties, wkhout 
itncroach'mg^ upon the Briti(h provinces, in order

^^^' But all their plans and endeavours failed. The 
conquerors of Louifbburg made no difEculty of 
carrying the Britilh arms up the river St. Law- 
rence, and to extirpate the name of France from 
off the fhore of that river, and from their en- 
croachments upon the lakes. 
Conqueft No loffcs being able to difpofe France to think 
lidctl of peace or terms of accommodation, the Britifli 
da refold- miniftry refolved to follow the blow given that 
crown, laft year, in North America. An expe- 
dition was planned againft Quebec, the capital of 
Canada. As this was the only place left on that 
continent to be attacked : and from which alone 
it was poffible for the French to make any ftand, 
and to renew their attempts againft our colonies. 
Relieved it was fefolvcd, by their miniftry, to hazard every 
^ ^^^^ ' daliger to ftrengthen that garrifon, and its de» 
pendencies. So that they difpatchcd 2000 regu- 
lars, under the convoy of feven fhips of the lin« 
and three frigates, from Breft, for this fcrvice, as 
early as the 2ift of January. 
The Eng- The plan laid down by the Britifli minifter was, 
X I p an. ^^ j-^^ J ^ number of troops, under the command 
of General Wolfe, on board a fleet, up the river 
Sr. Lawrence ; with orders for General Amherft, 
then at New York, to proceed with another con- 
fidcrable body of troops over-land, to join Gene- 
ral Wolfe, and jointly to attack Quebec; and 
with further orders for the Generals Prideaux and 
Johnfon to advance with a third army, by the 
way of Niagara, to attack and reduce Montreal, 

th^ 
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the fecond place of ftrength in Canada ; with in- 
ftruftions for General Amherft to begin the cam- 
paign with the reduftion of Ticondoraga and 
Crown Point : and for the other generals to make 
themiclves matters of Niagara. 

This was intended to be a decifive ftroke againft 
an eneoiy, that could not be otherwife brought 
to reafon. For which purpofe the armaments, 
both by fca and land, were the more powerful. 
By fca a fleet of twenty-one fail of the line % be- Fonres by 
fides frigates, tranfports, &c. commanded byund^" 
tfanee admirals, Saunders, Holmes and Durel ^ 
the land forces, under General Wolfe, were 7000 
regulars, and provincials: and their rendezvous 
was ordered to be at Louifbourg. 

This Heet failed from England about the middle FM fails. 
of February, and got within fight erf the harbour 
of Louiflbourg on the 21ft of April; but it was 
fo blocked up with ice, that the fleet were obliged 
to bear away for Hallifax in Nova Scotia : and Arrive at 
being informed before they left England, that a 
French fquadron, viftuallcrs and tranfports, were 
failed before them. Admiral Durel was detached 
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A. D. with a fquadron to the ifle of CourdreS, in thc?^ 
*^^'' river of St. Lawrence, in hopes of intercepting 
French them. , But he arrived too late at his ftation to do' 
takep?^*^* any more fervicc than taking two ftorci-lhips ; fc- 
<^enteen (hips, laden with provifions, ftores and: 
recruits, having already made good their voyage 
to Quebec, under convoy of three frigates^ * - 
While Admiral Saunders is detained at Halli&x^ 
let us take a view of the grand objcft of our ope*'

known world, with a harbour of frefli water, cay» 
pable of holding lOO men of war of the lin^, at 
the diftance of 120 leagues fiiom the ocean, Xh^^ 
city is named from its fituation on the narroweft 
part of the river St, Lawrence, which for iii. 
leagues, or to the ifle of Orleans, from its mouthy 
is no lefs than four or five leagues broad : but 
^bove that ifle it narrows fo much, that before 
' Quebec, it meafures not above a mile in breadth ^ 
" which draining or ftrait, in the Algonquin tongue, 
is rendered Qpibeis or Quebec. But the Abcra- 
quis, whofc language is a dialeft of the Algon- 
quin, called it QuelibecK,,^ which imports a place 
ihut up or concealed ; becaufe, as you enter from

zpp^iTs like a large baibn or bajE, landlocked 
M ' ^ fideL As to the city^ it is large, contain- 
iflg about 7000 fouls; one p^rt very high, tlue 
ot^r<4ies at the foot of a high rock, well built, 
^tid ^acedwith a large cathedral, the hiihop's 
palace, and other churches and pub}i<t.'kaildiag$.> 
Sot its fortifications are not fo regular, as might 
have been elcpedted from the money and time 
expended in their building and improvement ; 
tiiough in a condition to bear a fiege. For. the 
town, as it was, when attacked by our forces^ 
ttiis year, was found to be not only naturally 
ftrong ; but the port wgs flanked by two baftions, 
.almoft even with the water, at high tides ; and a 
little above the baftion, to the right, was a half 
baftion cut out of the rock; and a litde higher, 
nearer the fort, theie was another battery of twen- 
ty *&ve cannon. The citadel, in the form of a 
iquare fort, is the refidence of the governor, and 
ftands above all, with extreme rugged communis 
cations between the fortifications. Befides, on 
the left of the port, along the road to the river 
St. Charles, the ihore was well defended by good 
batteries of caanon and fome mortars. From the 
right angle of the citadel, facing the town, there 
i^as a curtain drawn aflant, which joined a pretty 
fteep redoubt, on which ftood a fortified wind- 
mill: and defcending from thence, within a 
mulket-fliot, ftood a tower with a baftion, and 
another at an .equal diftance. There was anothfc}p 

F 4 redoubt 
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A. Di redoubt near the palace^ and another on CapcDia- 
'^^^* mond. The rock, which feparatcs the upper 
from the lower town, extends itfdf, and conti* 
nues with a bold and fteep front weft, along the 
river St. Laurence, for a confiderable way. St.; 
Charles's river waihes the foot of this rock, and 
falls here into St. Laurence's : whereby the point, 
on which the town ftands, becomes a ibrt of pe» 
ninfula, by the junftion of thcfe two rivers. So 
that, to attack the city, it was necefiary to make 
the approaches above the town, and overcome 
the eminence, or crofs the river St. Charles, and 
attempt it on that fide. Both thde methods were 
extremely dilBcult. In the former a precipice is 
to be afcended, defended by all the enemy's force. 
In the latter, the cotintry from the river Sc. 
Charles north, for above five miles, is extremely 
rough) broken, and full of rivulets, guUies and 
ravines, and continues fo to the river Montmo* 
renci, which flows at the foot of a fteep and woody 
hill. And on the fide of the river St. Lawrence 
is a bank of fand of great extent, which prevents 
any confiderable veffel approaching the ihore. 
This city was the feat of the power and ftrength 
of the French on this continent, and the den from^ 
whence all thofe mifchiefs have iflfued and fpread 
over the Britifli territories. This was their mart of 
trade, where their trafiic with the Indians of the 
difierent nations on the Mifliflippi, Ohio and the 
great lakes, towards the fouth, and with the £f» 
chamaux on the north, almoft to the coaft of 
Hudfon's Bay, centered,* and fupplied Europe 

with 
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with bcver and ftirrs. Here our friendly Indians A* D. 
were continually fedoced to murder and fcalp the ^^^* 
Engli&, , and found protedion, if inclined to re- 
volt from their allegiance fworn under the facred 
faith of treaties. From hence were executed all 
thofe fchemes for encroachments upon our pro- 
vinces, driving the Englifh into the fca, and mo- 
nopolizing the filhery. All the forts credlcd, as 
far as the French had extended their ufurpations, 
were added to this government* And this was 
the grand repofitory of all merchandize, for trade 
with the Indians, and of all provifions and ftores, 
-ammunition and artillery; and the rendezvous 
of their military power, to maintain what they 
had got poflefiion of, and to extend their domi- 
nion. In a word, there could be no fafety, no 
trufting to the faith of any treaty, for afcertain- 
ing and fecuring the linpts of territories belong- 
ing to the two crowns, if this town and its de«- 
pendencies ihould remain in the hands of the 
French : and in its deftruftion it was certain that 
their long-concerted fcheme of univerfal empire in 
North America would expire. 

The French did, therefore, colleft all the ftrength The 
they were able to defend their capital : and devifed prepare For 
every method to obftrud the appproaches and "^** 
operations of our fleet and armies. Succours of 
all kinds found their way into Quebec, before our 
armaments could arrive for aftion. The Mar- 
quis of Montcalm, who had triumphed hitherto 
over ;bc Englilh, was entrenched in a very ad- 

vantage- 
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A. D. vantageous lituation, with -five battalions of' re- 
'^^^' gular troops, compleated from the beft inhabi* 
tants of the country, fome troops of the colony, 
-pheir every Canadian that was aUe to bear arms, and 
iivngth. feyeral nations of favages ; in all upwards of 1 2000 
men, befides Indians. Their camp extended 
along the (bore of Beaufort, from the river St. 
Charles to the falls of Montmorency, and en- 
trenched in every acceffible place, with the tiver 
and fand- banks in front, and imprafticable woods 
in the rear. This poft was not only impregnable, 
but it enabled the army to throw fbccours into 
the city eveiy day. There was alfo out-parties 
ftationed, to defend fome principal polls. On 
point Levy they had artillery and a refpeftable 
party -, from whence, and from the weftern point 
of the iflc of Orleans, our Shipping might be pre- 
vented to lie in, or to approach the bafon of Que- 
bec. But above all the M. de Montcalm placed 
his greateft dependance on the natural ftrength of 
the country, which created greater obftacles to 
cur arms, than there was reafon to expeft, or 
could be forefeen. And to this uncommon ftrength 
of the country the enemy had provided and added 
a great number of floating batteries and boats, for 
the defence of the river. So that when our army 
arrived at the feat of aftion, the commander in 
chief expreflfes himfelf in thefe words, ** That the 
moft formidable part of the armament was de- 
prived of the power of afting, by the nature of 
the river : " That he had almoft the v hole force 
2 of 
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ofCaoftda to oppofe: md that in hb fiuiadoa A. D« 
there was fuch a jcboicc of di&:ultie$, as made^ ''^**' 
htm at a lofs how to determine \ Difficulties re* 
ferved to immortalize the conquerors !" But com- 
pared with the abilities and magnanimity of our 
commanders, they drop, one after another, lilsie 
icicles by the heat of the fun. 

Wolfe, whofe luftre ftione fo eminently in the Charaaw 
riiiiitary art before Louifbourg, did honour to themand^T" 
appointment of the chief command in this cj^pe- 
dition, at the recommendation of the minifter %' 
by whofe advice it^as undertaken. He was a 
foldier by defcent ; the fon and heir of the mar- 
tial genius of Major General Wolfe, a veteran of

VIHioever ihall throw away bis arms in a6lion« whether of-

If an intrenchment is to be attacked, the troops ihoald 
move as quick as pofiible towards the place, not in line, but 
in little firing columns, of three or four platoons in depth, 
with fmall parties between each column ; who are to fire at 
the top of the parapet, when the columns approach, to divert 
the enemy's fire, and facilitate their paffing the ditch and 
icrambling over the parapet, which they mull endeavour to 
do without lois of time. It is to very little purpofe to drc at 
men tvho are covered with an entrenchment ; but by attack* 
ing in the manner above-mentioned, one may hope to fac- 
ceed. 

If the feat of. war fliould be in this flrong inclofed country, 
it will be managed chiefly by &re, and every inch of ground

* If the centre of the battalion is attacked by a column, the 
wings muft be extremely careful to fire obliquely ; and that 
part of the battalion, againli which the column inarches, muft' 
referve their fire, and if they have time to put two or three 
bullets in their pieces, it mufl be done. ' When the column is 
within about twenty yards, they muft Bxe with a good aim,* 
which will neceflarily flop them a little. This body may^then 
open from the centre, and retire by files towards the wings of 
the regiment, while the neighbouring platoons wheel to the 
right and left, and either fire, if they are loaded, or dofe up 
and charge with their bayonets^ 

If ^ body of foot is pofted behjnd a hedge, ditch^ or wall, 
and, being attacked by a fupefior force, is ordered tp retire, 
the body fliould move^ off by files in one or more lines, as 
perpendicular as poflible to the pofts they leave, that when 
(be enemy extend themfelves to fire through the hedges, the 
objefl to fire at may be as fmall as poffible, and the march ot 
the retired body as quick as poffible.

The death of an officer commanding a company or platoon 
ihould be no excufe for the confufion or miibehavionr of that 
platoon^ for, while there is an officer or non-commiffion of- 
ficer left alive^ no man is to abandon hi» colours and betray 
his Country.

If the battalion fhould have (he misfortune to be invefted in 
^eir quarters (or in a poft which they are not commanded to. 
defend) by a great fuperiority, they have but one remedy s^ 
which is, to pierce the enemy's line or lines, in the night, anct 
get o£ In this cafcf, the battalion attacks with the ranks and 
files clofed, with their bayonets fixed, and without firing a 
(hot. — They will be formed in an order of attack fuited tor 
the place they are in, the troops they are tb charge, and to thq, 
nature of the country through which they are to pafs. 

If the battalion attacks the enemy*s camp or quarters in the 
night, all poffible means will be ufed, no doubt, to furprize 
them, but if they are found in arms, they are to be vigorouily 
attacked with the bayonets. — It is ncedlefs to think of firing 
in the night, becaufe the confufion it creates, and the uncer-r 
tainty of hitting any objedl in the dark. 

A column that receives the enemy^s fire, and falls irnme^ 
^lately in among them, muit neceifarily defeat them, and 
create a very great diforder in their army.

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ciridcnt proof of his military taleiits, by lay- A. D, 
ing down the plan for improving Englifii cou^ '^^ 
.f age, and reftoring the antient and mod ef** 
fedloal method of internal defence for this king-* 
dom, by a regular and well-difciplined militia \ 
and if it be to this honourable gentlemen we 
owe the eftablifhment of the prefent militia } he, 
in that fervice, will ifaine for ever with greater 
juftre, than it is pofllble to be gained by the moft 
important conqueft from' an enemy.

their paflage. Thty came burniiig'idoi»ri'withc 
the current, and one would have thought the 
whole river in a flame, as. they fpread almofl:fron* 
fliore to ftiore ; but ' thcfe were alfo grappled in! 
Kke manner, and being towed clear ofF all thef 
fliips, confumed, with the lofs only of one bbatj 
General Wolfe finding fo great an* oppofitiop^ and 
that his manifefto- an4 declaration * to -Che com- 
mandant had no t&sd: on the Canadians ; he or- 
dered all the habitations, barns, ftables and com 
on the lands, as foon as ripe, to be totally deftroyed/ 
The fides of the river began immediately to Ihew 
a mod difmal uppearartce of fire and fmoke ;* and 
(as the troops employed on . this fervice 'v^ere the 
remains of thofe who efcaped the maflkcre by: 
the French at Fort William Henry, where they 
killed and fcalped every wounded ojfficer and com-, 
mon man) they fpared little or nothing that came 
in their way. •> 

' General Wolfe returned from reconnoitring the General 
country above the town, and feeing no other way ^emp t*at 
to execute his orders againft Quebec^ refolvcd to Montmo- 
take the firft opportunity, which might prefent 
itfelf, of attacking the enemy; though pofted 
to great advantage, and every where prepared to 
receive him. To forward this refolution, he, with 

the 
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A. D. the help of two traqiports^ which drew but little 
^^^^ water, and could, by die tide, be carried dofc ia 
ihote, propofed to make himielf inafter. of a de^^ 
tached redoubt, near tx> the water's edge, and 
whoie ficuatioa appeared to be without inufltet-> 
(hot of the cncrenchment upon the hill, expe£k«« 
iog, that, if the enemy (hbuld fupport this de^ 
tached piece, it would neceflarfly bring on the 
much wiflied for engagement: and if not, Aat 
lie Ihould ha^e it in his power to examine ibeir 
fittiat&Hi, fi> as to be able to determine, where hd 
could beft attack them. 

Preparations were accordingly made for an en<f 
gagement, on the 31ft of July. In the forenoon 
the boats were filled with grenadsersi, and a part 
of Brigadier Monckton*s brigade, from Point Le-^ 
vL Townflicnd artd Murray were ordered to be 
in readinefs with thdr brigades, to pais die Ford^ 
when it &ould be thought neceflary.

fidcrs^ diftance. The grenadiers, checked by 
the enemy's fir ft fire, fought for flielter in.Qr 
about the redoubt, which tht French abai^don'^ 
upon their approach : and in this fituajtion . tbey 
continued for fome time, unable to form iinder [o 
hot a fire, and having many gallant officers wound- 
ed, who (carclcfs of their perfons) had been folely 
intent upon their duty. Therefore the general^ 
called them off, to form themfelves behind Brit* 
.gadier Monckton's corps, which was now landed; 
and drawn up on the heath in extreme good 
order. • >. ' : 

The attack This fecond delay made it near. night, and was 
fajis. followed by a fuddcn ftorni ; bcfides the tide be- 
gan to make: fo that the general thought it. ad^ 
vifable not to perfevere in fo difficult an attack, 
leaft, in cafe of a repulfc, the retreat of Brigadier 
Townfend's corps might be hazardous and un« 
certain.

^ General Wolfe, in his own account of this dc- Rcafons 
fccnt and intended attack of the enemy's intrench- ^p^" *^ 
ments, fays. That the place, where the attack was 
intended, had thefc advantages above all others 
thereabout. — The artillery would be brought into 
ufe;— -The greateft parr, or even the whole of 
the troops, might aft at once : and — The retreat, 
in cafe of a repulfe, was fecure ; at leaft for a cer- 
tain time of the tide.— But he adds, the enemy 
were pofted upon a commanding eminence.-— The 
beach, upon which his troops were drawn up was 
of deep mud, with holes, and cut by fcveral gul- 
lics« — The hill to be afcended was very fteep, and 
not every where prafticable. — The enemy were 
numerous in their intrcnchments, and kept a hot 
'fire. — So that if the attack had fucceeded, the 
lofs of the Englifli muft certainly have been great, 
and of the French inconfiderablc, from the fhelter 
afibrded them by the neighbouring woods. Be-

At their return they found General Wolfe vio- General 
lently ill of a fever, brought on him by care, ^^^1^ of 
watching, fatigue, and we may add defpondency. heakh and 
He had contrived, he had attempted, he had exe-: 
cuted every thing to enfure fuccefs : he had faced> 
every danger ih perfon, and braved every fatigue 
and difEculty : but was afraid that he muft be ob-: 
liged to return without victory and conqueft. This 
thought was more terrible to him than death, and 
converted difappointment into difeafe* It was in 
this feeble ftate we find him alfo, when he wrote 
that elegant and truly military letter of his en« 
deavours, and not without tokens of defpair, to 
complete the inftruftions he had received from his 
Majcfty. Even under this oppreffion, his duty, 
and the glory of his country kept the chief poflef- 
fion of his heart. He begged of the general offi-» 
cers to confult together for the public utility ; and 
confirmed their opinion tjiat four or 5000 men 
conveyed above the town, might be able to draw 
the.enemy from their prefent fituation and to bring 
them to an engagement.

On 
the 7th, 8th, and 9th, a movement of the Ihips 
was made upwards by Admiral Holmes, in order 
toamufe the enemy now pofted along the north 
fliorc : but the tranfports being extremely crowd-, 
ed, and the weather very bad, the general thought 
proper to canton half his troops on the fouth 
fcore, where they were refrefhed, and reimbarked .

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A. J>. gadier Townfcnd was immediately ordered with 
'7S9- General Amherft's battalion, (which he formed 
en potence. His numbers were foon after in- 
creafed by the arrival of two battalions of Royal 
Americans ; and Webb's was drawn up by the 
general,) as a referve, in eight fubdivifions, with 
large intervals. The enemy lined the bulhes in 
their front with 150a Indians and Canadians, 
amongft whom were mod of their beft markfmen, 
who kept up a very galling, though irregular fire 
upon our whole line : who bore it with the greateft 
patience and good order, refcrving their fire for 
the main body now advancing.

^ General Wolfe feemed by nature formed for military 
greacnefs; his memory was retentive* his judgment deep, and 
his compreheniion amazingly quick and clear : his conftitu-* 
cional courage was not only uniform, and daring, perhaps to 
an extreme, but he poiTefled that higher fpecies of it, (if I 
may be allowed the exprei&on) that ftrengch, fteadinefs, and 
adivity of mind, which no difficulties could obftru^, aordan* 
gers deter. With an unufual livel^nefs, almofl to impetuofity 
of temper, he was not fubjefl to paiTion : with the greateft in* 
dependence of fpirit, free from pride. GeneroUs, almoft to 
profufion : he contemned every little art for the acquifition of 
wealth, whilft he fearched after objedls for his charity and be- 
lieficence : the deferving foldier never went unrewarded, and 
«ven the needy inferior officer frequently tailed of his bounty. 
Conftanc and diiUnguifhing in bis attachments : manly and un- 
referved, yet gentle, kind, and conciliating in his manners. 
He enjoyed a large (hare of the friendfiiip, and almoft the uni- 
verfal good-will of mankind ; and, to crown all,, fincerity 
and candour, a tru«. fenfe of honour* juftice, and public li- 
berty feemed the inherent principles of his nature, and the 
uniform rules of his conduA. 

He betook himfelf, when v«ry young, to the profeffion of 
arms ; and, with fuch talents, joined to the mod unwearied 
affiduity, no wonder he was foon iingled out as a mod riling 
military genius. Even fo early as the battle of La-feldt, whea 
fcarce 20 years of age, he exerted himfelf in fo mafterly a 
manner, at a very critical jundure, that it drew the higheft 
encomiums from the great officer: then at the head of our 
army. 

During the whole war he went on, without intermptionf 
forming the military chara£ler ; was prefent at every engage- 
ment, and never paiTed undiiUnguifhed. Even after the peace, 
whilft others lolled on pleafure^s downy lap, he was cultivate

folution. But this was not the only check, had

log the arts of war. He intrpduced (without one ^ of in- 
humanitjF) fuch regularity and exadnefs of difciplinc into hit 
corps, that, as long as the fix Britifli battalions on the plains 
bf Minden are recorded in the annals of Europe, fo long will 
ICingfley's ftand amongft the foremoft in the glory of that day. 
Of that regiment he cofttiniJed Lieutenant- Colonel, till the 
great miniiler, who rouzed the deeping genius of -his country* 
called him forth into higher fpheres of a^on. ' He was early 
inthe'moft fecret confultations for the attack of Rochfort; 
and what he ouWihavc done there, and what he' afterwards 
did do at Loui/bourg, are frefh in every one's memory. 

He was fcarcc returned from thence, when he was appoint- 
ed to command the important expedition againft Quebec. 
There his abilities fhone out in their brighteft luftre.^ In {^l^ 
of many unforefeen difficulties, from the nature of the fitua- 
ticMi, from great fupcriority of numbers, the llrfength of the 
place itfelf, and his own bad date of health, he-perfevei^d, with

his purpofe : At laft, fingly andaione in opinion^ he formed, and

By other deferters we learn, that M. de Bougainville, with 
800 men, and provifions, was on his march to fling himfelf 
into the town the idth, the very morning it capitulated, on 
which day we had not compleated the inveftiture of the place, 
as they had broke their bridge of boats, and had detacjh- 
ments in very ftrong works on the other fide the river St* 
Charles. 

I ihould not do juftice to the admirals, and the naval fervice, 
if I negleAed this occafion of acknowledging how much we 
are indebted for our fuccefs to the conftant afiiftance and fup- 
pore received from them, and the petfedt harmony and cor- 

refpondence 
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A- D, and the very wet and cold feafbn, which advanced 
'*'^^' apace, threatened the troops with fickncfs, and 
the fleet with fome accident. The roads were 
already fo bad, that a gun could hot be brought 
up without much difficulty and lofs of time. 
Whereas all or moft of thefe difadvantages would 
be removed, by the pofleflion of a town with walls 
in a defenfible ftate, and in a garrifon ftrong 
enough to prevent a furprize. 
Ooebec Quebec furrendered by capitulation, was inn-

It was cer- dua? ^^"' 
tainly an overfight, had a bombardment been ex- 
pedted, to fufFer the town to be filled with ware- 
houfes of fuch combuftible matter, as fugar and 
rum. But no body can blame his retreat to a 
firong fituation, with a rcfolution to defend that 
poft, when he was burnt out of Bafleterre, with- 
out the leaft poflibility of quenching the fire ; that 
alfo deprived him of the means of defence in the 
town. Which was literally, too hot to hold. 

The governor, with his troops, retired to a Retires to 
rifing ground, very ftrong by nature, and in-l,ft]'®"^ 
trenched himfelf with great art, about fit miles 
from Bafleterre. He broke up the roads, as he 
retreated ; and added to the difiiculty of marching 
after him by a number of gullies. This, with the 
fteep afcent to his pamp, made an attack upon him 
in this fituation very hazardous. Therefore, when 
General Hopfon and Commodore Moore oficred 
him conditions to furrender, he rejected them 
with difdain : and the condition of our forces was ./ 
not able to compel him. Befides, the death of 
General Hopfon, who departed this life on the 
:27th> in the camp at Bafleterre, occafioned fomq 
iittlc obftrudion to the prefent operations.

Brave rc^ FroiTi thjs time to the 1 7th General Barrington 
th "genc^ continued to diredk works to be made for the fccu-

not before get up, being arrived, and having made 
a report of the weaknefs of the fort, he thought 
it necefiary to call a council of war to confider the

defence of a garrifon in this part of the world ; 
j)ot to be tenable. However, the general was de-- 
tcrmined to hold it, until fome future event might 
convince him what was bed to be done for his 
Majcfty's fervice. And though he reflected on 
the ftate of the army under his command^ and of 
^tbe little probability there was of fucceeding in 
any attempt of reducing the country by the troops 
He had, without the afliftance of the Ihips of war 
to coyer tl^em in landing, he determined to make 

^defcent 
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a dcfcent on the coaft of Grand Terre;. andfor A. D* 
that purpofe ordered Colonel Crump, .with a ^^^^ 
detachnaent confifting of 600 men, to go in Grand ^^ 
fome of the tranfports, that carried moft «guns, '^^*^* 
and endeavour to land between the towns, of St. 
Anne and St. Francois, and deftroy die batteries 
and cannon : which was happily executed with very 
little lofsi 

As he imagined by fending Colonel Crump ta 
aittack the towns of St. Anne and St. Francois, 
the enemy would be obliged to detach ibme of 
their troops from the poft of Gofier, the general 
ordered, two days after he failed, the only 300 
xnen he had left, to be put on board tranfports, 
and lie oiF that town ; and in the morning of the 
29th he went to reconnoitre the battery and in- 
trencbments, and perceiving that the enemy ap- 
peared lefs numerous, than for fome time before, 
he made a difpofition for forcing them by two 
different attacks. This was executed the next Reduced, 
morning at fun-rifing, with great fpirit and refo- • 
lution, by the troops ; and notwithftanding the fire 
of the enemy from their intrcnchments and bat^ 
^tery, both were fopn carried with little lofs, and 
the enemy drove into the woods. The troops im- 
mediately deftroyed the cannon and battery, with 
the town. 

This being happily efFeded, the general order- 
ed the detachment to force its way to Fort Louis; 
and, at the fame time, fent orders for the garrifon 
to make two fallies, one to the right, in order to 
put^be enemy between two fires, and the other 
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A*D. to attack their lineSy as be knew that which he

Oovemor WhBc the general was thus emptoycd, he*'rc* 

Deftrifay Qeivcd adviccof thc death of Governor Delbrifay *, 

who

.ridges, that took fire. from the wadding of a 24 *^^^ 
pounder, jdifcharged from the tapper baftkm of 
Fort Royal, at a body of the enemy, on the 23d 
jci March. Major t>oHope, a Kcutenant of the 

,65d4'egiment, ,and two private men, werelikewifc 
killed by this accident 1 and a captain, another 
lieutenanti and three men, wounded: and the 
jparapet of the baftion was ievelied with the ground 

, by the cxplofion. 

At the fame ticic he was told, thtt the enemy 
fcad ercftcd a bortib*battery, and thrown federal 
ihdh mo the forn *, and that they had, for Ibtne 
xiilie paft, biscn working, a^ the garrifon iufpefted^ 
tipan another battery ; he therefore ordered Major 
MeiviU, whom he had appointed governor, to 
xxaik a fortle to be nmde from the garrifon in order 
4JO de&roy it. Accordingly a det^chnfient ef 300 
jQien {allied out, under the command of Captain 

.of great application in it. He vfzs quick, and had a liapji^ 
prefehoe of mind, which forefaw a difficulty and the method

Blomcrt 
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A. D. Blomer, on the ift of April, and without much 
• '^^^* difficulty forced the enemy's entrenchments, and 
got into the work ; which proved to be a battery 
of one 1 8 pounder, and one 1 2, nearly compleat- 
ed. Our people fpiked the guns, and returned 
to the garrifon with the lofs of only fix men killed, 
and fix wounded. 

He alfo fent thither immediately, the chief en- 
gineer, as well as the commanding officer of the 
artillery, that no time might be loil in putting the 
.citadel again into a proper ftate of defence. 

The remaning part of the tranfports, with tte 
. troops, being now arrived ^ nine having come on 
the 23d of March, and the others by one or two 
in a day: as the general had long intended, fo 
foon as it was in his power, to make an attack on 
the Guadalupe fide, where the enemy had fome 
pods of infinite confequence, he, upon the informa- 
tion of fome negroes, who promifcd to conduiS: 
the troops in flat- bottomed boats by night, formed 
a dcfign of furprizing Petit-Bourg, Guoyave, and 
St. Mary's, at the fame time. The firft was to 
be efiedled by Brigadier Crump, who, the mo- 
ment he had made himfelf matter of it, was to 
march to Bay Mahaut, and deftroy the batteries 
'there, as well as a large magazine of provifions, 
that the enemy had collefted from the Dutch, and 
Capcfterrc to hinder any more arriving : The latter, under 
reduce . g^jg^^jgj. Clavering, after he had furprized St. 

Mary*s and Guoyave, wais to march into the 
.Capefterre, and reduce that fine country. The 
fuccefs of this appeared not only to the general, 

but 
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but to the gentlemen who were to execute it, al- A. D, 
moll infallible : but the night proved fo bad, and 
the negroe conduftors were fo frightened, that 
they ran feveral of the boats on the . fhoals, of 
Mrhich that coaft is full ; fo that though- Brigadier 
Clavering did land, with about 80'iifien, yet the 
place was fo full of mangroves, and fo.deep in 
f mud, that he was obliged to return, and not 

without, the enemy's difcovcring the defign. 

This obliged the general to attempt^ by force, 
what cpuld not be effeded upon the ^ fafer plan : 
bvit as he was then laid up in a moft: fevere fit of 
thegogt, in his feet, head, and ftomach^ he lenl 
Brigadiers Clavering and Crump to reconnoitre 
the coaft near Arnouville 5 and upon their report 
h]5 ordered 1300 regulars, and 150 of the Antiguaf 
volunteers, to land xinder the protection of thd 
Woolwich man of war. On Thurfday the 12 th' 
of April, at day-fbreaky Brigadier Clavering land«^ 
cd with the troops. under his orders, confifting of 
1300 men, exclufive of the Antigua volunteers, 
at a bay not far diftant from Arnoiuville. The 
enemy made no oppoli|:ion to their landings but 
retired as our troops ^vanced, to very ftrong in-^ 
trenchments behind the river Le Corn. This poft 
was to them of the greatefl: importance, as it co^ 
vered the whole country to the Bay Mahaut, where 
tbeir prOvifions and fupplies of all forts were 
landed from St. Euftatia *, and therefore they had 
very early taken pofleJSion of it, and had fpared 
no pains to ftrengthen it, though the ficuatiop wag 
foch as required very little affiftance from art. 

The 
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A. D. The #i vcr was only acceffihk at two narrow paflet, 
*7S9- Qj^ account of a morafs covered with ma»gro¥€S| 
imd thofe pfeces they had occupied with a.rcdoubt 
Md wett paliiaded tmrenchments, defended with 
cannon, and all the milkia of that part of th< 
country. The Engliflu could only approach theni 
in a very contradled front, which was at taft re-» 
duced to the breadth 6f the roads, interfered with 
deep and wide ditches. CXir artillery, which con* 
i^ed of four field pieces, and two howitzers, 
were ordered to keep a conftant fire on the top of 
4ie intrenthments, to cover the attack made by 
Puroufe's re^ment and the Highlanders, who, 
fm this occafion, behaved with the greateft cool* 
•€& and f efolution, keeping up, as they advanced, 
Z regular {sAatoon firing. This behaviour f6 i^ti* 
aads^ed the enemy, that they abandoned the fird 
increnchment on the kft, into which the Htgh* 
toiders threw tbemfelves, fword in hand, and pur** 
&ied the enemy, with part of Duroure's regiment, 
imo the redoubt. 

The enemy ftUl kept their ground at their in^ 
trenchments on the right, from whence they an-" 
noyed our people very much, both with mofque*^ 
cry and cannon : and though they, who had caf«< 
ried t4ie firft intrenchmcnts, had got into theif 
rear, yet, til) a bridge could be made to pafs thcf 
rtver, they could not get round to attack this poft. 
This took up near half an hour -, but however 
tb^y gdt'up time enough to take near 70 of thd 

memy prifoners, as they were endeavouring to 

.maktf 
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make their efcape : amongft whom were fomc of A. p. 
the moft confiderable inhabitants of the ifland. '^^^* 

, There was found in both the .intrenchmcnts* 
fix pieces of cannon. Our lofs was one ofiicei; and 
X3; mea killed, and ty/o officers aad .5a meo 
wounded^ 

, . 1^0 foon as the ditches coukl be filled up for the 
paflage of the artiller]^^ they proceeded on their 
inarch towards Petit- Bourg. A confiderable num- 
ber of the enemy had lined an intrenchmentv 
about half a mile on the left of the road i but 
when they perceived that the Engl^lh were endea- 
vouring to furround them, they abandoned it^ 
keeping always aboiit 200 yards in our front, fettiog 
fire to the fugar canes, which obliged our troopi 
more than once to leave the road, ta avoid any 
^cident ^o their powder. 

The troops arrived late on the b^nks of th^ 
river Lizard ; behind which, at the only for^,^ the 
enemy had thrawn up very ftrotig intcenchnneiiitat 
protefted with four pieces of cannopi on the hiU 
behind them. 

Having reconnoitred the fide of the river, and 
finding it might coft very dear to fqrcc the p^ifage 
at the ford, the general therefore kepj.up their at- 
ti^ntion all night, by firing into their linei, during 
which time he got two canoes conveyed about a 
ijiilc and a half down the river, . where being 
launchec^ they ferried over before bre^k of day 
in the morning, a fufficient number of men to at-* 
tack them in flank, whilft the fame was done in: 
front: the enemy foon perceived, thjeir danger, 

and 
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•A. D. and left their intrenchments with the greateft pre* 

*^^^' cipitation. 
Petit- Thus our troops paffed \^ithout the lofs of a 

£^/'' man, ftill puriuing them to Petit-Bourg, which 
place they had fortified with lines, ^tid a redoubt 
filled with cannon. But as Captain Uvedale was 
there, in the Granada bomb, throwing ftiells into 
the forti the enemy did not remain in it long, whert 
they faw the general's intention of occupying the 
heights round them ; but left him mailer of thatj 
and the port, with all the cannon rouhd the place^ 
On the 15th, at day-lxeak, ^ter halting oni 
day. Brigadier Crump was detached, with 706 
men, to the Bay Mahaut, and at the lame time 
Captain Stiel, with 100, toGuoyave^ about fevcrt 
miles in our front, to deftroy a battery therei 
The panic of the enemy was fuch, that they only 
difcharged their cannon at him, and abandoned a 
poll that might have been defended againft art 
army. He nailed up feven pieces of cannon, and 
returned the'fame evening to Petit-Bourg. Bri-^ 
gadier Crump returned likewife the neA day, with 
his^ detachment from the Bay Mahaut, where he 
found the town and batteries abandoned; Thefe 
he burnt^ with an immenfe quantity of pi^ovifionsj 
that hiad been landed there by the Dutch^ and re- 
duced the whole country, as far as Petit-Bourg* 

The heavy rains, oil the fQccecdiiig days, had 
fo fwelled the rivers, that it was impoffible for 
the troops to advance : however, this deldy gave 
them an opportunity of ftrengthening the poll at 
Petit- Bourg. On the 18th, in the evening, the

VGRf moved on to Guoyave, in order to proceed 
If^rwards to St. IVlary's, where the enemy wer^ 
CoUcAing their whole force, and had likewife 
thrown up intrenchments^ and made barricadoes 
on the road, to make a (land. But the general 
found that it was not impoflible W get into their 
fear, by roads^ the enemy tliought; impraAicable, 
and confequently had guarded with very little 
care« 

A (detachment was immediately formed under 
Cokinel Barlow, for this iervke, and oilers were 
fent to haften the march cf the artillery, which, 
ifottt the badnefs of the roads, had not been able 
to get up* The firft (hot from our cannon placed 
very near their intrenchment, with the alarm that 
was ffvm by our detachment ia the rear, made 
the enemy very ibon ienfible of the dangerous 
fituation they Were in, and indeed their precipi- 
tate flight only favcd them from being all taken 
prifoners. Our men purfued them as far as the 
bei^ts of St. Mary's, where the Englifh formed 
again for a frefii attack on the lines and batteries 
at that place. 

Whilft the barricadoes were levelling for the 
artillery,, a fecond attempt was made to pafs the

The great good condtift and zeal of Brigadiers Remarks.

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December, with 3500 Europeans^ 2000 Sepoys ^•^• 
and 2000 horfe, on the very fpot the Englifli had ^^^* 
left the day before, who retreated to Choultry- 
plain. M. Lally advanced, and on the 12th, 
about break of day, his army appeared on the 
plain aifo. The utmoft caution being necefTary 
at this imp6rtant crifis, the governor had defired 
Colonel Lawrence not to venture an aSion, un- " 
lefs upon terms of the higheft advantage ; the co- 
lonel, after a cannonading of about two hours, 
retreated from this camp alfo, and retired into the 
garriibn. The enemy entered immediately, and 
occupied the camp thus abandoned, about a mile 
and. a half to the fbuthward. Their advanced 
guards took pofleffion of the garden- houfe and 
the neighbouring villages, in order to invefl: the 
town.

Their known want of difcipline in the 
French army encouraged this undertaking alfor 
This propofal had the approbation of the gover- 
nor and of Colonel Lawrence ; who furniftied Co* 
lonel Draper with 500 men and • two field-pieces ; 
and- ordered Major Brereton, with 150 men, ttt 
cover their right flank from Lally's brigade, and 
to prevent their .coming upon them from thei»rth 
part, by which was the quarter Colonel Diaper 
propofed to enter the Bladk-town. 
Begins Never was there any fervice - better concerted, 

kelJs of ^^^ executed with more refolution than this faljy, 
iuccefs. ^x tht beginning ; and fortune feemed to fmilc on 
their bravery.

Colonel Draper faliied.out by the weft^ entered 
by the fouth fide of the Black -ftown, and pene-* " 

trated quite thrcmgh, almoft to the end of the. 
ilreet, before jhe perceived any corps of the ene- 
my : . where he received a fcattering fire. Here he. Attackt 
left two platoons to check them, and marched on ^^^'^^^^^^^ 
with; the reft to the fquare, at .the extremity of 
that ftreet, where the ftreets eroded each other, 
and exhibited a fair view of the Lojrain regiment 
and .Indian battalions in the Sank, waiting for 
him at the hwd of another ftj:eet, more to the 
weft, where they had pointed four guns in .that 
4ire6tion. Her^ our cannon began to play brifkly 
wich grape*ihot, which, together with the muflcec-- 
ly, tnade fuch h jvock amongft the enemy, that 
they foon fell into confufiqn, abandoned their 
«anndb, and hid themfelves under fome huts ^ 
having fired no more than thr^e. fhot, Cok)nel Not fup- 
Praper advanced, and in perfon exchanged a ^'^^ ^9 
piftol with the officer of the artillery, who imme^ 
ditfely furrendered, having no fupport at hand. 
But the colonel had the mortificatioip not to find 
men to carry oflf the guns. His ..own men, as 
well as the French, jiad thrown themfelves under 
the cover of fon>e bovifts a^d f>ld w^ls ; which 

M 4 gave 
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A. D. gave the enemy time to rally. This created fuch 
^^ a diforder amongft our people, that the colonel 
thought it moft prudent to retreat. This he at- 
tempted down the ftreet to the eaftward from the 
Iquare : but by Ibme negled of the drummers, or 
mifunderftanding of the foldiers, he had the misfor- 
tune to lofe eighty of his men ; who continuing at 
• their poft in the fquare, after the colonel hnd 
marched off with the reft, were Ihut up there 
by the enemy, and obliged to furrendcr prifoncrs 
of war. However, Colonel Draper being joined 
by Colonel Brereton*s corps, in the nick of time, 
he made his retreat good to the fort, with very little 
]o(s ; though Lally's regiment planted themfelves 
at the little bridge, and fired briflcly with two 
field pieces and grape, as the troops marched to 
the entrance of the town, at the north ravelin. 
Kemaiki. How jilting was fortune on this occafion! 
every thing fcemed, at the beginning of this ac-* 
tion, to promife the deliverance of Madrafs froth 
the horrors of a fiege ; and the total overthrow 
of the Lorrain regiment and Indian battalions. 
Count d'Eftaing, a brigadier- general, was made 
tofs of the prifoner at the beginning. The enemy loff near 
ireiicb. jhj.^^ hundred men ; and had upwards of thirty 
Officer? killed or wounded ; and their artillery fell 
into the hands of the Englifti. But a fudden ir- 
regularity threw alt into confufion. The vi<ftors 
fought for flielter, inftead of purfuing the run^ 
of ♦he aw ays. The enemy was permitted to rally, to re^* 
Engi'fl^- cover their cannon> and tb tut off the communi* 
cation with eighty of our men. Which, with 
4 the 
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the lo&of Major Polkr, Capt^n Hume and En* A^ ^-. 
fign Chafe mortally wounded; Captain Pafcall ^^^^* 
and Lieutenant Elliot fhot through the body ; 
Captain Lieutenant Bilhock killed ; Lieutenants 
Smith and Blair wounded and taken ; one hun- 
dred and three men taken; fifty killed and f^fty 
wounded, made our lofs ip. this fally to be eight, 
officers and two hundred men and upwards. 

During the fally the enemy fired leveral field Operationa 
pieccis into the fort, but did no damage. Neither J;" *!** 
did the artillery in the fort attempt any further 
than to diftucb the befiegers, where it was thought 
they might be at, ^ork ; the engineer being em* 
ployed in feveral neceifary works to fecure their 
water, to remove obftruftions on the ramparts, 
and to fet up a pallifadoe in an opening under the 
fouth flank of the royal baftion. The enemy 
continued quiet all next day (the 15th) and loft 
feveral men by deiertioh, who, difgufted with their 
officers and fervice, and expecting no fuccefs 
againft the fort, came into it with their arms. 

The reports of the difagreemcnt amongfl:. the 
o^fficers, atid the difgufl fhewn by the men in the 
French camp, encouraged the befieged to try the 
iffue of another fally. Forty volunteers, and as 
many Sepoys, were ordered for this fervice. They 
marched out fecretly about eleven at night for the 
Black-town, to give the enemy an alert, and to 
nail up fome pieces of cannon, faid to be planted 
in the ftreets. But this party being difcovered by 
the enemy's centin^ls, almoft as. foon as they had 
paired the glacis^ the whole army was alarmed ; 

and 
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A.Di and the fbrtie was forced, to letroat wttfaio Adi* 
^^' wftlk. The French, in the fbHowing tnight, re- 
turned the compiimeot by a pretended a&ack, 
which emled with a few meti only, who advanced

ned on for a fiege, and deferters concimied to 
come in every evening, who informed the go- 

i vernor that the enemy were waiting for mortars 

and (tores,- aiid that fhtrie were already arrived at 
St. Thomas's. A fupply, which the governor of 
Madrais had tried to interceptor prevent itsJand-

ii%,' by employipg a-Dutch fnow to attack ffid 
take* the French (hip, loaded with the -crtetxry^s 
ftores. This fnow was manned by the gentlemen 
of the fquadroh and mariiie^, comnnanded by 
Captaih Jafper ; and had they fucceede<l^ as it 
was highly pi*obable they might have done, ^no- 
diihg could have fo effeftually ferved the garriibn, 
or fo much have hurt the enemy. But, aftei" -be- 
ing detained' by hid weather in the road, from 
the 1 2th, Captain Jafper could not pnevail with 
his people on board to proceed in the- execution 
of their orders, under a perfuafion, that their in- 
tention was difcovered. They accordingly re- 
turned on the 1 8th, and landed. The governor 
then gave out putfickly, that. he would diftribute 
50,000 rupees among the garrifon, for their en- ' 
couragement, five days after the fiege Ibould be 
Taifed, or the French beat offe - • 

A flying But their fpirits were kept' up chiefly by the fly- 
*^""^' Jng camp, that was formed by Captain Pifefton,

#feo ct>tiimanded^t-<thaflgalapiH:'; ^\^hich ^hovered A. D 
about the Fpench arrty/ and lArrdfled them with ^^^^ 
great fuceefsf. Thw w«s owkig^ to the forefighii 
and good managemenrt iof ttie governor of Fort 
St. Geprge and Madf aft,' Ijbmc time before the api 
preach of t?he Freneh-i who-had, inthe beginning 
of Deceniber, commiffioned MajorCaillaud to fol- 
Kcit the King of'Tanjore, Tondeman and the 
other Pofcgars in thofe parts, for affiftamce in cafe 
6f neceffity . In which con»mifl5on the major wai 
ordered to join Captain Prefton and Ifowf Cawir. 
Major Caillaud undertone this commiffion with 
great alacrity and refolution, though he had the 
difficulties of the -monfoonj which was then at 
the 'Very height, and na other conveyance or car- 
ridge than an open^boat, along a coaft within the 
reach of many garrifons poffeflfed by -the French. 
Thc» uncertain ftate of affairs made this applica^ 
(ion ncceffary, at kaft to prevent the court of 
Taftjore falling under the abfolute influence of the 
enemy*, and prevailed with the major to defy all 
dangers, which he had the good fortune to efcape, 
and he landed at Tranqucbar, a Danifli fettle^ 
ment, and reached Tanjore about the middle of \ " 
Deccmben Bu? as Monagee, the prime-minifter, Major Ca.^ 
in the intereft of the Englilh, and his friends, had jJe*^^. 
b^en obliged to rcfignand ^ve place to a miniftry, tJon .«t 
who, according to *the true fpirit of eaftern poli- *"^ ** 
tics, advifed the king to 'fide with neither of the 
European powers, but to Wait the event of their 
arms, in order to make his own advantage : and 
this council being iavour ed by the intelligence re- 
ceived 
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A. D. cfived, of the furrender of the Black-town to the 
f 759- French, without a blow ; Major Caillaud^ not- 
withftanding his known intercft and influence with 
the country powers, was put off* from day to day, 
and at laft could obtain no more than three hun- 
dred horfe, to be paid by the company. With 
thefe, and about the fame number of chofen, welK 
difciplined and active Sepoys, whom he colleded, 
he fet out immediately upon a march of 250 
miles, to Changalaput y and performed it in eleven 
days. 

Here the major left his men to follow him, af- 
ter they had been refreflied, and proceeded to the 
Mount of St. Thomas, whicher Captain Prefton 
had marched the party, he had a com million to 
command* At the mount he met with fifteen 
hundred Sepoys and two thoufand horle, under 
Ifouwf Cawn^ and five hundred Sepoys, fixty 
Europeans and fix three pounders, part of the 
garrifon of Changalaput, under the command of 
Captain Prefton ; who had pitched upon this 
fituation to be the fitteft to cut off* the. convoys 
for the enemy's camp, and to harrafs and keep it 
in conftant alarms, and fo efiedually to obftru& 
their operations, that it was certainly by the danger 
apprehended from this flying army, that the fiege 
Capttin was Carried on with fo little fpirit. For at one 
foo:^ * encounter Captain Prefton had taken • a convoy, 
with the mih a number of fpare arms, a large mortar, 
c/m^ two cannon, fome ammunition, a quantity of bul-

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locks, and tents for 3000 men : he had repulied A. D. 
icveral detachments from the enemy's main army 5 *^5'* 
and in one adion had treated the black forces fo 
fevcrely, that they were obliged to move oflF to- 
wards Arcot to recruit. 

Thefe lofles and alarms made it neceffary for Attacked 
M. .Lally to deliver himfelf from fo dextrous and d^.^cf-''"* 
a&ive an enemy in his rear. He was thoroughly ^cnt from 
fenfible of the check, this flying camp could, at camp, 
all times, give to his operations } and was con« 
vinced that nothing Icfs would do, than a force 
fufficient to crufti them efFedually. He compared 
them to flies hovering about a pot of fugar, no fobnei: 
beat oflF from one part, but they fettle on another* 
So that as foon as bis black forces were recruited 
and returned from Arcot, to the camp before 
Fort St. George, he detached 600' Europeans, 
1500 Sepoys, 30Q European dragoons,- 100 buf- 
fars and a thoufand Marattas, with ten pieces of 
cannon, to attack the Englifli camp on the mounts 
now under the chief command of Major Caillaud. 
Who, informed in the night, that the enemy 
was advancing in a powerful body, made the beft 
difpofition of .his infantry he was able, behind 
riie garden walls, and drew up his cavalry on. his . . 
right. Day-light difcbvered the enemy, and a 
fevcrc cannonade began. The French cavalry in- 
clined very fafl: to the right, about 300 paces 
from the front of our left. They were the Eu- 
ropeans chat puihed on that fide. The Sepoys 
endeavoured to occupy all the banks and places 
on oujr left^ wh^re they could be under cover.

It was now abotit ten in the morning, . when 
the enemy, tired of attacking, contented thcm^ 
felves With cannonading the Englifti feverely. ~ Bat 
not being able to diflodge them by that means, 

Repulfcd. they renewed their attack about four. • But it was 
too late to take effefl;. Major Caillaud had (b 
fiationed his niufketry behind the garden walls, 
that they could not advance through their fire; 

Itetreats. and having no ftomach to continue the^adion 
upon fuch difadvantageous terms, they thoilght 
ferioufly of a retreat ; which they effedfced. without 
further lofs \ moving off" their artillery at the dofo

Therefore Major Caillaud marched back to 

fuch a fituation, as might enable him to be ready 

for any fervice requifite to favour the efforts of the 

garrifon. And the long expefted reinforcement, 

of about 600 foldiers from England, arriving in 

the very interim (on the i6th of February) Nf. 

Lally, having nailed up all the guns in the Black-* 

town, and deftroyed the carriages of thofe, that 

could not be got off without difficulty, made 

great fires in the trenches to cover his intentions ; 

evacuated the approaches after a pretty fmart fire 

from the mulketry ; and in the morning he was fcen 

marching out of the Black-town, without an op-^ 

portuniry to execute the wicked defign of fctting 

it on fire, being afraid of the ftrength of the flying 

army again afiembled in Mount St. Thomas, and 

the united force of the garrifon and of the troops 

from England, Ihould they take his retreating 

army between two fires. 

Remarks* Thus was raifed the fiege of Fort St. George, 

after the garrifon had been ftiut up 67 days, and 

the enemy's batteries had been open 66. In which 

we have fome particulars worthy of obfervationi 

The garrifon in general diftinguilhed themfdlres 

for their fobriety, and emulated each other ^in their 

military duty^ The artillery was fo well fcrvcd;

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oF 32 pieces of cannon found on the enemy's bat- A. D. 
teries, 31 were difa'blcd by our (hot. The works '^^'' 
were kept in extraordinary good repair, and three 
guns with a (lout parapet were maintained in the 
north eaft baftion all the time by a very few men. 
An addition was alfo made of a battery by the fea 
fide, and two pieces more were fired on the i6th 
of February, than on the 14th of December. .And 
it muft be mentioned to the honour of ournation, 
that a few raw men taken from the pioneer com« 
pany, greatly out-did all the boafted miners of the 
French; who threat ned to blow whole baftions 
into the air : for after the breaching battery was 
ercded, thofe raw men, never having fcen any 
thing of the kind before, and without any previ-. 
ous preparation of ftkntions or tools, were fet to 
open the counterfcarp, and by continued hard la- 
bour and perfeverance, carried afhaft 95 feet in 
length under the enemy's battery, where two 
chambers were made and loaded with 2501b. of 
powder each. Not only a laborious, but a moft 
hazardous undertaking ; the (haft being carried on 
under the explolion of the enemy's guns, which 
every day made the earth fall in.

By which 
obftinacy the Englilh loft fome men, but not in 
proportion to the officers, four of whom were 
killed. ' Befidcs Major Caillaud was wounded in 
the cheek : Major Monfon received a wound that 
entered near his ear, paffed through his cheeky 

and came out near his nofe, without finding any 
great inconvenience from it : and Major Breretott 
received a contufion in his knee, which laid hini 
up for fome time. 

This conqueft, which ftripped the French of 
their principal fupplies of ftores, baggage, and 
neceffaries, increafed their difguft and difcontent 
into almoft a real mutiny, for want of cloathing 
and pay. The dcfertion of the infantry was very 
great 2 and 50 huflars went over to the Englifli 
camp : which laid the foundation of raifing a corps 
of thofe ufeful foldiers. However M. Lally, for 
the prefent, having contrived to cloath his men 
during his ftay, about a month, at Cauvery-Pauk ; 
and informed that the Englifli at Conjeveram 
were left by Ifouf Cawn and the Nabob*s brother, 
thought his men would be inclined for aftion, and 
decamped once more to attack Major Brereton. 
At the fame time the Englifli marched towards 
Cauvery-Pauk : and they met unexpectedly in 
the way.

So 
that notwithftanding the diforder occafioned by 
the climate fpread itfelf much, and the major 
himfelf was afFeded by it, the EngUlh could not

The enemy's largefl: (hip got under fail 
at the fame time as the Hardwicke, and both of 
them exchanged broadfides with Captain Samp*- 
ion y but gave over the chaice, when they found 
it was in vain to purfue : befides, it was leading 
them from their commiffion, which was, to land 
the troops to reinforce the Marquis de Conflans, 
they not having, as yet, heard of the fate of the 
place. So that, when they were come to anchor* 
M. Moracin, who commanded the troops, fent a 
boat aihore in the night to the Marquis, for in- 
firuflions, when to difcmbark the men. Which 
returned with an account of the furrender of the 
place and garrifon to the Englilh. M. Moracin 
failed immediately for Ganjam, to wait the mon-f 
foon, till the beginning of November, for his re- 
turn to Pondicherry. 
Behaviour '^^^ S^^ cfFefts of this conqueft were prefently 
of the felt by the Englifh. The policy of the Eaftern 
princw. princes being to wait the iffue of their neigh* 
bours quarrels, and to take part with the ftrongeft 
fide ; S^labatzing, who had been always afraid of 
the French power, had looked on, and advanced 
with his army to about forty miles from MafTur 
lipatam, fome days before it was taken, with a 
fort of neutral indifference, no fooner heard of 
the difgrace of the French at Madrais and this 
place, but he carneftly fought for the friendftiip 
of the Englifti ; and, on the 14th of May^ figned 

a treaty, 
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a treaty^ whereby he gave, as a free gift to the A.D.. 
Engliifa company, the circar of Maffulipatam, with 
eight dtftrifts, 'the circar of Nizampatum, and zing's trea- 
the diftrifts of Codavcr and Wacalmanner, and ^J^J^^^^**^ 
granted them faneds, in the fame manner as he compaay. 
had done to the French : that he would oblige 
the French troops then in his country (the Deckan) 
to cf'ofs the Ganges, or fend them to Pondicherry, 
or to fome other place out of the Deckan country^ 
on the other fide of the river Kriftna. That he 
would never more fufFcr them to fettle in his coun- 
try, on any account whatever, nor keep them in * 
his fervice, nor affift them, nor call them to his 
own affiftancc. He difcharged the Raja of Vifa- 
napore from any demands, on account of the 
contributions he had raifed in the circars belonging 
to the French, and from the revenues of his own 
country, in the prefent year, allowing him to re- 
main peaceably in it, upon the computation of 
the revenue paid by his grandfather, and father. 
He concluded with a promife not to affift the ene- 
mies df the-Engliflivnor to give them protedion, 
on condition the Englilh fhould not affift his ene- 
mies, nor give them protedion. 

This was not the only inftance of the falling off The dif- 
of the Indian princes. Narraindaj a Raja near Gan- prench at* 
jam, apprized of the arrival of a French body of Ganjam. 
troops at that port, and of the true reafon of their 
feeking refuge in his diftriift, fhewed his diflike to 
the French by every fcheme he could dcvife, to 
tut them off by the fword, by famine, or by 
poifon. By which diftrcffcs their numbers greatly 

decreafcd. 
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A- IX decreafed, others dcfertcd : and when they had 
'^^^* neither provifions nor money left, ^be €OuntTy 
people left them to the diftance of f le^goc ail 
rbund, and fhupn^d thepi a$ they would the 
plague. Deaths in thcfe circumftaaces, was ra- 
ther to be chofen than cndlcfs. rai(«ry. It wa^ 
refolved, by the refidue, to commit thcmfelvcs tp 
the mercy of the waves. Mr. Moracin, with. hi* 
nephew and fecretary, entrufted themfelvcs in s 
boat, and arrived, about the middle of December, 
at Pouliacat, in his way to Pondicherry. Thjj 
men, about two hundred in all, embarked in tb^ 
feme manner for Cockanara ; whcrp fomc of them 
landed, and prevailed with a Raja and fome of thf 

Defeated P^P'^ ^^ ^^^ Country to join them. But Captaiii 
at Cocka- Filher attacked them, took ten officers, a Raja, 
9nd (ixteen Europeans, and killed feveral more» 
They that remained on board made the beft of 
their way for Pondicherry : but many of thcn| 
were fwallowed up in the fea. 

Notwithftanding the mifcarriages and mi$for<* 
tunes of the French before Madrafs,., at Cpnjc- 
veram and in Golconda, this year, it appears tl^ac 
they had a great fuperiority of land forces, cfpe^ 
cially Europeans, on whofe ft rength their fjicojls

forced?"' P^^^ '^y ^heir principals at home, for providiog. ^ . 
fuperiority by lea, not only in men, but in fhips 
and metal. M. d'Ache, who had ran away from 
Admiral Pocock in Auguft l^ft % was ftrongjy ,.

Captain Machie of the Ncwcaftle, 
Captain Gore of the naarines. Lieutenant Redfhaw 
HI thQ iaibe fhip, lieutenant Ellipt and the gun* 
ncr of th^ Tyger, the mafter. of the Yarmouth, 
iaui the Boatfwain of the* Ehtabetii;, were all 
amongft th& (lain. Captain Somerfet of the Cunv- 
beilaBid^' recdvcd a wound 4n one of his ancles, 
and CapiOiin Bl^rtoa a dbiitufidn in his head. 
'And when this account of the aftion has been 
fciidiHticf^ will need no words to perfuadb pofte- 
rity thai: all the officers and feamen tould iiever 
have refilled, dared, and defeated an enemy of ^ 
great a fUperiority in ftfength, without Ihe greats- 
eft vigour, conftancy, bravef y and fpirit.

•tions. At the fame time the Nabob aflembled 
.his forces, and promifed to fupport the EngliQi 
-^gainft any violent attempt made by the Dutch 
or any othdr nation. But his* future condiift was 
very inconfiftent with this promife, and gave a 
Ihrewed fufpicion of his being privy to, and abet- 
ting the Dutch fcheme. 

The Dutch commodore, not being as yet in a invade 
condition to aft with power, had the addrefs to ^^''S*'* 
: anfwer mildly. That he had never intended to 
march any forces to Chincery ; and only defired 
permiQion to land his men, down the river for 
refrefhment. Colonel Clive readily confented to 
this requeft, provided that they were not to offer 
to march further than the quarters affigned on 
- die ftiore. But the other five Dutch fhips ap- 
pointed for that fervice, arriving in the interim, 
the commodore, forgetful of his engagements, 
when he thought himfelf in a condition to ad as

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A. D. he plcafed, put on an air of rcfentment for the pic*

mitted to go up the river with his armed force, 
and threatned to do himfelf juftice by force ' of 
arms.

This aft of hoftility inforced the fame day, by 
the feizure of fcvcral fmall veflels belonging to 
the company, convinced the Engtifli, that no- 
thing but force and vigour would be able to pro- 
ved them from the deftruftion, the Dutch wete 
Colonel refolved to bring upon them. Therefore Colonel 
Mkel\hc 'P^^^ ^^ immediately ordered, with all the milU 
field tary in Calcutta, to proceed to the French Gar- 
I^tcb. * dens, and to prevent the Dutch party's getting 
into Chincery. Colonel Forde advanced towards 
the northward of Chandanagore, and as his ad- 
.vanced guard entered that town, it was fired'upon 
by a detachment of Efotch, who had marched out

This prov^ very 
fuccefsful, by the conduct and gallant behaviour 
of Captain Watfon, for the men were landed with 
the lofs of one man only ^ getting pofleflion of the 
Sidees Bundar, and putting the men to flighi, 
with the lofs of Captain Robert Inglifh mortally 
wounded, and Lieutenant Pepperel wounded in 
the fhoulder: our lofs of men not very confi* 
tjetable.

^ Havre de Grace , is fituated .on the point of a large val- 
ley, at , the mouth of the river Seine, between Koan and 
Dieppe, from each of which places it is diilant about eighteen 
leagues. The ground on which it Hands is mil of moialfes, 
aod croffed by a great number of creeks and ditches full of 

0^4 water

water, having been gradually formed by large quantities of 
gravel, fand, and mud, which the tide threw up by infenfiblc 
degrees, and at len2;th left dry. 

It is fortified by four baiUons and five half mooDs. It is* 
commanded towards the eafl by the citadel, and, on the weflr 
is bounded by quays built along the harbour. The citadel,, 
built by Cardinal Richelieu's order, in the year 1628, is for- 
tified by four baflions and three half- moons, with a ditch and 
advanced ditch quite round it. The ditches of the citadel, as' 
well as the town, are filled with water from the fea by iluioes* 
The number of inhabitants is fuppofed to be about 3o»o6o. 

The harbour of Havre has a particular advantage not only 
over the other fea-ports of Normandy, but of the whole king- 
dom; for the water does not begin to ebb till three hoars after 
the full tide, fo that fleets of 120 fail have often failed out of 
it in one tide, even with the wind againft them. The caufar 
of this phaenomenon is fuppofed to be the current of the Seine^ 
which crofiing the mouth of the harbour, with great force, as 
foon as the fea begins to retire, confines the water in the har- 
boar till it has fpent its flrength. 

The channel of the harbour naturally points to the fouth- 
weft, and it is turned more towards the weft by a bank of 
ftones and rubbifh thrown up by the fea, which has made the 
entrance into it narrow and dangerous, as vefiels are in dan- 
ger of driving upon the back of the weffc jetty every ilrong 
wederly wind. 

The great road is two good leagues from the harbour, and 
lies W. S. W. of Cape la Heve. It extends a whole league 
from north to fouth, and is twelve fathom deep at high water, 
and being eight and nine at low water ; the bottom is hard 
ground, and free from rocks. The little road is but half a 
league from the harbour, and lies S. S; E. of Cape la Heve. 
It is of a fquare form, and extends about a- quarter of a 

kagoe 
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gates, two floops and fix bomb^velTels, failed from ^' ^^ 
St. Hcllcn's, on the fecond of July, and arrived 
next day in the great road of Havre.

As Havre is one of the fix general arfenals for the whole 
marine of France, there is every thing in it that might be ex- 
pelted at fuch a place. The powder magazine for the ma- 
rine is without the town, in the way to the dtadd, and oa 
the fide 'of the Seine : juft by it is a gua^- houfe, and a cen- 
dnel is placed at the door of the magazine ; it is bomb proof^ 
and can contain 200,000 weight of powder. 

Be- 
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A. D. Btfides, many of the boats were over-turned and 
"'^^^^ damaged by the explofion of the flieUs, This fe- 
vere attack threw the inhabitants into fuch a con- 
lu cffeas. ftcrnation, that they forfook the town ; it alfo 
brought down the enemy's troops to the Ihore ; 
who appeared to be very numerous, and' were 
very afliduous in erefting batteries, and in throw- 
ing up intrenchments. There being nothing more 
to be done by our (hipping, and the damage done 
to their magazines and boats having difabled the 
enemy from carrying this part of the plan of in- 
vafion into force. Admiral Rodney weighed an- 
chor and returned for England, with very incon- 
fiderable lofs ; though a great number of their 
Ihot and fhells fell and burft among the bombs 
and boats. 

It was alfo thought ncceflary to be well pro- 
vided with land forces. For which purpofe there 
appeared an order of council, on the nth of Ju- 
ly, declaring, that all his Majefty's faithful fub- 
je(5ls, who fhould inlift themfelves in the land

Lying before Toulon, with this fquadron, the A gallant 
Engliih admiral tried every art to provoke the "'' *""* 
enemy to come out, and to give him battle. Par- 
ticularly on the 7th of June, he ordered the CuU 
loden, Captain Callis, the Conqueror, Captain , 
Harland, and the Jerfey, Captain Barker, to 
ftand in dole to the harbour's mouth, and to 
burn two (hips, there at anchor. But the French 
admiral would not move : and the wind dropping 
to a ftark calm, the three Englifli men of war 
were expofed to a continual fire from numberlefs 
batteries ; were deprived of the means to deftroy 
two forts, which muft be done before they could 
attempt the (hips,and obliged to retire, which they Mifcarriw. 
did, with fome difficulty, and with the help of fmall 
craft, that towed them off. By this accident the 
Cuiloden was extremely Ihattcrcd ; and a great 
many men were killed and wounded. But this^"^®"- 
rather fharpcned the refentment, than dampt the people, 
fpirits of the failors, who looked upon the ina<5ti- 
vity of i\}t French fleet with contempt, and

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A. D, were impacienc for an opportunity to revenge the 
'^^^* lofs in this aftion. 
Another An adion equally brave and extraordinary^ 
»ai«ri^at but more iuccefsful, was performed oi the 14th 
**^«** of July, by a detachment from the grand fleet 
under Admiral Hawke, in the Bay of Bifcay. 
This admiral had ordered Captain Harvey of the 
Monmouth, with the Pallas frigate. Captain Cle- 
ments, to lie as clofe as poiTible to Breft harbour, 
to watch the French fleet. Captain Harvey com- 
plied fo pundually with his orders, that a boat 
could not efcape him, either going in, or coming 
out. In this fuuation he difcovered four (hips 
attenlpting to flip into Brefl:, between the ftiore 
and the rocks, about the paflage Du Tour ; Cap- 
tain Harvey immediately got under fail, and with 
the Pallas frigate plied up to the ftiips, that were 
now come to an anchor clofe to the forts, and to 
a battery that fired upon the Monmouth and 
Pallas, and bombarded them the whole time they 
TthtB were going in. This brifk fire, however, did not 
(wiried off. difcourage the Englifti. The boats fct every 
thing at defiance, cut away and brought off, the 
four fliips, which had hoifted Sweedifli colours, 
and were laden with cannon, &c. for the French 
fleet at Breft 5 under the favour of the guns of the 
Monmouth and Pallas, which kept fuch hot and 
continual fire upon the forts, that they drove the 
people and foldiers from thdrpofts*, fo that the 
prizes were carried quite ofi^ by the Pallas with 
very little damage to oOr veflTels, and no l<rfs of 
rnen, the Monmouth' remaining oppofite to. the 
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forts till they were out of danger : though there A. D. 
were four flags flying in the harbour, and twenty '^*'* 
Ihips of the line fit for the fea. But Conflans, that 
commanded the Breft fleet, had no better flx)mach 
to launch into the ocean, where he was fure ta 
meet with Admiral Hawke, thanM.de Clue, wha 
commanded at Toulon. Or, perhaps, neitlier of 
them had inftrudions to fail, except the coaft was 
found clear of the Englifli fleet. A conje<Ekure 
ftrongly grounded upon the future conduA of 
both thofe admirals. For neither of them ven- 
tured out of their refpeftive ports, till they had cer- 
tain advice of the Englifh fleets being driven oflT 
their coafts. 

Admiral Bofcawen being obliged by the foul- AdmM 
nefs of the weather and the bad condition of his returns to 
ftiips to return to Gibraltar to refit; he, ftrongly ^^^[^ 
poflefled with an opinion, that M. de la Clue 
would take the advantage of his abfence to fteal 
through the ftreights, got the Lyme and Gibraltar 
frigates ready with all poffiblc difpatch, and lent 
the Lyme to cruife off Malaga, and the Gibraltar 
to cruife from Eftepona to Ceuta Point, to look 
out and to' give him timely notice of the enemy^s 
approach. La Clue afted the very part, as had 
been conjeftured.

They threw out a fignal, which not being, 
anfwered by the Englifli fhips, they made f^l 
from them ; but not with that advantage, as on 
fome former occafions had been reprefcntcd con- 
cerning the fwift failing of the French men of 
war ; for by the help of a frelh gale, the Englifli 
fleet gained upon them Very faft, till about noon j 
when it fell Jittle wind. However the chafe con- 
tinued in the beft manner poflible ; and about 
Attacked, half an hour paft two fome of the headmoft (hips 
began to engage. But the Admiral's fhip, Na- 
mure, could not get up to the Ocean, on board 
of which was M. de la Clue, till near four o'clock.

The Ocean, under a fuppofi- 
tipn, that the Admiral's fliip was fo difabled as 
not in a condition to purfue, made all the fail fhe 
could to get out of harms way.

The after the Centaur of 74 guns ftruck. The pur- 
^yj^^ fuit continued ail night; of which two of the 
enemy's beft failors took the advantage and got 
ofi^. So that in the morning there remained no 
more than four ^ips in fight; and they were 
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(landing in for the lanii, at the diftance of about A. D. 
three miles from the Englifh fquadron, and 15 
miles from the (hone, with very little wind. The Purfued. 
Ocean, rather than renew the battle, ran amongft 
the breakers, and the other three in her company 
came to an anchor.. The Intrepid and America 
were ordered to deftroy the Ocean. Captain 
Pratten having anchored could not get-in: But Ships 
Captain Kirke performed that fervice alone. On 
his firft firing, the Ocean ftruck, M. de la Clue, 
who had one leg broken and the other wounded 
in the engagement the day before, being landed 
about half an hour. Captain Kirkc's officers were 
fent to take her in poffeflion 5 M. le Compte dt 
Carne the captain, and feveral officers and nten 
on board. But there appearing no poffibility to 
bring the (hip off, they fet her on fire. Captain 
3entley of the Warfpright, had better fortune. 
He was ordered againft the Temeraire of 74 guns;, 
and brought her off with little damage, and all 
her officers and men. In the mean time Rear 
Admiral Broderick, with his divifion, burnt the 
Redoubtable, defefted by her officers and men, 
and alio bulged ; and brought off the Modefte of 
64 guns, very little damaged.

I was not in a condition to write to your excellency when t 
dirpatched a domeftic to inform you of ihe difafter that had 
befallen the Klng^s fquadron under . my command. I pa/Ted 
the Streights in the night between the j 6ch and 1 7th of Au- 
gudy with twelve ihips of the line and three frigates. I was 
Dot afraid of meeting Admiral Bofcawen, though his fquadroa 
was Wronger than mine ; but by an unaccountable fatallity. 
five qf sny (hips and three- frigates parted from me, fo that next 
morning at day-break I found I had only feven with mei for- 
tunately they were the largeft, viz, the Ocean, the Redoubt- 
able, the Centaur, the Guerrier, the Souverain, the Teme- 
raire, and the Modelle. At fun-;ifing we difcovercd eight ftjl 
.to windward ; I believed them to be my ihips, and waited for 
them, keeping as near the wind as pofiible, with very littl^ 
fail. In a little time their number increafed fo much, that we 
coutited 1 8. I made no doubt of their being the enemy's 
fleet. I immediately determined to make all the fail I could 
to gain the weather gage, and made the proper fignal to my 
fiiips j but t was obliged to wait for the Souverain, which is a 
heavy failor, and by that means the enemy got up with me 
foon^r than they would otherwife have done. Whilft th^ 
wind blew a briik gale, they had nO advantage over us ; but 
at noon the wind dying away, 1 found that they failed much 
better than we. At half an hour after two, the Centaur^ 
Captain de Sabran, which was in the rear, was attacked by 
two ihips, one on the larboard, the other on the fiarboard iide^ 
ghd defended heifelf with uncommon bfayery. The Guerrier 
was attacked foon after; then the Ocean and the Souverain.

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But the French did not give Qp their profpcft 
of invading us.

fought both fides of the fliip without intermiiCon. Admiral 
Bofcawen, who came down upon me with all the fail he could

and poured a furious broadfide into ne, which I returned, and 
my fiiot were fo well aimed that his mizen-maft was carried 
away, his main top-fail yard came in two upon the deck, the 
fprite-fail yard and the jack- ffafF were cut away, all his fails 
were torn, and he fheered off* to be out of the reach of my 
fire. I was (Iruck at this time with a piece of iron, which 
made a large wound in my right leg, and broke my left leg j • 
fo that I was forced to leave the Count de Carne to fight the 
ihip. Never was fach a fire fecn as my fquadron kept up. I 
have all the reafon in the world to believe, that if I had had all 
my (hips I (hould have beat them. The. Engliih admiral, on 
leaving me, fell upon the Centaur, and made the fifth fiiip 
which file had to engage ; fo that ihe was forced to firike after 
performing prodigies of yalour^ At night the engagement 
ceafed ; the enemy kept the wind under an eafy fail. 

I cannot exprefs to your excellency the valour and courage 
(hewn by our Ihips companies, which did not fiacken One mo- 
ment. The enemy's fuperiority did not frighten them. This 
was, no doubt, owing to the example of the ofiicers, who 
difcovered a courage truly heroic. My ihip fired 2500 cannoa 
ihot. I judge that we had about 100 killed on the fpot, and 
70 wounded ; one garde pavilion was killed, and feveral ofii- 
cers were wounded. We employed the night in preparing for 
it fecond engagement ; but the Count de Panat, who command, 
fltd the Souverain, and M. de Rochemore, Captain of the 
Guerrier, left me in the nigh.t, which greatly diminiihed the 
force of my fquadron, and daunted the courage of my people. 
^ On the 1 8th, at day break, the enemy crowded fail to come 
up with me. I then judged my ruin unavoidable. Finding 
fnyfelf on the coafi of Portugal, I determined to burn the 
King's fliips tbcre«. rather than furrender them to the enemy..

continued, ^he defeat at Lagos was a fevere. 
check. But the French miniftry having loft all 
hopes of recovering the poflcflion of Hanover, 
after the battlp of Minden, and therewith the 
means of making an - advantageous peace; they 
had no refburce left but to avail themfelves of a 
favourable opportunity to throw a powerful aroiy 
into England and Scotland, or Ireland : .as could 
be moft conveniently done. 

I ran the Ocean on ihore two leagues from Lagos, under th9 
fort called Almadana, and ient notice to the commander of 
that forty who fired three cannon-(hot at the Englilh, but they 
paid no regard to them. The Marquis de St. Aignan alfo raa 
his (hip on ihore, and both of us endeavoured to land our 
nen/butthe Tea being rough, this took up a great deal o£ 
time. M. de Caftillon^ captain of the Temeraire» and M. 
de Mouvre, captain of th^ Modede, did not follow my ex- 
ample, but anchored as near as they coufd to the forts Exavier 
and Lagres, hoping ^hat the iBnglifh would rei^^dl thofe forts; 
but they paid no regard to them, and came and anchored clofe 
by the two French (hips, which they fought until they ftruck. 

One of the enemy's fhips came and anchored behind the 
Ocean, and fired into her and into the boats that were carry, 
ing the men on fhore. The Count de Carne, finding he 
could not get out of the fiiip, was forced to flrike his colours, 
and to furrender prifoner, withM. Darbaud, and the Cheva- 
lier de Glandeves, M. de Suffrim, the chevalier de D^masj, 
and Rye inferior officers ; the reft were foldiers with fome guttr 
ners, making in all about 60, whom the Englifh took on 
(poard, and fet fire to the veffel, which was burnt in the night.

fleet deprived the French of the ufe of thofc ex- 
traordinary preparations carried on for embarking 
troops at Vatmes and Nantz, as well as for ch« 
men of war at Breft and Rochefort. It not only 
kept that cpad in continual alarm : but a boat 
€ou]d not efcape their vigilance. Of which we 
have given a clear proof in the capture made by 
Captain Hervcy.

Neither could fuch an extraordinary fleet be ppepar- 
ing for their departure without being feen by ihcf 
Englifti cruifers, that were daily looking into the 
ports, where this armament had; the leaft connec- 
tion. So that M. Conflans was foon difcovered^ 
when put to fea. This was about 24 leagues to

The French had failed 
in their fcheme to furprize Hanover, and were 
otherwife difcopcerted in their future operations, 
by the battle at Minden. The fleets and armies 
of Great Britain triumphed where-ever they ap- 
peared. There was now no maritime power by 
fea, nor any military force to obftrufl oiir/ future 
attempts upon the remains of the French colonies. 

The houfc of peers waited on his Majefty, with their ad« 
drefs. Wherein they aiTured his Majefly of their utmoft rea- 
dinefs to concur in the efFedual fupport of fuch farther mea« 
fures, as his Majefty» in his great wifdom, ihoald judge ne^ 
ceilary or expedient, for carrying on the war with vigour ia 
all parts, and for difappointing and repelling any defperattt 
attempts, which might be made upon thefe kingdoms.

French (jrafs, had formed a plot to dethrojie the Nabobs 
of Bengal, fet up ^ by Colonel Clive, after th© 
battle of Plaflcy. Which, if not fuccefsful in 
cyery particular, would moft certainly cmplpy the 
^n^ilh forces upon the coaft of the Ganges, So 
^ to prevent their giving fuccour to the befieged 
on the coaft of Coromandcl. For. this purpofc 
they fet up a new Nabob, and affifted him with 
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men and money to ajQTert bis right to the throne, A^ D*. 
and to lay fiege to Patua. But jthis fege was al- ^^^^* 
together as unfuccefsfpl as that of Madrals. Co- 
lonel Clive, who was become the terror of our > 
cneniies in thofe regions, marched with his little 
army to his Nabob's relief.

His very approach threw the enerny inta 
confufion. The pretender ran away with great 
precipitation. And the colonel found himfelf in 
^ condition to detach Major Brereton, with fome 
troops, to harrafs the rear of M, Lally's army^ 
after his return from* Madrafs. 

But our chief attention is engaged by. the tran-. Capturci, 
fafbions at fea; where we (hall find that our 
cpuifers, f rivatcers and armed merchantmen took 
1 6^ fliips from the enemy^ including fuch neutral 
(hips, Putda, Danes and Swedes, which traded 
for the Ereach in defiance of treaties and the faith 
of neutrality ; ;aiid forty-one confider^hle priva-. 
teers and armed merchantman ; which carried 460 
guns^ and upwards of 2580 feamcii. So that* 
notwithftanding the. French privateers picked up 
210 Britifli veflcls, their value, and ftrength fell 
far fliott -of the French prizes, . Moft of our lofles 
bappenii\g amongft coafters ^nd fmall traders,, 
that would not be confined to the orders pf a 
Qonvoy.

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A. I>. The Favorite man of war, of 20 guns, Cap- 
^^^* tain Edwards commander, took and carried into 
able prim Gibraltar a large French Ihip, of 24 guns, from 
St. Domingo, worth 40,000 1. ^ Two merchant 
fliips, upwards of 300 totxs burden, each freighted 
and laden with provifiprts, clothing and 500 ftands 
of arms for theibtdiery in Martinico,, were taken 
by Captain Lendrick, of the Brilliant. Another, 
worth 120,000 dollars, from Smyrna, was taken 
by the Hawke private (hip of war,* Captain 
Wilfoii. 

Captain Samuel Hood, of his Majefty*s (hip 
the Veftal, of 32 guns and 220 men, being fta- 
tioned about five miles a-head of Admiral Holmes 
to look out for the enemy, difcovered, about fe- 
ven o'clock in the morning of the 21ft of Fe- 
bruary, the Bellona frigate, bearing S. S. E. di- 
re<SHy 'to the windward, which he chaced ancf 
engaged at ten minutes paft two. She carried 
32 guns, and was very fuU of men, commanded 
by the Count de Beauhonoire. The adion began 
at within half mu(ket-lhot, and continued dofe 
till near (ix^ when (he ftruck, having ortly her fore- 
roaft Handing, without yard or top- mall, and that 
went away foon after, being much wounded. 
When the Veftal's lieutenant boarded her, he found 
upwards of thirty dead men upon the decks : the 
prifoners acknowledged they had thrown ten or 
twelve overboard : and the refidue that forvived 
were 180. So that there muft have been up- 
wards of 220 on board the enemy at the beginning

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of the a<£Uon. The Veftal had only five men A. D, 
killed and. 22 wounded; but fhe was otherwife '^^'* 
greatly damaged. For as foon z%r the captain 
brought to, after the enemy ftruck, all the Veftal's 
top-mafts fell over the fide, being much (hot, and 
their rigging not in a condition to fupport them*; 
and it was owing to the favour of very fine wea- 
ther, that her Iower<»mafts did not go Ukewiie 
overboard. Which obliged the captain, with the 
help of a jury-yard to his main-maft, to make 
the bcft of his way to Spithead. 

His Majefty's ihips Southampton and Me- 
lampe, commanded by the Captains Gilchrift and 
liotham, on the 28th of March, came up with 
the French frigate of war the Danae, of 40 gun» 
and g'30 men, which, after a brifk engagement^ 
was taken, having between 30 and 40 men killed, 
and a great number wounded. The Southampcoh 
had one man killed and eight wounded ; anK)ng 
the latter was Captain Giichrift, who being fhot 
through the right ihoulder with a pound ball, was 
put afttore at YarmouA. The Melampe had 
eight men killed and twenty wounded. 

His Majefty's (hip lExAm^ Captain Elliot, on 
the 1 5 tb of March, came up with and took the 
La Mignone, a French frigate of 20 guns and 
143 men, commanded by the Chevalier de Tran- 
fanville. Her captain and 70 men were killed, 
the fecon4 captain's thigh fhot oS^, and about 25 
wounded. On board the ^olus were two men 
wounded.

^*^* Captain Barrington commander, on the. 4th <tf 
Apnl» in Jat. 44. 51. fixty leagues to the weft- 
ward of Cape Fineftre, fell in with and took the 
Count de.Sc. Florentin, of 60 guns and 403 men, 
from Cape Francois for Rochefort, commanded 
by the Sieur de Montay, after a clofe engagement 
of two hours, in which the Achilles had but two 
men kUled, and 23 wounded, and was hurt only 
in her mafts, fails and rising. The lofs on the 
enemy's fide was very confiderable, having all his 
jnafts (hot away, with 116 oxen. killed and wounded, 
among the latter the captain, with a mufket-ball 
through his body,of whichi^ died two days after/ 
Captain Faulkner, of his Majcfty's (hip Wind- 
er, of 60 gun», difcovering off the rock of 
Liibon, on the. 27th of March, four large ifaips 
.to leeward^ gave them chace. They drew up into 
a line of battle, a^head, at the diftance of about 
9 cable's length afunder, and remained ill that 
{ituation till the Windfor had engaged the -ftern- 
moft (hip near ^p hour* Thq Other three, upon 
a fignal from the (hip engaged, made all the fall

ings of relief: and without which fortuitous of Franco, 
events, it is fcarce to be doubted, but that the 
French miniftry would have liftened more cordially 
to the pacific voice of the Britifli and PruflSan 
monarchs. The death of the King of Spain gave Kttt%<% 
them great hopes of engaging the fucceflor in carioTt o 
vigorous meafures for their fupport. It is certain, the crown 
. that the French monarch had placed great depen- 
dence upon the friendfhip of his brother the King 
ef Spain, from the very commencement of this ' 

war : and though the Spanifh nation had agreed 
to a ftrift neutrality, their partial * conduft in fa- 
vour of the French on every occafion, betrayed 
their averfion and concealed enmity towards Great 
Britain. Their monarch's officious proffer to me- 
diate between Britain and France was rejedbed, as 
infidious : and the violence offered by the gover- 
nor of. Algeziers upon our men of war boats in 
the bay of Gibraltar, andof the governor of Cadiz ' 
upon the Antigallican **, was an open defiance and 
provocation to war. Could the frenchified coun- 
fellors of Spain have found means to draw a decla- 
ration of war againft their King and country from

Thurot was born at Boulogne m France, his father and mp- 
ij\ex. being both natives of tba^ place i but his grandfather, 
by. hi$ fatheff*8 fide, was a native of Ireland, and captain ip. 
the Irifh ^flpjr u^^ex King Jame^ the 5«i;oiid, with whon» hf 
went off when be quitted that kingdonu 

During Kii^g Jajnes the Seco^^d's refideiwa a^ St;. Qernjain^s, 
Captain ^ arr^l was oae of hi» houll^old, and paid his addreffes 
to Mademoifelle Thurot, whofe uncle was a member of the . 
patUament of Paris. 

He married her, but fo great was th^ difpleafivc of all tl^ 
young lady's fri^nds^ t^t none of thefl» woyjd Iqq^ i^cui 
her i and three years aft^ the 4ea|h of l^is rqyi^ mailer, poor 
Farrel retired to Boulogne^ in hopes that fome of his wife s 
relations there would have more companion than thoie he 
ihad left in the metropolis : but he was miftaken^ for here he 
was obliged to fubfiil wholly on a very fmall penfion which 
Qj}eeii Qadieiine allowed ta all the difcl^rged fervants 94* the 
4eceafed King.

While his fattier held him at the font, bis mother was re- 
ceiving the lall office, that of fepolture without in the church 
yard ; this had fuch an effefl upon Thurot, who had been a 
tender hufband, that the tears fbeemed from his eyes in great 
abundance. 

I It is the cuftom in Roman Catholic countries about Chridmas, 
at which feafon of the year this happened, for hdies of tho 
firft diilin£Uon to go into churches, and offer themfelves as 
fponfors, for whatever children are brought to be baptized. 

One Madam Tallard, a woman of great rank and fortune, 
was now ftanding for little Thurot, and obferving the ex- 
treme agony in which the father of the child appeared, en- 
quired what .was the caufe of it, and the prieft informed her* 
She was fo touched, that fhe made^'him a handfome prefent, 
and defired, if the boy fhould live till (he returned again into 
thofe parts, he might be fent to fee her. 

When he was about 15 years of age, one Farrel came to 
Boulogne, who by fome means or other got acquainted with 
old Thurot, and learning the origin of die family claimed 
jelationfhip. 

This man was the commander of a vefTel, and ufed to 
imuggle goods ; he afFured old Thurot, that the hbufe of the 
O'Farrels was dill a flouriihing houfe at Connaught, and 
offered, if he would let his young Ton go over with him, to 
make his fortune ; to which he confented. 

Tharot was equipped at the expence of his Iriih coufin, and 
fet out with him for Limerick, but ftopped at the Ifle of Man 
'vpon fome bufineis of the fmugglers. And here taking fome 
difguil, he refilled to follow his coufin O'Farrel any farther. 

After Farrel had failed away, it was fome time before a Ihip 
bound for France came into the port ; fo that Thurot was ob- * 
liged to look about him for fupport : and being a handfome, 
fpirited lad, a gentleman of Anglefey .took a fancy cp him, 
and he entered into hit fervico^

Whether he ever met with any. of his Iriih kinsfolk, isnot 
Jknown., but he was ia Dublin reduced fo low, that he waf 
jglad to enter. into the family of Lord'B -rr^ as his va^€t.

Jie lived near two ypars, by the name of Daaphinp, a^id might 
jperhaps have lived much longer, . but for a moil unhappy affair 
.which happened in the family, smd which made a great noife 
in the world. Thurot was in high favgur with his miftrefs, 
^and being fufpefted to be her confidant, was difmiifcd his lord- 
(hip's fervice, as was at the fame time my lady's woman, with 
whom young Thurot was on very good terms. 
, Lord B ' ■ having laid things toThiirot's charge, of which 
J\e knew himfelf innocent, he fpoke his mind of his lordfhip

From 1748 to 1 75 2, Captain Thurot was going coiitlnus^IIy 
backward and forward betwfcen'Ffance and England/ aod 
tlpe^t great part of his time in London, by his real name. 
Part of bis tima he lodged in a court in Carey -ftrcct, ' IJncolni- 
inn-fields, and was then inftruAed in the mathematics hf on« 
Mr; DonellyV an trifh gentleman, famous for hii knowledge 
and abilities in the jnatbematical ft^dies. 

Re ufed frequently to go to a club,, which v^s held -eve nr 
Monday night, fbinewhere about the Seven Dials, aiyl coji* 
£fted wholly of fbrergners,^chiei9y of Frenchmen i Iqmf^ bf 
tbcfe gentlemen took it in their heads one evening mpft grofsly 
to abafie the £ngliAi and Irilh, calling them every contempta* 
ons name, whlc& %uor and ill- manners conld foggeft. Thaj^t 
liSened to them for fome time with a good deal of p^tienpe i

I^ondon and Calais, Dunkirk, and other French ports. Tlys 
woman was with him during all this grand expedition. 

After the year 1752, his chief place of reiidence was at 
BpulognCi where he became King of the fmuggkrs, and 
during his reign, did not export and import lefs than 20,000 
pounds worth of goods a year. 

The fon of Madam Tallard, his godmotHer, was preHdent 

of the province ; and it being well known that fmugglers i^" 

fefted thofe parts, though the government could not poi^t 

but the delinquents, he had orders to be very vigijant, and 

if pofilble to put a flop to their mal practices. In conreq[uence 

of which M, 'Tallard arrefted feveral of the fmugglers, jind 

among them was poor Thurot. ' * 

After being examined, he was fent to Dunkirk, and there 

^confined in the common prifon; buc Tallard having been. his 

,* play- fellow when a boy, apd pcrfedlly remembering the regard 

* which'his mother had for hini, procured him his life. 

Shortly after this, he waJ commanded up to Paris, tomal^e 
' -difcoveries that might prevent the robberies of! the fmugglVrs 
for the future. He remained there in prifon fevera*! months, 
but during his examination convinced fome people in power, 
that fliould the war .'break out with England, which, was 4t 
that thne contriving, and in the form of an invaCon too, M. 
Thurot might be rendered a lerviceable man. 

This confidcratidn, together with M. Tallard's interert, not 
only procured him his liberty, 'but^thtf Command df one 'of

In the mean tinic the reft of his Serene 
Highnefs*s corps, both horfe and foor» went round 
a hill, and proceeded in their march without ia- 
terruption till they took poft upon the flank of the 
regiments of Wirtcmbergi who by degrees re- 
treated into the town, the cannon firing upon tbetn 
during the whole time they were filing off. The 
enemy's infantry having made fome ihew of forcn- 
ing themfelves in the iqiwc of the town, foaie 
howitzers were pUyed upon then) to drive them 
from thence. The whole corps of the enemy 
having then pafled through the town>. the huflfars, 
land yellow dragoons^^ led on by the Hereditary 
Prince in perfon, together with the Hefilan grena- 
diers, and Boch's regiment of dragoons, paflCed it 
liktwUe in the purfuit : Whilft Prince Charles. ti£ 
Bcv^n went round, the outfide of it, and pafled 
f he rivcjr over the bridgp^ The enemy in their 
retlfi^t fliut all the gates aiter them; but they 
were /orced open by cannon. The allies found 
on the other fide of .the town, the enemy's three 
bactalioos of grenadiers, and the regiment ,pf 
Wcrnich, formed again in order of battle, as if 
with an intention of defending themfelves \ but

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the reft of the troops of Wirtemberg had drawn ^' ^» 
towards the left, and retired as faft as poffible. ^^ ^ 

The Hereditary Prince ordered immediately all 
the huflars, and Boch's regiment of dragoons, to 
advance j and in the mean time his Serene High* 
rtcfs^ with the reft of the troops, filed off along 
the heights to the right, till he found himlelf able 
to gain the enemy's flank.

tiie French during the winter^ convinced the 
allies^ that it behoved them greatly to be upon 
their guard, and to prepare for an early campaign^ 
with prudence and vigour. Prince Ferdinand!

at Kalle ; and Prince Xavier of SaXony advanced 

with his referve, on the left of the aUies, towards 

PrinceFcr-Caflel; Prince Ferdinand left General Kiel mani- 

difpofiiions fcgge, with a body of troops, at Caflcl, for the 

tack**^ *' proteftion of that city, kept his army under arms 

all day on the 30th, and at about eleven at hight 

. his Serene Highnefs marched with the army in fiic 

columns ; pafled the Dymel between Liebenati 

•and Dringelbourg, without lofs or moleftation; 

^nd about five, next morning, the whole drmy 

aflembled and formed in the heights of Corbeke. 

'But, according to a prcvidtis agreement, it having 

been concerted that the Hereditary Prince and 

General Sporcke fhould turn the enemy's left, 

whilft Prince Ferdinand advanced with the army 

upon their front 5 ,the Hereditary Prince, at the 

time the main body was forming, marched in

The brigades of la Tour du Pin, .^nd Touraine, 
under the command of Lieiltenant-Ge,neral de 
Maupeou and Major-General de Roquepine, were 
difpofed on the right, on this fide of Warbou^g. 
The Lieqtenant-Generals de Lutzelbourgh and 
d*Auvet, with the Major-Generals de Lugeac, 
de Soupire and de Manginon, with the cavalry, 
occupied the' centre, oppofite to. a very extenfive

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A. p. plain. The dragoons ivere placed between the 
*^ ' right of the foot and the left of the horfe, and 
were commanded by the Duke de Fronfac. The 
brigade of Rourge formed a referee on a fmall 
eminence, behind the left of the fcavalry. Thfe 
artillery was difpofed in the frdnt of the line. 
Fifcher's people occupied the town and the tower 
ofWatbourg, 

The column of foot of the allies right wing, 
having turned the heights behind the French' left, 
by the village of EffendorJF, the Chevalier de Muy 
cau(bd the brigades of Bourbonnois, la Couronne 
and Jenner, to advance to the tower, which is on 
thbfe heights, and' it the fame time brought up 
the brigades of Rouergud And Touraine to fup- 
port them. The head of the allies firft column 
got before the French, to the height behind their 
left, whilft their fccond column advanced in a pa* 
taltel line in the bottom.

. 'nerd Sporcke arid the Hereditary Prince in flank 
and rear.' The'artriy'was, at this time, march- 

• ing with the greateft diligence to attack the enemy 
in front; but the infantry could ^not get up in 
time J General Waidegrave^ at the head ^ of the

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Britifh, prefled their march as much as pofiible ; A. D. 
no troops could Ihcw more eagernels to get up '^ 
than they &cwed« Many of the men» from the 
heat of the weather, and over- ft raining them- 
ielves to get on, through niorafly and very dif- 
ficult ground, fuddenly dropped down on their 
march. 

General Moftyn, who was at the Brjtifli cavalry 
that was formed on the right of our infantry, on 
the other fide of a large wood, upon receivir^ 
the Duke's orders to come up with the cavalry a$ 
iaft as pofiible, made fo much expedition, bring- 
11^ (them. up at a full Hoc, though the diftance 
was near five- miles, that the Britiih cavalry had 
the happinefs to arrive in time, to fliare the glory 
of the day, having fucceflively charged, feyeral 
timc;s, both the enemy's cavalry and infantry. 

The Englifli artillery got up on a gaiiop ^^^ and 
leconded the attack in a furprifing manner. Such 
ian appearance and vigour ftruck the French ca- 
valry with terror j and, though very numerous, 
they retreated, as foon as the BriiiQ:^ horfe ad- 
vano^d to charge them;, except only three (qua*

The brigades of Bbarbonncds, la Coaroiwe» and Knudcgiic, 
M by Meff. ie Caftrks, Segur find Trovers, chfu-gedt^c 
enemy Eveximcs, with the greateft oouragey fays the French 
account, and, notwithftanding their fuperiority, forced them 
to give way fcveral times.

" mcl. The danger was prcffing.: to prevent it, the Chfevdlfer 
de Muy marched thither th^ brigatle of Touraine, ul^^%he 
Marquis de Roqudpine. At thU iiune time he otdeced ihither 

.'M.'de Maupeau,' with the brjgade of la Tour da Pin, and 
caufed the cavairy and dragoons to re-crofs the river : .at the 
fame lime he drew off the. infantry of , the left. The brigade 

' of Planta covered their retreat with admirable order and bra- 
very. M. de Lugeac, who led the brigade of BoUrben, 
inarched againft the Engliih -hoife juft as they wer& goin^to 
fall on our foot, and pat thcqi in confufion. ThisjKigQrgus 
and well-timed charge enabled us to pafs the river in .good or- 
der. The dragoons under the Duke de Fronfac covered the 
infantry as they came out. 

All our troops drew up afterwards in order of -battle qn the 
heights before the wood on the r%hl of the Dy mel, where 
batteries were erected, which flc^ped the enemy.

The Marquis de Caftries, Major-Geaeral de-Amenaaga, 
and Brigadier dcMontbarrey, have rcqelvedfevwccontufions. 
Colonel Valence, of the Baurbonnois regiment, the PHnce of 
Rochcfort, and the Chevalier de la Tour du Pin, are wound- 
ed. The Chevalier de Muy gives the higheft commendation 
to all the private men, as well as to the general officers, and 
other officers who were? engaged. He has likewjfe cxpreffed 
his fatisfa£kion with the behaviour of the ficld-ofiiccrs of the 
reftifvei- particularly M. do Valognie, who diftlnguilhed him^ 
felf much -ill the adion, and contributed greatly to the good , 
order of the retreat, by the openings he caufed to be made. 
M. deSauveur of the horfe. and M. de la Tour du Pin, of 
the foot, likewife defcrvc high commendation. . The latter 
was not wounded lill the end of the aaion^ after we had croiTed 
the Dymel. M. Lochman vijas ma4e prifoner [fome accounts 
fay. he was killed.] M. de. la Roche, lieutenant colonel of. 
the regiment of Aumont, is dead of his wounds. 

The remainder of the troops, under the Chevalier de Muy, 

retreated to Wolflhagen, and have been fince ordered to

The 
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A. D- The enemy's lofs was fifteen hundred men killed 
'^* upon the field of battle ; and the amount of the 
priibners made, exceeded that number; befides 
ten pieces of cannon^ with Ibme colours. The 
lofs on our fide was very moderate, and fell chiefly 
upon the brave battalion of Maxwell's Englifii 
grenadiers, which did wonders. Colonel Beck* 
with, who commanded the Englifh brigade, formed 
of Engliih grenadiers and Scotch highlanders, 
didinguifhed bimfelf greatly, and was wounded 
in the head. . . 

Lord Granby, with the Engliih cav^alry, con* 
tributed extremely to the fuccefs of the day. 
©f Granhy '^^^ Marquis of Granby, by order from his 
pwfuo the Serene Highnefs, paflcd the river in the evening, 
^omj. .^ purfuit of the enemy, with twelve Britifli bat- 
talions and ten fquadrons : and encamped upon 
the heights of Wilda, about four miles from 
Warbourg ; on whofe heights the French grand 
army was encamped. Upon the appearance of 
the Marquis, M. . de Muy retreated from the 
heights of Volkmifien, where he had laid under 
arms all night ; and took the rout of Wolffhagen. 
The lofs This fortunate day was immediately fuccecded 
dln^"'*' by ^he lofs of Munden ; of which Prince Xavler 
of Saxony, on the firft day of Auguft, made him- 
self matter fword in hand. He made 350 prifoners, 
and took feveral pieces of cannon in this town. 
CaiTci, ice. yhi3 Prince was pufhing his fuccefs, and had 
aftually taken Caflel, Gottingen afid Eimbach, 
and threatened Hamelen with a fiege, when Ma- 
jor General Luckncr came up with the enemy, at 

Eimbach,

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Eimbach on the loth in the morning, drove them A. D. 
back, and took the whole detachment of ^42 '^ 
men at Nordheim, prifoners of war. At the fame Luckncr'i 
time Colonel Donnop attacked 2000 volunteers, ^iq^^S 
detached by M. Broglio into the wood of Saba- nofu f«c- 
bourg, to prefcrve a communication with Prince 
Xavier. But Donnop diflodged them ; after kill« 
ing, wounding, and taking 500 men. And the 
Pruilian hufia rs on this occaiion took three pieces 
of cannon. However thefe advantages were^icgen. 
checked with the lofs of Ziegcnheim, and its ^"^ ^^ 
garriibn of 700 men made priibners of war : and 
of 50 officers, and 1000 Gck men found in 
Caflel by the French, when abandoned by the 
allies to fave the houfes and to prevent the diftrefles 
incident to a fiege. 

The Frehch were greatly diftreffed for forage. Bad fitoa- 
and had ordered 20,000 men to make a general p^^nch ^ 
forage in the neighbourhood of Geifmar, under ar«>j« 
the cover of the greateft part of their army. 
Which coming to the knowledge of Prince Fer- 
dinand on the 5th of Auguft, he paft the Dymel 
next morning with a body of troops, and pofted 
them fo advantageoufly, as rendered the ene riy's 
attempt totally ineffeftuat: and being informed a qotfi 
that 1000 horfc and foot, called the volunteers of^^J^l}.^^ 
Clermont and Dauphine, pafled their time in a berg, 
moft carclefs fecuricy at Zierenberg, not far from 
the French camp at Dicrenbelrg; his Serene High- 
nefs, having frightened awiy the foragers, took 
the rout of Zierenberg, that fame morning, and 
having advanced within a kague, without meeting 

a patrolc 
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A. D. a patrolc, he ordered five battalions, with a de- 
*^^' tachment of 150 Highlanders^ and eight fqua- 
dions of dragoons ^ to proceed and beat up their 
quarters by furprize. This detachment, leaving 
their tents (landing, marched off, at eight in the 
evening, and, pafiing the Dymcl near Warbourg, 
t4iey were joined by the light troops under Major 
Bulow. Thus united, thefe troops agreed upon 
the manner to form the attack, and how to fecure 
a retreat, in cafe of danger. They marched to- 
gether, till they came to a mill within two miles 
of Zierenberg, and could fee the fires and lights 
of the enemy's grand guard. Here they fepe- 
ratcd. Maxwell's grenadiers, King(ley*s regiment 
and the Highlanders, marched forward in pro* 
found filence by three feperate roads. And though 
the Vedettes of the grand guard challenged them, 
they did not pu(h forward to, reconnoitre. But 
when they came nearer, the French heard their 
treading, and fired. This obliged them to pulh 
• forwards with the utmoft expedition, with their 
unloaded firelocks, and to pufh the piquets. They 
flew the guard at the gates with their bayonets, 
and rufhed into the town with fuch impetuofity, 
that the French had not time to aiTemble-, but 
fired from the houfes; which fo exafperated the 
allies, ,that they broke in upon them, and made 
a fevere ufe of their bayonets ^ and killed many 
more that attempted to mount their horfes. This 
aflfauk continued a full hour i when the allies re**

turned 
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turned with about 400 prifoncrs, including 40 A.D* 
officers, who threw down their arms in the ftreets ; ^'^ ^* 
and carried off two pieces of artillery, with very 
little lofs, aftd, perhaps not with much merit on 
the part of the allies, as fuch adions are pro- 
dudlive of no real advantage. 

Notwithftanding the feveral advantages gained Brogiio^s 
in the battle of Warburg, and otherwife, the[yf"'^"'' 
French could not be faid to be difabled. Broglio 
had ftill a vaft fuperiority of troops : and had he 
pu(hed his arms, there is the greateft reafon to 
believe, that the allies could not withftand him in 
a general engagement 5 and that he might have 
peneterated into Hanover, which feemed to be the 
principal objeft of his inftruftions. But, as he Motive* 
fufpefted the affeftions of his officers, the French aaion and 
marflial declined a battle, the lofs of which, would ''^^^^^ 
in all probability have brought on his own dif- 
grace : and there was no fecurity for his army 
fhould his communication with the means of 
fubfifting be cut off, as probably might have 
been the cafe, had he penetrated into Haaover, 
and left the allied army, under the command of 
fuch an able general, as Prince Ferdinand, behind 
him. But they, who feemed to penetrate deepeft 
into this meafure, countenanced by Broglio*s fu- 
ture motions, afcribed this otherwife moft unac- 
countable conduct of the marfhal duke, topofitive 
inftruftions from his court, alarmed about this 
time by the preparations in England, for feme 
vigorous blow : and not judging it fafe, in cafe it 
fliould fall upon France itfelf, as fufpefted, to 

truft

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A. D. truft the defence of their kingdom to an undifci-- 
*'^' plincd militia and raw recruits, which at this 
junfture was the only ftrcngth Jeft at home, they 
ordered their grand army, to fall back, to prevent 
its being detained by the military (kill of Prince 
Ferdinand, at too great a diftance, in Hanover, 
when its iervice might be wanted to cover the ca- 
pital of their own country from the invafion of 
the Engliih. Thus we may rationally account for 
the ina£livity of the grand French army, and for 
M. Broglio's retreat from Immenhaufen, and en- 
trenching himfelf in a manner that indicated a fear 
of being attacked near Cafiel *, having his right 
towards that city, and his left towards Weflen- 
ftein. 
Mtrbourg , Thcfe motions being made known. Prince Fer- 
bach^ui^ ^^"^'^^ improved the opportunity. He detached 
prized. feveral parties to fcour the country and to furprize 
the enemy. That commanded by Major Bu.low 
furprizcd Marbourg and Butzbach. He entered 
thcfe towns, deftroyed the ovens, cloathing, fpare 
arms, and other ftores of the French army : took 
two ftandards, eight officers,, two companies of 
the regiment of Rougrave : burnt between two 
and 300 waggons of flour^ and made a large 
booty for his troops -, with which they retired to 
Frankenbcrg, and* joined Colonel Forfen, upon 
advice that a ftrong body of French was marching 
againft him, under the command of M. de Scain- 
ville, from Mardenhagen. Bulow and Forfen, 
on the 1 2th of September, moved their cofps 
towards Franckenau: b which march Stainvillc 

^ame 
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came up with their rear, as they crofled the river A. D. 
Orck, or Oricke, near Munden, and charged \^ ^' 
them with fach vigour, that notwithftanding the lowr&c." 
allies behaved with great courage and conduft, they ^^^JJr^^^i 
were routed with the lofs of eight pieces ; of can- stainvUic, 
nori, and 1200 men made prifoners, amongft 
whom was Colonel Forfen ; and perhaps their 
fate might have been (till worfe had not the French 
been checked in their purfuit by the feafonable 
afrival of a corifiderable corps, under the com- 
mand of the Hereditary Prince. For, though 
his men were too much fatigued by a forced march 
of five German miles, that he thought it prudent 
to put off the attack till next morning, his pre- 
fence carried fo much weight with the enemy, that 
M. de Stainville retired in the night to Franken- 
burg. 

General Wangenheim, who was alfo detached General 
with a party, confiding of four battalions, and hdnrfTx. 
fix fquadrons, to drive the enemy from the defiles pcdition. 
of Soheice, or Sehede, performed that fcrvice : 
but as he laid afterwards encamped with his Surprized 
Hanoverians at Lawenthagen, a fuperior force of ^^Jj^^ 
the enemy attacked him and made him retreat alfo, 
with the lofs of four pieces of cannon, and about 
200 men. As for the main army. Prince Fer- 
dinand made the beft difpofitions to gain fome 
advantage over the M. Duke 'At Broglio,* order- 
ing General Gilibe's corps towards Minden, and 
to aicamp at Sababourg •, and the felcrve, under 
Lord ;t3raht)y, to advance to Giefmar, fixing his

*^ °' Caffers . palace, at Giefmar Wells, till the latter 
end of September ; when his Serene Highaeft 
thought it more eligible to remove them to Ovil- 
gume, in Wcftphalia : where wc Ih^ill leave $Jie 
allies brooding the deftriu^ion of tbqir enemies^ 
till we have taken a view of the war in the 9jther 
parts of Germany. 
AfFair&of In the whole courfe of thif war it has been.evi- 
fians/&c. dent that the King of Pruffia, pur aljy,^ met with 
the greateft embarraffment from the Emprefs of 
RuiTi^ : and what be h^ ro exjped in the enfuing 
campaign from that powerful jenemy, was appa^ 
rent in the Czarina's bebaviovr. towards his Britan*- 
nic Majefty, who, having tried every motive of 
intereft that might follo\y to her Czarilh Majefty 
and her fubjefts, to difengage her from the con- 
federacy agaSnft his Prujiidn Majefty/ and in a 
moft refpeAfd manner had ordered his ptci£c in* 
tentions delivered at the Hague, as mentioned 
before ; to be prcvioufly ^communicated to the 
court of Peterlburg, could obtain no fatisfaftory 
anfwer. . To that previous ^^pUcation her Majdly 
the Empre& of. Ruffia . .replied, with proper ac- 
knowledgments of the receiprt of a copy thereof, 
delivered by ;Mr. Keith, the Rritilh miaifter at 
her court. J3ut that fhe could* not give, a.pdfitivc 
anfwer thereto^ till file baA'coi^fuUed. wiih;.her 
allies, becaufe it was at the Hague, and not co 
her Imperial. Majefty alone> to b^ made in form. 
However^ (he toQk this opportunity to explain 

' I * her 
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her intentions fd fully upon her future conduft in A. D. 
this war, as fufficiently to fliew that Ihe was re- ^'^^^^ 
fdlved to proceed, 16 the utmoft of her power, in 
the execution of fuch'meafures, as might tend to * 
diftrefs and ruin the King of Pruflia. For, Mr. 
Keith, having fome time before,- hf order of his ^ 
c6urt, endeavoured to found the temper 'of the 
Ruffian court, by intimating to her Czarifli Ma- 
jefty, in a conference with the chancellor, " That 
not only the King his matter, but that likewife the 
King of Pruffia, defired to renew with her Impe- 
rial Majefty the good harmony, thatfbrnicriy fub- 
filled -," her Imperial Majefty of Ruflia ordered 
this anfwer to be given ^ : " That flic has always Deciara-; 
been, and ever wiH be, careflil to live in harmony an^g? of 
'vfith' aJl the powers of Eurobe-: th-at the whole *.^^^"' 
^/Kwrid knew that her Majefty* entered into this 
war with a repughaftce equal to thd* vigour with 
which (hfe had carried it on ; nor did ftie engage > 
thenein till after the fttohgeft declarations proved ^ 
ineffeiftual with the King of Pruflk, and hcrallieS' 
y^tt already attacked by thtft Prince : that her 
Majefty 'was indeed fcnfibly aflfeiSted by the efRiiion: 
of (o much innocent blood, whk:h coft her hu*/ 
manity very dear ; but that fo*niu(*fh defired 'peice 
^^s ftiH afar off, if the hopes that were placed in 
the pacific fcntimehts of her-lVlajeftywere theonly; 
fourtdations thereof 5 her M^fty being firmly re-i 
iMved feligittiifly to. execute the folemn promifes- 
ihe had given to ^octire to thfe itj^ared poWer$ a 

* * On thK gd of December 1757^ O. S. 
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juft and fufficicnt fatisfaftion ; not to conclude any 
peace, but on honourable, fafe, and advantageous 
conditions, and in concert with her faithful allies : 
and, in fine, never to fuffer that, for the fake of 
faving the cfFufion of innocent blood for a fliort 
time only, the rcpofe of Europe (hould ftand ex- 
pofed to the fame dangers as before ; but that if 
f^tisfaftory propofitions for a peace (hould be 
offered, her Imperial Majefty was ready to accede 
to whatever her allies in conjundion with her 
Ihould find realonable." 

Agreeable to this ftern declaration, which difr 
covered and confirmed her Czarilh Majefty's war- 
like intentions, twelve regiments of militia were 
drawn from the Uhraine, and numerous recruits 
were raifed in all parts of her dominions, with 
orders to reinforce the army in Poland *• A large 
train of heavy cannon, with an immenfe quantity 
of ftores, of all kinds, were embarked for Ko- 
nigfbcrg : and every other meafure was taken to 
oonvince the world, that flie would profecute the 
war with vigour, and that Ihe entertained a more 
than ordinary pleafure in mortifying his Pryffian; 
Majefty, whenever opportunity might offer. 

The Emprcfs Queen took every meafure that 
forefight could didate to render the cnfuing cam- 
paign decifive. Silefia was the ifavourite objed^ 
and all her preparations indicated a refolunon to.

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His PrufTian Majefty was all attention. His A. D. 
difpofitions were to be made with the utmoft pru- "^ ^' 
dence, both in regard to his eneniies and to his Km^^of 
own ftrength, which fufFered much during the P*^"^^** 
winter, by ficknefs. But that was not a misfor- 
tune peculiar to his army ''. The Auftrians loft 
a great number of foldiers in the fame manner. 
A circumftance which on all fides protraded the 
time for opening the campaign. His Majefty re- 
cruited his grand army, and with it watched the 
motions of Count Daun. He covered the eaftern 
parts of his dominions, where the Ruffians were 
expefted, with 40,000 troops, under his brother 
Henry •, and he fent a large detachment to oppofe 
the Swedes. In the mean time his Pruffian Ma- 
jefty employed himfelf in fortifying his camp^ 
which was very ftrong by nature, near Meiflen ; 
and rendered it impregnable by art; vaft intrehch- 
trents being made ; where it was acceffible, fur- 
niftied with fuch a numerous artillery, that there 
were about 250 cannon in the front alone. 

M. Daun was much'-fuperior to him in num- M.Damr* 
bcrs : but inftead of endeavouring to bring on a ^^"^*°"- 
general action, he alfo fortified himfelf in a ftrong 
camp near Drefden. 

. The Swedes, this year, got the ftart of their Svredes 
allies. General Mantcufel, who had orders with ^""^^J^/'-® 
his invalids to drive the enemy to their ftrong 
holds, and to free the Pruffian territories from

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A. D. their incurfions, fell a vidim to his own fecurity. 
The Swedes, informed that there were two com- 
panics and a battalion of foot in the fuburb of 
^h T*7 -Anclam, in the further Pomerania, Count Ferfen^ 
fians. their general, formed a defign to furprize them : 
which he executed in the night between the 27th 
and 28th of January 1760. At five in the mornr 
ing the Swedes attacked the troops in the fuburb 
on the further fide of the Peene, drove them into 
the town, and entered with them. General Man*

*' defolatioh all over Europe ; that he readily accepted of 
*' their gracious offer, and would be extremely pleafed, from 
*' his high regard and invariable friendfhip for their High

'* wife accept it.'* — To the fame offer, the French cfeclara*- 
cion was in fubftance as follows : '* That his mod Chrifliaii

<< be deiired, were carried on nnder your Majefty's eye ; but 
•* as the city of Nancy is not conveniently fituated for all the

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A. D. did not take the field till the year was greatly ad- 
'" °' vanced; The minifters of England, France and 
Pruffia, at the Hague, difpatchcd new propofi- 
tions of peace to their refpeftive courts, about the 
middle of March; and Leipfic and Breda were 
propofcd for a congrefs. But thefe tranfadions

To the like offer made to the King of Pruffia, his Majefty 
wrote the following :

•* With real pUafure I have received your Majefty's letter. 
•Certainly I fhould not rcfufc the offer you make me of the 
city of Nancy, if that depended on me. All the negotiations 
chat Ihould be carried on there under your aufpices, could not 
but take a favourable and happy turn ; but your Majefly, per- 
haps, knows by this time, that every body's fentiments are 
not lb pacific as yours. 

•* The courts of V^ienna and Ruflia have refufed, in an un- 
precedented manner, to come into the meafures, which the 
King of England and myfelf propofed to them ; and it is 
likely, that they will draw the King of France into the conti- 
nuance of the war, the advantages of which they alone expedl 
to reap ; but, certainly they alone will be the caufe of the 
cfFufion of human blood confequent on their refufal. 

•* However, I ftiall not be the lefs grateful for your Ma- 
jefty's offers. If all Sovereigns were endowed with your hu- 
manity, goodnefs and juilice, the world would not be expofed, 
as it is now, to defoiation, ravages, mafTacres, and conflagra- 
tions.

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in the political ftate did not prevent each party A. D. 
makino; the beft ufc of thdr time in Ikirmifliing. ^^ °* 
The Auftriana made an attempt to furprizc the skirmifhc* 
advanced guard of the Pruflian camp in Saxony, ^ufti* ^ 
polled at Graflenhayen. This affair was com- 
mitted to the Qire of General Beck, who made the 
attack on the 20th of February, and fucceedcd in 
the firft onfet. The PruflTians were furprized and 
thrown into confufion ; but they foon recovered 
themfclves, rallied and repulfed the enemy, not- 
withftanding the fuperiority of their numbers. 
The lofs was almoft equal, not exceeding fixty 
men killed and made prifoners on each (ide. The 
Pruflian General Czeritz, who commanded the 
party attacked, fell from his horfe and was made 
prifoner, and two field pieces were loft. Yet 
though this was the worft of the affair, the Au- 
ftrians plumed thcmfelves fo much with it, that 
they publifhed a pompous account, in which it is 
reprefcnted under all the circumftances of an im- 
portant vi(5tory ",

n Thus related in the Bruflels Gazette : " A confiderablc 
advantage, fay the advices from Prague, has been gained by 
General Beck, over the Pruflian General Czeritz, whofe iiying 
camp, of about 4000 men, formed the head of the enemy's 
grand camp. The former came the 20th upon the flank of 
General Czeritz, and attacked him with an impt^tuoiity which 
nothing could wichftand. The a£tion was almoft within fight 
of the Pruffian army, and was conduced fb rapidly before 
fuccours came up, that the PruiBan corps was driven in dif- 
order as far as Torga^r. General B^ck retreated with as 
ipuclk prudence as the attack had been made with courage;

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A.D. Another Ikirmifli happened the very next day 
'2 * in PruiGan Porocrania, A party of Ruffian cof- 
facks, belonging to Major Settelben's corps, which 
had made great ravages in the eaft parts of this 
country ; having, for fome time, hovered about 
in the neighbourhood of Starguard, advanced in 
the night as far as Schwedt, furprized the Mar- 
grave in his palace, and the Prince and Princefs 
of Wurtemberg, and carried them away by force. 
But the Prince being very ill of his wounds, he 
had received at Kunnerfdorff, he could not be 
moved. The Prince of Bevern being informed of 
this affair, detached a body of horfe in queft of 

He led away 400 prifoners, with General Czeritz, and nine 
other ofHcers, and all the field artillery belonging to that 
corps, which confided of eight pieces. It- is thought the 
number of the dead b equal to that of the woanded ; but as 
the execution was chiefly made with the fabre, there are a 
great many more wounded. Our lofs is fo trifling, that it is 
fcarcely talked of. The fuccefs of thefe (Iratagems enhances 
the reputation of our arms, and has a marvellous eifcfl on all 
our men that are fit to carry arms.** — It may ferve once for 
all to obferve, that thefe exaggerations are never made ufe of 
but as props to a bad caufe. The fuperiority of numbers has 
been, during the whole campaign, greatly on the fide of the 
Auftrians ; and the little advantages they have been able to 
gain by that fuperiority, makes it necefiary for them to turn 
the falfe end of the objefl glafs to the eyes of the people in 
their reprefentations. His Praflian Majefly has, indeed, been 
unfortunate in the lofs of his generals ; but neither the terror 
of his arms, nor the glory he has acquired as a general, have 
received the leaft diminution by the ikirmiflies that have gone 
againft him. His enemies dare not attack him in the field, 
and the advantages gained by Uratagem do them very little

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thoi^ Coffacks, with fuch expedition, tliat they A. D. 
came up with them near Damm, routed them, *^ ^' 
retook their booty, and carried back their prifoncrs

The attempt of General Laudohq, to furprjze Neuftadt 
the Pruflian troops at Neuftadt, though; at;ter>dc4 ^""P"^^"*' 
with greater lofs, did not fatisfy tliQ wefpy's 
wifhes. The account of this affair is thus re-' 

la ted. 

March 25. ^Lieutenant- General Baron Galtze, 

having received intelligence of General Laudohn'sf 
^ffemt'ling his troops^ and of the enemy's ca- 
valry apd infantry having moved from behind thq 
Qppa towards Hotzenplotz and Johanifthal, re-? 
called all his detachments, and began his march 
towards Neifs on the 15th inftant, with his whole 
force. In the mean time General Laudohn, whq 
had feu out from his quarters on the 14th, with 
Palfy's regiment of cuiraffieur$, Lewenfteia'$ dra- 
groons, 500 huffars of Nadafti, 500 of Kalnocki, 
2000 Croats, and fourteen companies of grena- 
diers, marched all night, with a view to furprife 
the Pruflian troops at Neufladt, The latter were 
fcarce out of the gates, when they were furrounded 
by thofe of the enemy. General Jacquemin was 
ported with the regiment of Lewenftein near Be- 
chulfdorfF on the road to Steinau, General Lau- 
dohn followed, with the regiment of Palfy, and 
2000 Croats, fupported by fourteen companies of 
grenadiers •, i.ooo of their hulTars were upon the 
right flank of the PruflTians, the advanced guard 
of which confifted of lOO men, under Captain 

Bleu* 
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A. D. Bleumcnthal of the regiment of Manteufiel, Cap- 
*7 • tain Zittzwicz commanded the rear guard, con- 
fifting of the fame number ; and the reft of the 
aforefaid regiment, with a fquadron of dragoons 
of Bareith, under Captain Chambaud, followed 
t(^ich the baggage. 

General Laudohn fummoned the Pruflians twice, 
by the found of trumpet, to lay down their arms j 
which they not complying with, he ordered all his 
cavalry to advance. General Jacquemin fell upon 
the advanced guard, while General Laudohn him- 
felf attacked the rear, and the huffars, in pla- 
toons, flanked the baggage. The Captains BIu- 
menthal and Zittzwitz formed their fmall force in 
a kind of fquare, from whence they kept a con- 
tinual fire. The Auftrian cavalry neverthelefs ad- 
vanced fix times on a gallop, to within ten paces of 
the Pruflians ; but perceiving many fall on their 
fide, among whom were feveral officers, they re- 
treated in great diforder. Afterwards the Croats 
having taken pofleflion of a wood, between Sie- 
benhaufcn and Steinau, through which the roads 
were very bad, and by the rains rendered almoft 
' impaflablc for carriages, they there attacked the 
PruflTians on all fides. Unfortunately a waggon 
broke down in a defile, and as the Pruflians 
did not think proper to ftay to repair it, they 
were obliged to abandon all that was behind ir. 
By which five covered waggons, laden with bag- 
gage, and eighteen carts with meal and oats, fell 
into the hands of the enemy, who harraflTed the 

Prufl5ans, 
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Pruffians as far as Steinau, and were conftantly A. D. 
engaged with the rear guard. 1700. 

The lofs of the Auftrians however greatly ex Lofs on 
ceedcd the Pruffians 5 they buried above 300 men ^^ ^^^^' 
in different places, and fent 500 wounded to 
Neuftadt. Befides which, the Pruifians took twen- 
ty-rfivc prifoners, among whom were feveral of- 
ficers. They bad thirty-five men killed, and 
four officers, and fixty-nine private men wounded, 
in ManteufFePs regiment; as alfo one lieutenant, 
with three dragoons, in Bareith*s. The enemy 
made a fubaltern officer, two drummers, and 
thirty- fix private men prifoners; fo that the lofs 
of the Pruifians, in the whole, including the mif- 
fing, amounts to about 170 men ; which was not 
much, confidering the great fuperiority of the 
enemy. 

And though General Laudohn fo far fucceeded 
by this accident, as to make himfelf mafter of 
Neuftadt, he found himfelf in no condition "* to 
maintain his ground; but on the 17th, at break 
of day, he abandoned his acquifition, and re- . 
treated to JagernfdorfF, with fourteen companies 
of grenadiers, having ordered the Auftrian ca» 
valry ^ to march to Freywalda.

aear Landfbut, and carried three, of them, viz. 
thofe on the heights of Mummel, . Beuch, and 
Qlafldorf, after a very vigorous defence on the, 
part of the five battalions that guarded thehn. * 
An^ongft others,, one of Mofel's batulions diftin- 
guiihed itfelf extremely on this occafion. 

General Fouquet, having thrown himfelf into 
t^ie two redoubts, which he had ftill in his pof- 
fefllon, upon the heights of Kirchberg and Gal-^ 
gcnberg, was twice fummoncd, on the part of 
General Laudohn, to furrender with his people; 
Mfhich he refufed complying with : in confequence 
whereof he was attacked with great fury by the- 
enemy -, who by their fuperior force penetrated 
at laft into the redoubts, which had been defend-- 
ed till fix o'cteck. General Fouquet fell there ' 
into the hands of the enemy, after having receiv- ' 
ed two wounds : but part of his infantry, and 
almo{t all the cavalry, made their way, and got 
to Breflau. 

Major-General Ziethen likewife, upon the ap-. 
proach of the enemy, threw himfelf into Schweid-- 
nitz, with his four battalions and two fquadrons, 
4vithout the lofs of a fingle itim. This affair, - 

* - however 
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however unfortunate,, did great honour to General A- ^* , 
Fouquet, for having defended his poll with the 
utmoft bravery, though he had but a handful of • 
men, oppofed to an. army, which, as the enemy . 
themfclves declared, confifted of 50,000, and did 
not yield till after having occ^fioned as • great a ^ 
lofs, as t;hey would have fufiered by a defeat in a 
pitched battle.. The Auftrians themfelvcs allow, Lofs on 
they had near 6000 men killed in the affair, and ^^ ^ *** 
ajmoft double that number wounded ; which is 
the more credible^ as Marfhal Daun found himfelf 
was obliged to detach five regiments of infantry . 
and two of cavalry from his own army towards die 
county of Glatz, upon the news of this aftion. - . 

The lofs fuftained by the Pruflians does not ap-^ 
pear any othcrwife^ • than by the accounts publilhcd 
at Brcflau ; which fay, that no* more than about 
3000 men efcaped.. But even then, they fold^ 
their lives at fo dear a rate, that the conquerors , 
loft mpre men, killed^ than the conquered. 

General I^udohn, without delay refumed his ^9^*^^* 
attempt upon. Glatz ; and on the 26th, at five in 
the. morning, his batteries on the left, and under 
the direftion of Cptonel Rouvroy, began a very 
briik Hrei that part which was under Colonel 
Alsfon playcfl, an hour after, on- the old fortrefi, , 
and the Fleche at the left of the attack, was aban-:

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A-J^* General Draflcowitz then marched a battalion

They were driven back to the covered 
way, and even to the outer poft of the principal 
works. The defertion was fo great on the fide 
of the Pruffians, that whole companies came 
over to the bcfiegcrs.

Km of ^^' Praffian Majefty could not poffibly gUard 
Praffia^s againft thcfe incidents. His attention was ISxedi 
fitSiitn. upon Drefden, for the firft objedt of his operations. 
But he couW not in prudence march thither wit!\ 
M. Daun clofe at his heels. So that an expedi^iit; 
muft be found to get clear of fatroublelbnieA 
guard upon all his adions. For thi4 purpofe, his 
Majefty decamped and marched hrs army in, two, 
columns through Lufatia, in the begi^ming, of 
July 5 which carried ftich aaappearance of his inten- 
tion to penetrate into Silefia, that, M. Daun leaving 
Saxony in the care of the Impcrialjfts and a body^ 
c£ Auftrians, under Count Lafcy, he marched

t From theSjng'of Prtt£[iar*s headquarters at Gruoatt» near 
Drefden, July 11. 

On the 2d inftanty the army marched in tWo columns* 
through a very woody country, wich very little interniptioa 
hota the enemy, who might hate rendered our march ex- 
tremely difficult, perhaps irapradicable, if they had had no* 
tSceof the King's defig^ns^ and had placed their troops properly 
to intercept us. On the afternoon of the fame day we pafled 
the river Pnlfnits, on the bridge at Cracaa, and encamped 
upon the heightsnear that town. 

On the 4th, his Miifjlefbf , at the head of the yan.goaidr 
marched to Koningfbnick, repaSed the I^lfnitz, and continoed 
M towards Lichtenberg, with an intent to attack General 
Lafcy's corps ftationed there : bat that general, baring notice^. 
ttotri his'out-pofisy of his Majefiy's approach, thought proper 
ID retire. 

On the 5th^ the army maxcfaed', in the moorning, in thre^ 
eolumns, ta Marion(lern» 

And, on the 6th, (idvice having been received that Marfhal 
Daun had quitted his flrong camp at Reichenberg, and was 
marched from thente to Bautzen, and proceediTig toward^ 
Gorlitz) our army was ordered to pafi the river Sprehe, near 
Grofs.Dobfatt ; and from thence we occupied the camp at 
Doberfchutz, about half a German mile from Bautzen. 

On the 8ch, intelligence having been given of Marshal 
Daun*8 a£laal arrival at Gorlitz, and of His continuing his 
knarch to Lauban, (by whkh means the marfhal had gained 
two marches Xtfoik the King) evdea-s were ^iren for ftrikiog 
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: His Majefty without, lofs of time prepared for. 
an attack. He fummoned the governor to fur- 
render : but the date of the fortifications and gar- 
rifon was much better conditioned than at the time 

■ 

the Aufirians mifcarried before it : and its defence 
was now entrufted to General Macguire, whofc> 
military experience and bravery had recommended 
him to that important fervice. The governor re- 
turned for anfwer. That he was refolved to defend 
that, capital to the laft extremity. The Pruflian 
batteries began to play that fame night, between 

our tents at eight o'clock at night> and we repafled the Sprehe 
near Bautzen; and 

On the 9th marched by Biickofiswcrda to Harta> where the 
headquarters were fixed. 

On the loth his Majeily fent a ftrong detachment under 
General Zeithen to MarfdorfF near Reichenberg, and marched 
himfelf with the reft of the army to Weiiiig : whereupon Ge* 
neral Lafcy, who was encamped at WeiiTe-Hirfch^ quitted 
that poft, crofied the Elbe on the fione bridge of Drefden, and 
encamped on the plain between Pima and that town* . The 
army of the Empire, under the Duke of Deux Ponts» was 
encamped upon the heights behind Plauen. 

On the izth the army marched in two columns, and took 
pofieffion of the ftrong camp at Reichenberg, where General, 
Zeithen joined* tis : General Hiilfen, with his corps from 
Meiflen, appeared in the afternoon on the oppofite fide of the 
river. A bridge of boats was^ thrown over the Elbe at Ka- 
ditz ; and the Prince of Holflein, and General Bulow, were 
left with a ftrong dctuchm^nt to keep pofTeilion of the poft of 
Weifle-Hirich. 

The army marched on the 15th. to Kaiditz ; and his Majefty 
crofted the river, and ordered the army to follow as expediti- 
oufty as poiTible : and that iday the head quarten were fixed at 
Grunau, behind the great garden, from whence the Auftrian 
pandours had been diflodjged ; and the army encamped in two 
lines ene-towardsPiraa, and ^he.othei^ towards Drefden. ; 

the 
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the i^fh and 14th of July, from both fides of A. D. 
the Elbe. This firing continued for fome days. ^^ ^' 
But neither the vigour, with which his Pruflian 
Majefty continued his operations ; nor the poflfef- 
fion of the fuburbs towards the Pirna gate, which 
the Pruflians carriecl after a vigorous attack ; nor 
the moving arguments of the miferably diftrefled 
citizens, who petitioned the governor to confent 
to a capitulation, could prevail with General Refohrte 
Macguire to liften to any terms of a furrender. 
The town was not only in a better pofture of de- 
fence ; bgt he derived great expeftations from the 
vicinity of the Imperial army, and Lafcy's body, * ^ ^ 
encamped near Grofs Seydlitz, to ^hich place \........ 

they had removed on this occafiori ; and from the 
vigilance of Count Daun; whp, he was fully fatis- 
fied would hot fail to march to his relief, as fborf 
as informed of his fituation : though every fally- 
made from the city was repulfed, and his Pruflian* 
Majefty daily gained fome advantage, ^ and was 
preparing to batter in breach. Count Daun did- 
hot fruftrate the governors expcftations. WheriM. Daun 
he difcovered the deception, and that he had been xTs^relief:*^ 
duped by the march of his Pruflian Majefty, and was 
made acquainted with the danger, to which Dref- 
den was expofed, the Auftrian General wheeled 

about, and marched with fuch rapidity, that his. 
grand army reached the feat of aftion, in the 

neighbourhood of Drefden, on the 19th day; and 

he found an opportunity to throw 16 battalions 

into the town. 

It is very evident, that the proximity of thofe siegc raip: 

armies behind him prcfcntly obliged his Pruflian^^'

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A. D. Majefty to rcfolve to raife the fiege : but, he firft 

'^ ' wrecked his vengeance; and played his heavy 

Damaget artillery in fuch a manner, as to reduce the moll 

done. fplendid and valuable parts and buildings of the city 

to alhcs ; amongft which were the cathedral church 

and the Porcelaine manufadtory, without afFeding 

either the fortifications or the Auftrian garrifop. 

Having withdrawn his troops and artillery from 
before Drefden, the Pruflian Monarch pradtifcd 
every art, to bring Count Daun to a battle : which 
that cautious general as judicioufly avoided : and 
a dilatory fufpenfion of adlion in his prefent fitua- 
Heibives t» tion plung|ed him deeper into danger. This de- 
-$iK* tcrmined the King's refolution to march into 
SiJcfia^ where his affairs bore a mod ruinous pro- 
fpedt. For if the Ruffians, who were in full 
inarch to join the Auftrians under General Lau- 
dohn, Ihould eifeft their defign, it would not be 
polBble for his brother Henry to maintain his 
ground ; and not only Schweidnitz and Niefs, but 
the whole county of Silefia, the chief objed of 
the war between him and the l^mprefs Queen, 
muft be abandoned to the mercy of the enemy. 
Of which there was the greateft probability, un- 
lefs Prince Henry could be timely fupported with 
a fufficient force to prevent the junSion of the 
General Auftrians and Ruffians. For, Laudohn, en* 
bcHeg^es" couraged by his fuccefs at l^andfhut and Glatz, 
Brciiau. already mentioned, had undertaken the fiege of 
Breflau, and made fuch other difppficions^ as dif« 
covered his intentions . againfi: Schweidnitz and 
Neif$ : Prince Henry being at fo great a diftaace 
£rom Breflau, as tp be fuppoied unable to march 

to 
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to its relief. The Auftrians arrived before this A. D. 
capital on the 30th of July 5 and on the firft of *^ ®' 
Auguft^ the Pruflian commandant having an- 
fwered his fummons with a refolution to defend 
the city to the lail extremity. General Laudohn, 
without waiting for his heavy artillery, began a Bombards 
010ft fevere bombardment, which deftroyed the^ ' . 
fineft ftreets and buildings in the city ; amongft 
which was the King of Pruflia's p^ace. 

Prince Henry, who had his camp at Gleiflen, Motiomof 
watching the motions of Marshal SoItikoflT, at the Henry, 
head of a numerous army of Ruffians^ marching 
with an appearance of joining the army under Ge- 
neral Laudohn, fully convinced of the neceffity 
to prevent their jundion, and that this fervice 
could not be expected from the army under his 
Pruflian Majefty, employed in Saxony, refolved 
to march to Glogau, and began his march on the 
27th of July '. Here he received the firft advice i^a'^^s thp

On the repeated accounts, received from all quarters, that 
the Ruffians were to march to Breflau, Prince Henry refolved 
to go and meet them, and prevent their executing that defign. 
For this purpofe his Royal Highnefs marched, in the afternoon 
of the 27th of July, from GleilTen to Strapel, and, on the 
28th, aiTembled his whole army at Rietfchutz. Me marched 
the 29th to Pttdiigar, where he Was obliged to halt the army 
the 30th, on account of the want of forage in this country, 
that is totally exhaufled. .On the 3 ill we went to Linden, nea( 
Slawe, where, having learnt that it was only Tottlcben's corps 
that had advanced and paiTed through the plains of Polnlfch- 
Lifia, and that the grand army of the Ruffians hacl mafchcd 
t^rongh Koften and Guftia, which made it impoilible for us 
to follow thcm^ the Prince refolved to ma^ch to Glogau.

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AD. of the fiege of Breflau ; and though her had taken 
'^ ^* this poft tooppofe the Ruffians in their march, 
the Pruffian General inftantly determined to make 
forced marches, for its relief; and not without 
hopes of* feizing an opportunity to defeat and dif- 
perfe Laudohn's army. The execution of this 
rcfolution was as rapid, as the meafure was pru- 
dent. On the 3d of Auguft his Royal Highnefs 
arrived at .Parchwitz % a poft occupied by 200a 
Auftrians, who retired by Leubus, on the other 
fide of the Oder, and burnt the bridge at Prince 
Henry's approach. » General Caranielli, having 
repafled the Oder near Breflau, to rejoin General 
Laudohn near Canth, fell into the hands of Ge«^ 
neral Werner, who, on this occafion, deftroycd 
the regiment of dragoons of the archduke Jo* 
feph, cut to pieces a confiderable part of it, and 
took feven officers and -3 70 men prifoners. They 
that efcaped gave the alarm to Laudohn, who 
immediately raifed the fiege of Breflau, and re- 
treated with great precipitation to Canth. On 
the 5th the Pruffians arrived at Liflfa, and n,ext 
day crofied the Elbe at Breflaq, having marched 
twenty-five German miles in five days. 
Laudhon'8 General Laudohn could not retreat with that 
lofs. fafcty, as to prevent any lofs. Prince Henry 
detached feveral parties to harrafs his army, and 
they brought in feveral hundreds of Auftrians, 
•with a major-general, prifoners. Neither could 
any thing but the expedition ufcd by the Prince 
in this march have faved Breflau ; and, with it, 
all Silefia muft have fallen a prey to the enemy, '

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Tor, the Ruffians, on the fixth, had advanced A. I>. 
within five miles of this ciapital ; but were obliged *'' * 
to retreat, by the wife and vigorous conduft of a^^iced 
Prince Henry, who, by occupying the heights, ^° . *^f^ 
^nd his admirable motionis,- as you will find be- hood of 
low, defeated not only the Auftrians but the ®"^*^' 
Ruffian attempt upon Breflau ; and with an army 
greatly inferior in numbers, prevented the junc-* 
tion of SoltikofF and'Laudohn; and obliged the 
latter to retreat towards Schweidnitz. On the 
6 th, Prince Henry pa%d the Oder, with a body 
of troops, at Breflau, and put this detachment 
under the command of Genicral Plathen, who was 
obliged to poft himfclf behind the Old Oder, in 
order to cover the town. The prince received ad- 
vice, by a detachment, which had been fent to 
Hunsfeld, that the Ruffians were ftrong there. 
AH accounts, however, mentioned, that the army 
of the enemy was ftill five miles diftant from Breflau. 
This made his Royal Highnefs think, f hat it was 
only General Tottlpben's corps ; and he gave or- 
ders to Colonel Thadden to occupy, that after- 
noon, the height of Freywald, from whence the 
enemy might, by pofting themfelves there, poflefs 
themfelves of another height, at a fmall diftance, 
from whence they might eafily bombard Breflau* 
Colonel Thadden carried the height of Freywald, 
and there difcovercd the whole Ruffian army en- 
camped behind Hunsfeld. The colonel railed a 
redoubt on the height, which, though occupied 
only by one battalion, kept in awe the whole army 
of the entmy. The Ruffians threw royal gre-

^^^' anycffea. 

General Laudohn being Itill encamped at Canth,, 
Prince Henry's army remained likewife between 
Grubfchen and Mochbern, in order to cover Bref- 
lau from his attempts upon it. The Ruffian army 
decamped from Hunsfeld on the 9th, and marched 
towards Schebitz and KuntzendorfF. General Pla- 
ten, and Colonel Thadden, harrafled the enemy's 
rear guard \ and in order to fupport the corps un- 
der them, his Royal Highnefs dire&ed bridges to 
be thrown at Ofwitz, and fent fome battalions 
likewife under General Goltz, for the fame pur^ 
pofe. 

General Platen's corps encamped at Protlch* 
As . the King was then upon bis march, Prince 
Henry thought, that by remaining with his army 
on the left fide of the Oder, he might keep the 
Auftrians in fome awe ; but perceiving, by feveral 
motions which the Ruffians made, that General 
platen's camp would by that means be expofed, 
his Rc^al Highners took the refolution of paffing 
the river, and encamping at Hunern ; which was 
accordingly done on the i2tb.

Pruffia, 
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Pruffia, to crufh the Pruffian power in Silefia ; and A D. 
which perhaps might have been coUefted, after *^ 
fome time for confultation ; the King . of Pruffia, 
with an amazing rapidity, in defiance of all ob- ^ 
ftrudions, which he had reafon to exped in bis 
inarch through Lufatia, in the hands of the ene- 
my ; paffing between two armies, one commanded 
by General Reid, the other by General Lafcy, and 
with a third army under General Beck in his front, 
and with the grand Auftrian army in his rear, 
continually fending out parties to diftrefs him ; SurpHzing 
marched 200 miles in five days, and arrived with- "^^^ * 
out lofs at Bautzlau on the 7th of Auguft ; though 
he was encumbered with 2000 waggons and up- 
wards, and pafled the Elbe, the Spree, the Neifs, 
the Queifs and the Bober. A piece of general- 
ihip that cannot be too much admired, efpecially 
as M. Daun, with a fuperior army, had no other 
bufinefs but to watch the King of Pruffia's mo^ 
cions, and to prevent his penetrating into Silefia. 

The King halted till the 9th, to reft his troops ; 
and marched to HohendorfF, where he encamped 5 
where his Majefty found that M. Laudobn had 
occupied the heights of Praufnitz before his ar- 
rival, and that the march of the enemy was co- 
vered by General Beck, from his poft at Wolfi^s- 
berg. On the loth the King took poffcffion of Encamps 
the camp of Lignitz, and the Auftrian armies, ^^ ^'s:"'^'.

This iadvantageous pofitioa 
of the enemy prevented the King^s pafling the 
Katzbach and the Scartwafler, as intended : fo 
that his army marched in the night of the i ith 
to turn the enemy, and to reach Jauer. At break 
of day the columns were all ready near the vil- 
lage of Hohendorflr*, from whence a new camp at 
Praufnitz was difcovered 5 and advice was re- 
ceived by fomc prifoners, that it was M. de Laf- 
cy*s corps, which was juft arrived from Lauban. 
The army immediately pafled the Katzbach to 
attack him. M. de Lafcy made his difpofitions 
with fo much (kill, and knew fo well how to avail 
himfclf of the advantages that the ground gave 
him, that he retreated to Marftial Daun, without 
the Pruflians being able to attack him with any 
profpeft of fuccefs. He filed off by the low 
grounds, and ported himfelf upon the heights of 
HennerfdorfF, which covered Jauer, before the 
King's army, which was ftopt by the defiles, could 
get thither. Both armies encamped ; the King*s 
at Schichau, and that of the enemy's at Hermf- 
dorff and Schlaup. The next day attempts were 
made again for turning the enemy, on the fide of 
the mountains, by paflTing at Pomfen and JagerfdorfF. 
The roads might have been prafticable for the 
army •, but they being fo fteep, the ammunition 
waggons could not be brought on 5 and therefore 
the attempt was laid afide.

I never was in fucli an ugly fituation as I am in this cam- 
paign. Believe me, nothing bat a miracle can enable us to 
furmount all the difficulties which I forefee. I ihall ceruihly 
do my duty in the adtton. But« my dear Marquis, always 
remember that I do not defpair of fortune, and that in my 
plans I am obliged to leave too much to chance, for want of 
means co form more folid pi'ojedls. I have the labours of a 
Hercules to undergo, at an age when my ilrength leaves me- 
when my infirmities increafe, and Wheii, to tell yOu the truths 
hope, the fole confolation of the wretched, begins to fail me. 
You are not fui&ciendy acquainted with affairs, to form a 
clear idea of all the dangers that threaten the ftate. I know 
diem, and conceal them. I keep all my fears to myfelf, and 
communicate to the public only my hopes, and the few pieces 
of good news I can tell them. If the blow I propofe to give 
ihoni'd fncceed, it will then be foon enough, my dear Mar- 
quis, to manifeft our joy. Till then do not let us flatter our« 
fdlves, left a piece of bad news (hould fink our fpirits too 
much. . I lead here the life of a military monk. I have 
many things to think of. The reft of my time I devote to 
letters, which are my confolation, as they were that of the 
antient confuls, dilators. See. I don*t know whether I ihall 
farvive this war ; but, if I fhould, I am fully refolved to pafs 
the reft of my days in retirement, in the bofom of philofophy 
and friendihip. 

As foon as the correfpondence b more free, you will do ma 
a pleafure by writing oftener. I know not where we (hail 
have oar quarters this winter. My houfe at Breflau was de- 
firoyed in the late bombardment. Our enemies envy us even 
day-light and free air : they muft, however, leave us fomo 
place 5 and. if it be fafe, I Ihall rejoice to-fee you.

But as the enemy were advancing their whote 
force to the above-mentioned poft, which tfa6 
Pfuflians could not maintain, without being cue 
off from the Elbe, General Hulfen withdrew the 
four battalions, an^ placed them on the right 
flank of his main body, which, during the whoie 
time, had remained in the iame pofition. The 
news of the Duke of Wirtemberg*s approach » 
had already determined General Hulien to take 
poflellipn of the camp at Torgau. Accordingly 
the main body of the army marched, at one in 
the afternoon, in fight of the enemy, and arrived 
fafe there, without lofing one man 5 the enemy 
not daring to make any attempt on them. Thus, 
By the fldlful difpofitions made by feencral Huli- 
fen, the cavalry alone, with a few battalions, not.

Remarks. We have here difplayed the triumphant arms of 
bis Pruffiah M^jefty. ' But thelfe advantages were 
not fo definitive, as to deprive 1iis enemies of 
either the means or opportunity to continue the 
war, to keep the field, and to penetrate into the 
very heart of his dominions. It is true the Ruffians 
were prevented from joining the Auftrians, as in- 
tended in the confederate plan of operations j and 
M. Daun, after the battle of Lignitz, was driven 
to feek a place of fafety amongft the mountains of 
^fia. But the Ruiliansin Pomerania, animated with

Thefe 
troops fet off for their march on the 7th of Sep- 
tember, and on the 1 8th arrived before the place 
of their deftination; having marched 250 miles 
ifl eleven days : which ftruck the Ruffians with 
fiich a pannic, who thought themfelves entirely 
Out of the reach of any part of the Pruffian forces, 
that they not only raifed the fiege, but retreated skee 
in fo great a hurry, that they abandoned their "^^^ * 
tents, cannon, ammunition, forage, baggage and 
even their provifions to the Fruifians, whom 
their fears bad magnified to an infinite many more, 
than they really were, or could be fparcd for that 
fcrvicc.

Ruffians to invade the Marche. of Brandenburg* 
Berlin For this end, the Generals Czemichef and 

ed. ' Tottleben were detached with upwards of 20,000 
men, and General Lafcy was fent againft Berlin 
with 14,000 from the Auftrian army. The whole 
Ruffian army followed at a fmall diftance, to fuf^ 
tain this grand enterprife^ But each party want* 
ing to get before the other. General Tottld>en^ 
without waiting for the arrival of the large corps 
of troops, appeared on the 3d of Odrober before 
Berlin^ with 2000. light troops and fome foot. 
He immediately fummoned it, and upon jts re«^ 
fufing to furrender, he threw into the town fome 
hundreds of royal grenades, bombs, and red hot 
balls, in hopes of obtaining by fire and by terror, 
what he could not promile himfelf from his forces. 
The three affiiults made on Halle gate, were re- 
pelled *r ^nd the flames^ which had broke out in 
five different parts, were happily extinguifhed. 
Pcfended, The prudcnt meafures taken by the Pruffian gene- 
rals, who were at Berlin, at laft obliged the Ruffian 
general to retire without eflfefting his purpofr. 
Mean while, Prince Eqgene of Wurt^mburgh, 
and Lieutenant-General Hulfen, had come to the 
affiftance 9f the capital, and for fome time put a 

ftop 
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fbp td the enemy's entcrpfizos : they would pro- A. D. 
bably have obliged them wholly to drop their de- *^ 
fign, had not Count Czernichef, on one fide, and 
General Lafcy, on the other, come up with their 
troops. At the fame time the grand Ruffian army 
arrived at Francfort on the Oder, and General 
Panin, with feven regiments, was detached to- 
wards Berlin, to fuftain General Czernichef ; and 
he could be followed every day by frefli detach-* 
ments. ^ 

The* two Pruffian generals above-mentioned, 
feeing the great fuperiofity of the enerny, would 
not expofe the city to the precarious ifliie of at 
battle, and refolved to give it time to capitulate, 
in order to prevent the calamities to which it might 
be expdfed : accordingly they withdrew on the 6th, 
before day-break, to Spandow, and the governor Capit«. 
and the magiftratesinadefeparate capitulations with ^^^*' 
General Tottleben. It was agreed that the town 
Ihould be delivered up to the Ruffians i that the 
garrifon, confiding of two battafions of Itzen* 
plitz's regiment, and one battalion of Ludcnitz*« 
militia,' ihould be priibners of war ; and that, on 
paying a» contribution 1,500,000 crowns, and 
200,000, as a gratuity to the troops, fer which 
the town was obliged to become bound, it fhpuld 
enjoy full liberty, proteflion, and fafety, while 
the enemy ftaid in it. The prifoners, who, at 
the moil, amounted to 1200 men, and no more, 
were carried off; and the cadets, who could not 
be comprehended in the capitulation, which men- 
tions only generals, o$cerSj fubalterns and fol- 
a diers.

It mutt 
be acknowledged, that General Tottleben, and Bri- 
gadier Bachmen, who was appointed vice-gover- 
nor, endeavoured to maintain order and difcipline 
in the city, and that they even put a ftop to ibme 
excefles committed by the troops : but moft of 
the diforders were fufiered to pafs unpunifhed ; 
and, by the excefles committed in Breach of the 
capitulation, the city fuftained the lofs of fome 
hundred thoufand crowns, over and above the 
enormous contributions exadted from iu 

Neverthelefs, what happened at Berlin, was 
nothing compared to what was done in the fmall 
towns and the flat country, the whole, from the 
gates of Berlin to the diftance of feveral miles^ 
being laid totally defolate. In particular, the 
Auftrian, Ruflian, and Saxon troops* joined, to 
leave the moft deteftable marks of their rage and 
inhumanity at the caftle of Charlottenbourg. 
Efterhafl's Auftrian huflors, and the Saxon Uhlans^ 
diftinguiflied themfelves in this exploit, and their 
ofiicers looked on unconcerned. Whole fquadrons 
entered the caftle on the 9th of October, and plun- 
dered it for four days fucceflively, without re- 
ceiving the leaft check from either general or offi- 
cer. All the tapeftry was torn down ; looking- 
glafles, piAurcs, ubtes, chairs, china, in fhort,

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J^I that was of any value, was broke or Ipdlt, A. D* 
except a large quantity of effeds, which fomc *^ 
greedy officers txx>k for themielves, and fent away 
in covered waggons. Even the King's chapel, 
that facred place, which the moft lavage natrons 
would have ^refpefked, was ravaged, and profaned 
by their naftinefs, and the organs broke. In the 
apartments of the caftle, the piftures of the royal 
^mily weiie fpoilt and disfigured, and feveral fta* 
tues of the celebrated Cabinet of Cardinal Polig- 
nac, valuable nfonuYnents of antiquity, were tnu^ 
tilated or damaged In (hort, fuch havock w^s. 
imade at this country feat, that fcarce any thing 
more than the walls could properly be faid to be 
left, Neverthelefe, the plunder got here did not 
fatisfy the enemy's greedinefs, nor fecure the in- 
habitants of the town from being plundered, tho* 
they had ranfomed themfelves by the payment of 
1 5,000 crowns in ready money. Every thing was 
taken from- them; and what could not be carried 
away was broke or deftroyed. Several inhabitants 
Were horfewipped, and cut with fabres ; of which 
two died. Even the women, without diftindbion 
of age, were expofed to the rage of the enemy, 
and made the viflimsof their brutality* 

Schoenhaufen, die Queen's country-hbule,fliared 
much the fame fkte. A Ruffian fubaltern arrived 
there on the 8th of Oftober, with eight huflars, 
and demanded, with grievous threats, her Ma- 
jefty's plate. In vain he was told, that it had 
been carried, long before, to a place of fafety :

But nothing can conpe up to 
the dreadful fight, which the flat country prefcntcd. 
fif0tn Berlin to the frontiers of Poland, Silefia, 
anii S^pny, wherever the enepiy have been,. 
The vUl^gps wcfe entirely plundeiod, and the 
country pepple left deftitute both qf corn ^ cat-. 
t)e. Their beds, thfir fufniture, a)nd, in (horti 
all they had, was carried off. The corn, which; 
the enemy could not ulp, or carry off, they fcat« 
tfr^ about, and threw into the dirt. All the 
cattle, cows as well as horfes, oxen and fheep, 
•were taken: above 100,000 head paffed through 
Francfort. Some villages were fct on fire, par- 
ticularly Sconeberg and Grofifen-Beer. , In fliort, 
wherever they came, they tieat and abufcd the 
inhabitants in the moft cruel manner, and barba- 

roufly 
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A. D. roufly difhonoured the women, without diftinc- 
*^ cion of age or condition, in prefence of their pa«- 
rencs and hufbands. In fine, to fill up the mea^ 
fure of their deeds of inhumanity and horror, 
they htid afide all regard to the fepulchres of the 
dead, which have always been held in a kind of 
veneration by the moft barbarous nations. The 
troops under General Lafcy, in their return thro* 
WilmerfdorfF, an eftate belonging to the Schwerin 
£imily, broke open the burying vault, opened 
the coffin of the mailer of the horfe to the King, 
who had been dead twelve years, and thofe of his 
lady and children, ftript the bodies, and threw 
them on the ground. Thefe barbarities, of which 
the hiftory of the lead civilized nations fumifhes 
few examples, will be handed down to the moft' 
diftant pofterity, and perpetuate the fhame of 
Pruffia*s enemies. - \ 

. It is confefled that it may be retorted upon his 
Fruflian Majefty, that his arms are not free en- 
drely from, an accufation of iicentioufnefs and ex- 
cels *, particularly the complaints exhibited againft 
him. for the behaviour of his army at Drefden, 
and fomecimes of his own condud. But the 
reader may fee his apology in the note ^ at bottom

thole of a court, which employs venal pens :to excite fair« 
companion, by magni/ying the evils it hath brought on itfelf 
through its own fault. It is well kn6wh how it filled Europe 
with its clamours^ when its capital* defended by its allies, sa 
if it had been a regular fortrefs, fuftaxned» more through their 
fault, than that of the befiegers, the natural confequences of 
a fiege ; while it appears quite infenfible at the fate of the 
dty of Wittemberg, which thofe very allies reduced to afhea 
without any neteffity, and ftlmoft without having fired againft 
the rampartSi It forgets probably, or wantb to make the pub^* 
lie forget, that its allies made no fcruple to bombard likewife 
without neceflity, and for the moft part withoat fuccefs, Zit» 
tau, Schweidnitz, Cndrin, Colberg, Breflau, Berlin, and Co- 
k\: and thsit in this manner they reduced a part of tho(e 
towns to aflies, and greatly damaged the reft. That court 
would ^t prcfent have great reafon to make the moft ferious 
refle^ons on the obligation it lies under to its troops and thofe 
of its allies^ for the condu6l they have held, if the King were 
difpofed to follow bad examples, and to retaliate on the fub- 
}e^ of Saxony the calamities, Whith his fubje^s have beeii 
fo nnjaftly made to fofifer. But his Majefty*s manner of think- 
ing will always prevent his recurring to fuch rigo>x>us methods; 
till he be forced to it by indifpenfable neceffity. He deteftt 
this illicit manner of making war the more^ as it coatributei 
fo little tothe end, for which war is waged. 

Unable !iitherto to crufh the King, the magnanimous dtf- 
fender of the German liberties^ it agitin hath recourfe to thofe 
methods which the Ferdinands [of Auftrla] employed in the 
laft century, to reduce the whole Empire under their defpotrc 
yoke. By its conduct in our days, it renews the fad remem- 
brance of that long and bloody war which Germany then 
groaned under, for the fpace of thirty years. Let all Europe 
confider at prefent what it hath to expefl from fuch an enemy. 
Let It judge, whether the Houfeof Auflria, in cafe it could ^

M. Daun, whofe principal bufinefs was to attend 
to the motions of his Pruflian Majefty, called in 
the corps under General Lafcy, and alfo eroded 
the Elbe at Torgau, and, by advancing to Eulen* 
berg, difcovered his intention to open a communi- 
cation with, or to join the army of the Empire 
encamped near Leipfic. But not being able to 
efieA that defign, the Imperiaiifts decamped and 
got off in a fog, and Daun retired to Torgau. Gen. 
HuHen ' drove the Imperialifts from b^ore Leip- 
fic, took pofleffion of that city ^ ; placed a garri- 
fon in it, and rejoined the Pruffian main army en- 
camped at Eulenberg. 

Every return of the fun fmiled upon the con- 
tinual fuccefles of his arms : but thefe were only 
glittering enjoyments, that, without a compleac 
victory, could not eftabliih the King^s intereft and 
fecuricy. While the enemy were in a condition to 
keep the field, his fubftance and ftrength fuffered 
e3Ctremely, by protraAing a war, that was not able 
to procure an honourable and fecure peace. Thefe 
confiderations, put his Majefly upon meafures to 
force M. Daun to a general engagement : of the 
two, it being more glorious to die in the field of 
batde, in defence of his dominions and fubjedts ; 
than to fuffer them to fink under the burden and 
eontinuauon of a confuming wan

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The Auftrian general had taken all precautions A. D. 
to prevent a furprize; and was no ways apprc- '^ ^' 
henfive, that his Pruffian Majefty would attack fiJiation?'' 
him in a camp fo well fortified. But on the 2d of 
November, the King decamped, to execute his re- 
fblution to attack the Auftrians. His Majefty 
encamped at Lang-Reichenbach, betv/een Schilda 
and Torgau : his hufiars attacked General Bren* 
tano, who was on his march with about 1000 
horfe, and made 400 prifoners : and he learnt at 
Reichenbach, that the right wing of the Auftrians 
was at Grofwich, and their left at Torgau. The 
King refolving to attack them next day, propofed 
to march through the wood of Torgau, by three 
difierent roads, with 30 battalions and 50 fqua- 
drons of his left wing. The firft line was to ad- 
vance by the way of Makrene to Neiden, the fe- 
cond by Peckhutte to Elfnick, and the third, 
which confifted wholly of cavalry, by the wood 
of Wildenhayn to Vogelfang. 

On the other hand. General Ziethen, with 30 
battalions and 70 fquadrons of the right, was to 
take the great Leipfic road, and coming out of it 
at the Ponds of Torgau, to diredt his attacks 
againft the villages of Suptitz and Grofwich* 

This plan was executed in the following pian- Battle of 
ner : the King's line, while on their march, fell torgau. 
upon the corps under General Reid, confiding of 
two regiments of dragoons and three battalions 
of pandours, who retired at the. approach of the 
Pruffians, into the wood of Torgau. But they 
found in the wood near Wildenhayn another more

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A. D. confiderable corps of the enemy •, who, after firing 
'^ ' feme volleys of cannon on the vanguard, imme* 
diately retired to Grofchutz. 

The Pruflian vanguard was on the point of at- 
tacking them, when they learnt that St. Ignon's 
dragoons were in the wood on their left, between 
two columns of their foot. Being immediately 
attacked by the Pruffian huflars, they wanted to 
retire, but met the grenadiers of the vanguard, 
whofe fire' ftopt them: fo that the huflars made 
moft of them prifoners. Thofe, who efcaped, fell 
in with the fecond and third lines, where the Prut 
Can cavalry was, and were either difperfcd or 
taken. 

At two in the afternoon, the King got through 
the wood to the little plain of Nciden. There he. 
found Bathiani's dragoons; and a regiment of foot, 
which after firing fome cannon-fliot, retired to 
Torgau ; from whence was heard a brilk and con- 
tinued fire of cannon and fmall arms, which made 
them judge that General Ziethen was already en- 
gaged with the enemy. On this the King mended, 
his pace, and paflfing the morafles near Nfciden, 
inclined on the right towards a fmall wood, march- 
ing in three lines. The horfe were on the left of 
the foot, with their left at the Elbe. 

On their approach M.Daun made a front, and 
received them with a brilk fire of 200 pieces of 
cannon. His right extended to Grofwicfi, and 
his left to Zinne. His foot occupied very advan- 
tageous eminences along the I^ip0c road. Hia 
fecond line, againft which the King direfted thq 
1 attacki 
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attack, was placed on a piece of ground, which A. D. 
terminated in hillocks towards the Elbe. - '7^®' 

His Majefty had difpofed the attack in fuch a 
manner, that cither his right or his left muft take 
the enemy in rear, and clofe them in, fo that they 
fhould not be able to undertake any thing againft 
the part, where he intended to cflfca his attack. - 
Neverthelefs the Prufiians were repulfed the firft 
time, after a very fmart fire of artillery and fmall 
arms. And the grenadiers fuffered much from the . :- 

Auftrian carabineers. The King made a fecond 
vigorous attack ; but his men were again repulfed, 
and forced to give way. Whereupon the King 
made Bareith's dragoons advance, who took pri- 
foners the Emperor's own regiment, thofe of 
Neuperg and Gaifrugg, and a battalion of Ba- 
reith's. At the fame time, Spaen's cuirafllers fell 
upon other regiments of foot, and put them into 
diforder. Upon which the enemy advanced be- 
tween 60 and 80 battalions towards Torgau, 
placing their left at Zinne, and their right at the 
Elbe. The Prince of Holftcin went to meet . 
them with the cavalry, and at firft made them 
give way ; but, at the fecond fhock,. he was him* 
felf forced to retire. Neverthekfs, he returned 
to the charge, and a third' line of foot attacked 
the vineyard of Suptttz, whilft General Ziethen 
with the right wing took the enemy in rear. This Auftriant 
difpofition had the defired fuccefs s it threw the d^f«^«d. 
Auftrians into great diforder. 

Thefe different attacks lafted till a quarter after

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minutes after, the fole command c^^volved upon A. D. 
General 0*Donnel : who retreated with great ex- 
pedition towards Drefden, provided for the fafety grand army 
of that city, and took pofleffion of the ftrong™^^£^ 
camp at Plauen. 

The news of this vidbory fprcad terror amongftEffeas of 
the enemies of Pr uffia. All Saxony fell once more J.^^* ^^^^" 
into the hands of the Pcuffian Monarch, except 
Drefden and the Auftrian camp ; it being too late 
in the year to beHege that city. The Ruffians 
retreated into Poland, before a detachment fent 
againfl: them from the field of battle ; and Ge- 
neral Laudohn, who was entrufted with a ftrong 
* corps of Auftrians in Silefia, raifed the fiege of 
Coid, and retired into the county of Glatz, as foon 
as he heard, at that diftance, of the defeat of M* 
Daun near Torgau. 

Having for awhile got clear of thefe potent King of 
enemies, who made the bcft of their way into othcr'fuc. 
winter- quarters 5 and fwept the Swedes out of Po- ^^^^^* 
merania, where they were feverely handled by 
Colonel Belling, (who furprized 2000 of their 
troops in the neighbourhood of Prentzlaw, and 
made two officers, fix fubalterns and 250 private 
men prifoners of war, about the latter end of 
September) and by General Werner, (who at- 
tacked the Swedifh corps under General Ekrenfch- 
werdt, near Pafewalch, made fixteen officers, and 
5C>o private men prifoners, and took fix pieces

jefty s pre- dofe of the year 1759. He was now in full pof- 
tion. feflion of all his own dominions, except thofe 
provinces which had remained, frpm the beginpiog 
of the war, in the hands of the enemy. And he 
had now over-run and feized upon the greateft 
part of Lu(atia, Saxony, Swedifh Pomerania and 
Mecklenburg ; from whence his Majefty might' 
raife large contributions, towards the fuppprt of 
his army, and to retaliate for the plunder and mo- 
ney raifed by his enemies on his fubjeds in the 
. courfe of this year. So that, by comparing his 
advantages, with thofe gained by all his confederate 
enemies, during this campaign, and with his own 
fiate at the end of the laft campaign, we fhall find 
the baliance vaftly preponderate in his Pru^an 
Majcfty's &vour. The Swedes had penetrated a 
confiderable way into Poiterania, but were re- 
pul&d with confiderable lofs, and obliged to retire 
to Stralfund. The Ruflians made feveral efforts 
to reduce Silefia and Brandenburg, and indulg^ 
their barbarous nature with excefies of the moft 
brutal kind, as well as by exceffive contributians : 
but they were fled ; and hid themfelves in Poland 
The Auftrians and Imperialifts had made great 
progrelis in Silefia, and got poficQion of all Saxooy ; 

but 
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but they abandoned their conqucfts, as the Pruf- A. D. 
fian arms returned from the field of vidlory, .and *^ ^* 
left his Majefty in poffeflion of all their laurels, 
except Drefden. It is impoffible to look upon 
this map of the feat of war, without being loft 
in amazement of thofc great abilities, which were 
fufficient to deliver the King from fo many per- 
plexing difficulties, and placed him in a better fitu- 
ation, than he was in at the clofe of the laft cam- 
paign. For, then he was forced to fit down with 
the lofs of four . capital battles : and to conclude 
with the moft fatal of them, the furrender at 
Maxcn. But, though the Pruffians fet out in 
the year 1760, with the unfortunate affair of Ge- 
neral Fouquet, both the King and his brother 
Henry prevented the Auftrians from deriving any 
advantage from their viftory, and the battles 
of Lignitz and Torgau, crowned his Pruiiian 
Majefty with two great and glorious viftories, 
that totally ruined the operations of his enemies.

England, for an expedition with land forces, made FcrdinancL 
it fhrewdly fuppofed that the army in Englilh pay 
in Germany, and the troops embarked on board 
the expedition fleet, were ^ftincd to a6t in fui^h 
a manner, as to carry the feat of war into the 
heart of France itfelf. 

The Hereditary Prince was detjached with a Hereditary 
fufficient ftrength to clear the Duchy of Clcves, ^"^^^ ^®- 
and the adjacent parts^ from French troops s and the Rhine. 

this 
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this Prince pafljng the Rhine at Roervqt, on the 
29th of September, he fcoured the country to 
Rhineberg, fat down before Wefel, and fent de- 
tachments, which took pofleflSon of Rees and Em- 
merick. WcfeFwas completely invefted on the 3d 
of Odober : and on the fame day Cleves furren- 
dered, with a garrifon of 500 men, to another of 
his detachments. 

He did not meet the like fuccefs before We- 
fel. His Serene Highnefs had the feafon, as well 
as a powerful and vigilant enemy to encounter. 
The heavy rains, which fell at this time, fwelled 
the Rhine and the Lippe fo as to overflow cheir 
banks, and render the roads in Weftphalia im- 
palfible, retarded his operations, and allowed the 
French time to march to the relief of this fortrcfs. 

The trenches were opened on the loth of O£lo- 
ber, at night, without any lofs. The governor 
made two fallies, without any fuccefs, or damage 
to the works i and fortified the bridge ovef the 
Rhine, by which way he expefted fuccours. 

The importance of this fortrcfs, with whofe 
conqueft the whole country adjoining would in- 
fallibly fubmit to the allies, determined M. Duke 
de Broglio to detach a fufficient force to defeat 
their attempt; which, he was perfuaded, might 
arrive time enough, on account of the delay the 
befiegers would meet with from the feafon. 

The French marfhal ordered M. de Caftries to 
take upon him the command of this corps, which 
was compofed of a ftrong detachment from the 
main army in Hefie, and of troops coIle(fted from

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the Low Countries. Thefe forces being united, M. -A. D. 
de Caftries, with forced marches, reached Rhine- 7 °* 
berg, an advanced poft of the allies, on the 14th, advanced 
and obliged the troops to retire, though fupported f^^^ 
by the Hereditary Prince in perfon.

and rurf)riized the enemy's advanced pofts^ at St]. 
Auguftiae, Maifon-firulee, and La Calvairg ; artd, 
hotwitl^ftandirig their alerthefi in retreating,, took 
90 pfifohers, Sbme firfic after, they hoped to 
take fheir revenge, attempting to carry oflT the 
W6bd-cu'tters and rans^erS that Covered L'ofdtte and 
St. Jbiic ; but they werfe repulfed. The circum- 
riances of the garrifon became daily rtiore critical : 
there wis a great probability the French army and 
fhips would fall down the river, as (tidn las It 
epencd, and (the ground being yet fro^iirl) that 
the Engfifli /hould noft have time to fbrta their 
intrenchments.

Goveraor Murray deprived of tbe_^vantagc 
expedlcd f;om\.the poft of Abraham heights, and 
thoroughly informed of the^ difpofitions the ene- 
my were making to cut off his polls, he, on the 
a 7 th, ordered all the bridges over the Caprouge 
to be broken down ; fecured the landing place at 
Sillery and the Toulon ; and then marched and 
.topk poll ib advantageoufly with the grenadiers, 
piquets, and Amh^rlVs regiment, and two. field 
pieces, that when that formidable army advaficed 
.to, form fltom the defile, they were obliged to paft, 
^nd,efFedled without any oppofition or moleftation 
from the Englilh, they did not like the looks of 
our fmall viitprious army, but, after reconnoitripg 
their pofuion, they thought proper to retreat^ \,

weighed the courage. and' difcipline' of bis little tie. 
army, that plumed themfclves with the merit of 
beating the French, and that he was pofleffed of 
a very fine train of artillery ; and further, thalt 
the chance was greater againft him fliut up' in an 
undefenfible fortification, where every thing de- 
pended upoh the fingle point of holding out for a 
confiderable time, till relief might be expefted by 
fea, then frozen up, thart in the field ; from 
whence, in cafe of a defeat, he could fly to the 
city, as a dernier refort-, his excellency refolved to 
march and give the enemy battle : and, if the 
event was not profperous, to hold out to the laft 
extremity ; and then to retreat to the ifle of Or- 
leans, dr Coudres, with what was left of the gar- 
rifon, to wait for reinforcements. Accordingly 
the ncccflTary orders were given j and half an hour his order 
after fix next morning, he marched with all the °^ ^^^^<^* 
forces he cbuld muflasr, viz* 3000 men, and form- 
ed the army on "the heights ?n the followrng order:

ing the a&ion. Otway^s was inftandy ordered to 
advance, and fuftain the right wing, which the 
en^smy in vain made two aitempts to penetrape. 
On thefe occafions. Captain Ince with the grena- 
diers of Otway's were dillinguifiied. Whijc this 
pafied there, the left .was not idle ; .they had dif- 
poflfcffed the enemy of two rcdoubcs, and fuftain- 
ed with an unparallelled firmnefs the bold united 
efforps of the enemy's regulars, Indians, and Ca« 
nadians *, till, at laft, the body of the enemj'^s 
army advanced with great ftrides, and formed in 
colunins. As ^on as formed, one of their co- 
lumns came tofpftain the gvenadiors, purfued by 
the light infantry. They ^dire6ily wheeled round 
the riftng gi^ounds, and '^took the right wing in 
flank. At the fame time another column, headed 
by the Gh^vaHer de l^evy, wheekd round the left

The veflel failed down the middle 
of the riv^r, between the two columns, to anchor 
at random (hot from the fort. This was e£fe6i:ed 
with a fmarc cannonading from the fort on the 
troops, rowing along the north (hore, and againft 
the veflel, which funk one row galley, and killed 
two men in another row galley : one man had his 
thigh fhotoiF, and feven were wounded : Several' 
boats and oars were ft ruck with their fhot. How- 
ever, at eleven at night, the laft boat came in, 
and the place was compleatly inverted. Ifle Gal- 
lot and L'Abbe Pkrquets Ifland were found aban* 
doned ; the enemy having left them in a great 
hfM-ry ; for the fcal{)s they had taken on the Mo* 
hawk river, with tools and utenfils of 'various 
kinds, two fwivels, fome barrels of pitch, 'and a 
quantity of iron, were left behind. Our Indians,

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on finding the fealps, faiurnt the cbapeU and all A«^ 
the houfes. . • 

On the 19th, atday*break» the. general viewed 
the iflands, with Colonel Wiillamibn and Lieute^ 
nant- Colonel Eyre, and fixed the batteries, one 
on each of the two iflands ncareft the fort ; and 
one on a point of land on the fouth ihore. Den 
tachments were immediately m^de to open ground. * 

The enemy kept a front fire at th? vcffcls : but 
the general ordered his veflfels to. avoid firing^, ra- 
ther than keep it up, ai>d fpent the i9th.in pr&> 
paring fafcines, and every neceflary for carrying 
on the fiege. Which preparations were fo well 
conduced, that all the batteries began to play on 
the 23d, and did fo much execution, that the 
enemy drew in their guns, and tried to put them 
undercover. General Amherft aifo made a diP- 
poficion for ftorming the fort, after ibme time 
firing : but he was obliged, for the preKent, to 
put it ofF> his veflfels not complying with his or** 
ders fo well as he could have wifhed. But the 
enemy, not able to keep to their guns, apd matjiy 
of their guns being difmounted and difabled, the 
garrifon bqat a parley in the afternoon, which 
ended in a capitulation. By which his Majelly 
was put into pofleflion of a fort * and pod, that 
entirely commanded lake Ontario, and efFedually 
covered the Mohawk river, and all that part of 
his Majefty 's dominions from the inroads and bar* 
barities of' the favages.
